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THE ASSASSINS NOT FOUND 


A GROWING FEELING THAT THEY 
HAVE ESCAPED. 
SHE IRISH POLICE STILL WITHOUT A CLUE 


—SEVERAL MORE INDISCRIMINATE AR- 
RESTS—THE NEW LAW TO SUPPRESS 
CRIME INTRODUCED—FUNERAL OF LORD 
FREDERICK CAVENDISH. 


Dustin, May 11.—Disappointment is gen- 


erally expressed at the failure of the Police to 


discover anything important concerning the 
identity of the assassins, and the feeling is 
growing that they have escaped. There have 
been further arrests in Drogheda, Longford, 


andCounty Meath in connection with the mur- 
ders, Three men who were arrested in County 


Meath have what are supposed to be blood 
Btains on their clothes. ‘he Police now dis- 
credit the statements of the man who asserted 
that he hai been offered £100 to assist in the 
murders and who was taken from Haverford- 


West to Liverpool yesterday, Another ar- 


rest has been made at Millstreet, County Cork, 
on a charge of treason felony. 

It is stated that as the Right Hon. Michael 
Morris, Lord Chief-Justice of the Court of 
Commen Pleas, Ireland, and the Right Hon. 


Charles Robert Barry, Fourth Justice of tke 
Court of Queen’s Bench, Ireland, were walking 


in Phoenix Park on Saturday, a few minutes 
after the murders were committed, and before 
they knew of them, a rough-looking man said 
to the Lord Chief-Justice: ‘* The Chief and 
Under Secretaries have been murdered. You 
are the next man spotted.” Justice Morris 
believed at the time that the man was a luna- 
tic, buthe has since bsen absent from court, 
and it is thought that he has gone to England. 

Mr. Trevelyan, the new Chief Secretary for 
dreland, and Lady Spencer have arrived here. 
The former was warmly cheered by the popu- 
lace. Lord Spencer, at the last moment, de- 
cided to remain in Ireland instead of attend- 
ing the funeral of Lord Frederick Cavendish. 

At a meeting of the Parnell Reception Com- 
mittee at Cork last evening, two ex-suspects 
being among those present, the abandonment 
of illuminations to celebrate the release of the 
imprisoned members of Parliament was voted 
without a dissenting voice. 

On inquiring among the principal iron- 
mongers here, the Police ascertained that some 
suspicious-lcoking persons recently purchased 
several long knives, 

The Postmaster of Navan, County Meath, 
to-day shot a man dead in self-defense, The 
man, whose name was Connell, had attempted 
to stop a mail car. 

The United Jreland instead of the usual car- 
toon has a mourning border surrounding the 
words: ‘“‘In token of the abhorrence and 
shame cast upon the character of our nation 
for manliness and hospitality by the assassi- 
nations of Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under 
Secretary Burke.” The paper hasan article 
saying: ‘* Despair is hardly the word to de- 
scribe the first sensation with which we saw 
the prize, won by years of suffering, ship- 
wrecked in the moment of victory by mad and 
desperate hands,” 

Lovpon, May 10,—A large and sympathetic 
crowd gathered at the St. Pancros Railway 
station to-day to witness the departure of 
the special train conveying the mourn- 
ers to Chatsworth to attend the funeral 
of Lord Frederick Cavendish. Among them 
were: Mr. Gladstone and his sons, Her- 
bert and William Henry; Lord Granville, 
Mr. Forster, Speaker Brand, Col. Freder- 
ick Stanley, member of Parliament for 
North Lancashire, and brother of Lord 
Derby; the Right Hon. George Shaw 
Lefevre, Chief Commissioner of Works and 
Buildings; Lord Rosebery, Under Secretary 
for the Home Department: Sir Henry James, 
the Attorney-General; the Right Hon. James 
Stansfeld, Radical member of Parliament for 
Halifax; the Right Hon. Henry Fawcett, 
Postmaster-General; Mr. Mundella, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Council; the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Edinburgh, represent- 
ing the Queen, and numerous other persons. 
One of the most conspicuous features of the 
funeral was an assemblage of 5,000 tenants of 
the Duke of Devonshire, father of Lord Fred- 
erick Cavendish. The funeral procession 
started at 2 o’clock. The chief mourners 
were the Duke of Devonshire, the Marquis of 
‘Hartington, Lord Edward Cavendish, Col. Cav- 
endish, Admiral Egerton, son-in-law of the Duke 
of Devonshire; Major Lyttleton, Mr. Glad- 
stone, and Lord Granville. The order of the 
funeral procession was as follows: The hearse, 
the Duke of Devonshire, walking alone; the 
Marquis of Hartington, Lord Edward Caven- 
dish, Mr. Gladstone, Ear! Granville, the 
Speaker of the House of Commons, members 
of the Cabinet, and 300 members of Parliament, 
walking four abreast, There was an immense 
crowd present, the number being estimated as 
high as 30,002. Many persons were visibly af- 
fected. The coffin was carried by a number 
of the tenants of the Duke of Devonshire. 
After the coffin had been lowered into the 
grave many fiowers were thrown upon it. 

Richard Power, member of Parliament, at~ 
tended the funeral as the representative of the 
irish party. 

The man Quail or Quin, (there is some doubt 
ns to his correct name,) who was arrested at 
Preston yesterday on suspicion of being con- 
cerned in the murder of Lord Frederick Cav- 
endish and Mr. Burke, has been remanded un- 
til Saturday. A detective stated that he 
thought he could call evidence which would 
implicate him in the crime. 

The article in this week’s issue of the United 
Treland is contrasted with the one in last 
week’s issue, which denounced the Castle offi- 
cers as a nest of vipers, and said the rats in the 
cellars of the Castle had better beware of traps, 
gs vermin were going to have a bad time. 

Mr. Michael Davitt, in his letter to the 
Standard, after referring Mr. Forster to 
his (Davitt’s) speech in which he held Mr. 
Forster respensible before God for the conse- 
quences that would inevitably follow Po- 
lice terror and coercion, admits that 
he is a convicted Fenian—convicted on 
pk false charge sworn to by a salaried 
perjurer, and asks fair-minded Englishmen to 
put their imagination in the place of a son of 
an evicted Irish peasant and to answer wheth- 
er it is any stigma to an Irishman that he has 
beena Fenian. ‘*The people of Ireland do not 
think so. The false relations of the two coun- 
‘tries have been brought about by misunder- 
standing and misrule, as a man may 

a criminal on one side of the 
Irish Sea and a patriot on the other. 
Tf it be said that a Fenian is a man who 
wishes to burn, blow up, and murder, I will 
not even reply to that, although 1 knew it to 
be untrue. If, in the hot blood of early man- 
hood, smarting under the cruelties and indig- 
nities perpetrated in Ireland, I saw appeal to 
force the only means of succoring her, upon 
my 
of a felon’s cell, a nobler vision appeared, 
a dream of the enfranchisement and frater- 
nization of the peoples and of the conquering 
of hate by justice. Ihave suffered by their 
power, but there is in my heart to-day no 
sentiment of bitterness toward the English 
people. The gospel ‘of the land for the peo- 
ple’ is a universal gospel. In its triumph is in- 
volved the social regeneration of England as 
clearly as that of Ireland. If you would find a 
modus vivendi between the English and Irish, 
itiseasy. Treat us as equals, treat us as men. 
Willingly will I go to Ireland and do 
whatever I can to further the peaceful 
joctrines I have always advocated, but I am 
ronfident that nothing I could do or say would 
stzike as effectually as the feeling of horror 
which was sent through Ireland at the 
slaughter of tho innocent and inotiensive Eng- 
tishmen under circumstances which lent to the 
black deed every possible attribute of atro- 
tity.”” The letter concludes as follows: ‘‘ How 
ran I protest with effect against out- 
rages when the most brutal and irritating 
putrages are being committed in the name 
of thelaw. Ladies are sent to prison as per- 
ions of evil fame; huts erected by charity are 
iorn down; little boys are ruthlessly shot 
iown by the Constabulary, and men of the 

\ighest character are still held in jail on sus- 

icion.”’

It appears that Connel, alias Thornton, who 
was sbot dead at Navan to-day, was a half-de- 
mented _ itinerant basket-maker, well known 
at the Drogheda fairs, It is supposed that 
he wished to obtain a free ride to Drogheda, 
and used violenee, whence arose trouble, 
which resulted in his being shot. 

DuBLIN, May 12.—The Police have traced 
the car with the four assassins to the centre of 


this city, where they alighted. It has been 
ascertained that a cab accompanied the 
car to the scene of the murder, It is believed 
the cab conveyed four men, who went to point 
out the victims by a signal and to see that the 
murder was carried out, and that these men 


subsequently re-entered the cab and drove 
back to the city. 
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AN EXTRAORDINARY ACT PROPOSED. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S CRIME BILL INTRO- 


DUCED—PARNELL AND DILLON DE- 
NOUNCE IT. 


Lonpon, May 11.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening, Sir William Harcourt, the 


Home Secretary, introduced the bill for 
the repression of crime in Ireland, He 


began by stating that the Government 
had considered the question of instituting a 
military tribunal, but had come to the con- 
clusion that resort to such a measure was 


undesirable, There was ample testimony 
that the heart of Ireland was sound, 
but Ireland was suffering from the 
bane of secret societies. He character- 
ized the prevalence of crime there as a nation- 
al disgrace. Hesaid: ‘* The time has arrived 
for the entire House to unite in taking steps to 
repress it. The case we deplore to-day is not a 
solitary one. Crime is a plague spot on Ire- 
land, and I believe the Irish people de- 
sire its removal. It springs from secret 
societies, and must be extirpated. The 
mainspring of crime is the expectation of 
immunity, which is only too well founded. 
The Government has, therefore, concluded 
that it is necessary, in those places where the 
ordinary law is not observed, that special tri- 
bunals, consisting of three Judges, be appointed 
by the Lord Lieutenant to try cases without a 
jury. The judgment of the court must be 
unanimous. Appeal can be made to the Su- 
preme Court, the judgment of the latter to be 
given by a majority of the Judges, The Su- 
preme Court may diminish, but cannot in- 
crease, the severity of tle sentences. Parlia- 
ment will be asked to provide special remuner- 
ation for the special Judges. The bill also 
contains the following provisions: It gives 
power to search for secret apparatus 
of murder, such as arms, threaten- 
i letters, &c.; power to enter houses 
y day or night under a_ warrant 
of the Lord Lieutenant; power to arrest 
persons prowling about at night and 
unable to give an account of themselves, 
who are to be dealt with summarily; 
power to arrest strangers, as crimes 
are generally committed by foreign emis- 
saries, the hospitality of England not 
being for such persons as the agents of 
O’Donovan Rossa; and power to remove 
foreigners who are considered dangerous 
to peace. The Government, therefore, intend 
to revive the Alien act. Secret societies are 
to be dealt with summarily, and mem- 
bership thereof will constitute an offense 
under this act. Cases of aggravated 
assault are to be treated ina summary manner. 
Power is given to repress intimidation and un- 
lawful meeting, the latter to be dealt with 
summarily. Newspapers containing seditious 
and inflammatory matter are to be sup- 
pressed and the proprietors required to 
enter into recognizances not to repeat 
the offense. Justices can compel the at- 
tendanee of witnesses about to auscond, 
The Lord Lieutenant can appoint additional 
Poliee, where necessary, at the cost of 
the districts concerned. Compensation for 
murder and outrage will be required of the 
districts where they oceur. Outrages are to 
be dealt with summarily by courts which are 
to consist of two stipendiary magistrates. The 
Lord Lieutenant is to have power to proclaim 
districts to which this act may be applied.” 

Sir William Harcourt announced that the 
Government intended to reserve for considera- 
tion any further alteration of the jury system. 
He admitted that this bill was extraordinary, 
but declared that it was necessary to meet the 
extraordinary circumstances. The operation of 
the bill would be limited to three years. The 
Government would do all in their power to 
prevent innocent persons suffering from its 
action. He added that the bill placed almost 
unlimited authority in the hands of the Lord 
Lieutemant, and concluded by stating that 
this measure would soon be followed by one 
dealing with arrears of rent. 

Sir Stafford Northcote followed Sir Wil- 
liam. He said the Opposition desired to give 
the Government all the assistance in their 
power, but held them responsible for the way 
in which they discharged their duty. 

Mr. W. E. Forster said that in his belief 
force was no remedy, but it was. often neces- 
_— aud was never more necessary than now. 

Mr. John Bright said the bill was not aimed 
at political-opponents, but against crime. He 
deelared that if he were an Irishman he should 
rather welcome a measure which would enable 
the people to pursue their daily duties in the 
confidence that protection would be afforded 
by the law. 

Mr. Parnell said he wished to join in 
an expression as to the temperate spirit 
shown by England during the past 
few days; but he declared that spirit 
was not. displayed in the proposed 
bill, which he regarded as the most stringent 
ever proposed, and which, he said, would re- 
sult in a nundredfold greater failure than what 
had gone before. 

Mr. Jchn Dillon characterized Mr. Forster’s 
speech as bloodthirsty, but withdrew the 
words on tke demand of the Speaker. He 
afterward fiercely denounced the bill. ; 

Mr. Dillon pointed out that the assassination 
of Saturday was the first that had tested 
Ireland. He warned the Government that 
it might be renewed. He had not de- 
nounced outrage. No man could effectually 
denounce crime in Ireland until he was able 
to go among the people and say justice had 
been done to Ireland. The present bill, he 
declared, would bring disaster and destroy ali 
faith in ultimate justice. To carry out the 

resent policy would be merely to play into the 

ands of assassins. The only way to deal with 
Ireland was to accept the aid of himself 
and his friends. As the Governraent refused, 
they ceuld only stand aside and watch the re- 
sult of the conflict between two nations—one, 
England with repression, and the other, Ire- 
land with retaliation. 

Mr. Mitchell Henry followed. Mr. Goschen 
made a vigorous speech, in which he repu- 
diated the notion that the kingdom was to 
look to members steeped in treason for pro- 
tection of life and property in Ireland. 
The phrase *‘members steeped in treason’ 
being challenged, Mr. Goschen substituted 
therefor ‘‘ members who have signed the ‘ no 
rent’ manifest.” 

The House, by a vote of 327 to 2%, passed the 
Repression bill to its first reading. The mi- 
nority was composed entirely of Home Rulers. 

The feeling in the lobby of the House is that 
the Repression bill fairly meets the grave issues 
raised by the crime of Saturday, but it 
is thought certain that, the stringency of 
the provisions will alienate the Irish vote. A 
meeting of the Irish party will be held to-day 
to consider the subject. 

Sir William Harcourt, replying to a question 
early in the session, before the Repression bill 
was introduced, declared that the Government 
had no intention of advising the Queen to 
grant a full pardon to Michael Davitt. 

LONDON, May 12.—The Standard says the 
peace which had been patched up between the 
Government and tke Trish members of Parlia- 
ment is entirely broken by the introduction of 
the Repression bill. The yrish members com- 
plain bitterly of the abandonment of the naw

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policy of conciliation and intend to offer 
strenuous opposition to the passing of the bill.

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THE KHEDIVE’S MANY TROUBLES. 
HIS MINISTERS IN OPEN REVOLT—THE POW- 
ERS PREPARING TO TAKE ACTION. 


Carro, May 11.—Relations between the 
Khédive and Ministry have been suspend- 


ed. The latter repudiate the Khédive’s au- 


thority. The Khédive has received a dispatch 
from the Sultan praising his conduct and de- 
claring that no apprehension need be felt, as 


the Porte will immediately act in concert with 
the powers, 
ALEXANDRIA, May 11,—It is believed that 


the impeachment of the Khédive will be pro- 
posed in the Chamber of Notables on the 
ground of his taking the imstructions of the 
Porte on internal autonomy. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May li. Preparations are 
heing made whereby 30,000 men, chiefly from 
Syria, can be speedily embarked for Egypt. 

Paris, May 11.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day, M. de Freycinet, President of the 
Council, 1n reply to an interpellation, declared 
the Government would not countenance any 
step that;might diminish Egyptian independ- 
ence, which, thanks to the complete agreement 
between France and England, would2be main- 
tained, Events, however, he said, might as- 
sume animportance which would render it 
necessary for France to act in concert with 
other powers. 

LONDON, May 12.—A dispatch from Cairo to 
Reuter’s Telegram Company reports that the 
relations between the Egyptian Ministry and 
the English and French Controllers-Gen- 
eral have been ruptured. The latter ab- 
stained from attending the ordinary Cabinet 
council last night, although they are as yet 
without instructions from their respective 
Governments as to the attitude they should as- 
sume. It is believed the Ministers are reckon- 
ing upon the impossibility of an _ un- 
derstanding between the powers and the 
Porte. They are contilant that the 
Chamber of Notables they have summoned will 
fully approve their action. This, however, is 
doubted in diplomatic circles, unless the Nota- 
bles are intimidated by the Army. It is stated 
that the Ministers have now changed front, 
ard intend to ask the Chamber of Notables to 
petition the Porte to remove the Khédive on 
the ground that he is incapable of governing. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Under Secretary for the 
Foreign Department, replying to an inquiry 
from Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, in the 
House of Commons, yesterday, said he 
was unable to make any = statement 
in regard ‘to Egypt. He was quite 
prepared to take action if necessary. The 
protection of British life and property en- 
gaged the attention of the Government, but 
so far no request had been made for assistance. 
The powers had been informed that steps 
would be taken by England and France jointly. 

A late dispatch from Cairo reports that com- 
plete anarchy reigns in Egypt.

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Paris, May 11.—The subscriptions for 
60,000 shares of the Corinth Canal covered the 
amount three times, 

VIENNA, May 11.—The New Free Press says 
there are 7,000 Jewish refugees in Brody. 
About 200 arrive there every day, while only 
500 leave weekly. ‘heir misery is indescribable. 

MapDRID, May 11.—The Chinese Ambassa- 
dor, who recently arrived here from Washing- 
ton, has presented his credentials to King Al- 
fonso, 

The royal sanction has been given to the 
treaty of commerce with France. 

THE HaGur, May 11.—The steamer William 
Barents has started from Yroauider for the 
Arctic in search of the Leigh Smith expedition. 

It is currently reported in well-informed 
circles that the King has refused to accept the 
resignations of the Ministers, tendered on 
account of the rejection by the Second Cham- 
ber of the States-General of the Treaty of Com- 
merce with France. 

BERLIN, May 11.—The Prussian Diet was 
closed to-day by royal message. Herr von 
Puttkamer, Minister of the Interior, said the 
Chamber of Deputies had not given the bill on 
the application of the imperial surplus careful 
consideration, and the Government did not 
anticipate any result from proceeding with 
other measures. 

INVERNESS, May 11.—Five crofters on the 
Isle of Skye were tried to-day for assault only, 
the other charges against-them being aban- 
doned, They were fined in sums ranging from 
20s. to 50s. A sympathizer paid the amounts 
under protest, reserving the right to appeal if 
deemed expedient. 

Lonbon, May 12.—A correspondent at St. 
Petersburg telegraphs that a series of huge 
fires is reported in south-east Kussia. The loss 
of property is enormous and the distress ex- 


treme. 
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KILLED BY A FIRE-DAMP EXPLOSION. 
Lonpon, May 11.—Information has been 
received here of a terrible explosion of fire- 


damp in the Pluto Mine, at the town of 
Bochum, Westphalia. The bodies of 56 vic- 
tims of the disaster have thus far been re- 
covered, 
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LOCO’S DEC:MATED BAND. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., May 11.—A dispatch 
from Lordsburg, New-Mexico, says: ‘‘Col. For- 
syth stated in an interview to-day that he had had 
a conversation with the daughter of Chief Loco, 
who informed him that 13 Indians bad been killed 
in the fight at Stein’s Peak with Col. Forsyth. The 
latter had only claimed two killed. Col. Forsyth 
states that only 30 or 40 bucks are believed to have 
escaped with Leco from the encounter with Gen. 
Garcia. He inclines to the belief that Gen. Garcia 
would not retain the 33 prisoners he had captured, 
but that they weuld be duly passed into the happy 


hunting-ground.” 
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THE CYCLONE IN INDIAN TERRITORY. 

GALVESTON, Texas, May 11.—A special from 
Denison to the News says: ‘* Further reports from 
McAlister, Indian Territory, swell the number of 
the victims of the cyclone to 14, Physicians, 
nurses, &c., have been sent from here, and an 
appeal has been made to the State of Texas for aid 
in caring for the wounded. A small settlement tn 
the Choctaw Natien, 50 miles north of Denison, was 
also visited by the cyclone. One person was killed 
and six were severely wounded.” 

A MYSTERIOUS CONTAGIOUS DISEASE, 

Troy, N. Y., May 11.—A new disease is pre- 
vailing at Thurman, Warren County. It is very 
eontagious. The symptoms are great debility, se- 


vero and constant pains in the eyes, head, back, 
and limbs, sore throat, anda very bitter taste in 
the mouth. It runs its course in from 10 to 24 
days. Two deaths from it are reported. Physi- 
bre pereneene ita kindof distemper, but fail to 
efine it.

Wasnineton, May 11.—Great is the ca- 


pacity of the Democratic Senator, particularly 
the Southern Democratic Senator, for illumi- 
nating the Constitution, Heapparently enjoys 
beyond any other Senatorial privilege the priv- 
ilege to ‘‘expound” without fear of limitation. 


It is his meat and drink almost, and to-day the 


tendency to linger over constitutional ques- 


tions threatened to prolong the debate on the 
Court of Appeals bill until the usual hour 
for dining had passed. A vote ought to have 
been taken to-day. The Senate will pass the 


bill, and all that the Democrats can be oppos- 


ing it for is the opportunity it affords several 


talkative Senators to fill a few pages of the 
Record. Mr. Jones, of Florida, spoke against 
the bill, and made more frequent allusions to 
the Constitution than he commonly does, in 
the effort to maintain a reputation for being a 
constitutional lawyer. Mr. Morgan, always 
ready and perhaps anxious to be heard, rath- 
er gratuitously furnished the Senate with 
the information that Mr. Edmunds, who 


was absent, was out and out against 
the bill, and that Mr. Teller would have been 


against it if he had remained in the Senate. 
He thought he saw a determination to pass it 


even by a bare majority. It caused no sur- 
prise to him to hear that the New-York Bar 
Association was for the bill, and he ventured 
the assertion that it was because the bill was 


‘*in the interest of capitalists and against the 
common poor people,” who were to be robbed 
of rights they had enjoyed sinee 1789, ‘Call 
me a demagogue, if you please,’’ said he, ‘I'll 
stand by the people.” 

This admirable sentiment was followed soon 
afterward by a declaration which led to a de- 
bate of an interesting character between Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Dawes, Mr. Morgan had 
stated with much emphasis that it had been 
bruited about the Chamber that the President 


had promised, if this bill should pass, that a 
part of the Judges to be appointed under it 
should be selected from the Democratic Party, 
Mr. Dawes, who bad not heard Mr. Morgan’s 
words distinctly, caught some of them, and 
with his nand at his ear stepped down to 
the front row of seats, asking: ‘*Does the 
Senator say that this has been openly 
avowed?’ The Alabama Senator responded: 
**] said bruited about. Perhaps I should have 
said whispered.’’ Mr. Ingalls was upon his 
feet ina moment. ‘The Senator from Ala- 
bama ought to know that all allusions to the 
Executive in regard to possible action upon 
pending legislation are improper and con- 
trary to the rules of the Senate,’’ said he, 
stopping in the aisle as he finished. With 
asneer, Mr. Morgen answered that the Sena- 
tor from Kansas was so courteous himself and 
had so high a reputation for honesty and char- 
acter that he accepted his admonition with all 
humility. There was no response from Mr, 
Ingalls, who dropped into a seat. Mr. Dawes, 
who seemed determined to press his point, de- 
clared that Mr. Morgan ought to make good 
his statements by furnishing all the in- 
formation he possessed to the Senate. ‘If 
it is true,” said he, ‘‘ that promises of this kind 
have been made by the Executive, there would 
be a case for impeachment.’’ Mr. Morgan de- 
clared that he would not be cross-examined, but 
reiterated that he had his information from 
good authority. ‘‘ Does the Senator say 
that the President has given any as- 
surances that any man of any character 
shall be appointed?’ asked Mr. Dawes. 
Mr. Morgan reiterated his statements and 
declared his intention of standing by them as 
they appeared in the Record. As he was stiil 
pressed to be more explicit he rather savagely 
shouted at Mr. Dawes: ‘I think the Senator 
from Massachusetts is more than half willing 
that I should make an accusation. I think he 
rather enjoys it.’’ Once more, however, he as- 
serted his objection to being put upon cross- 
examination. Mr. Dawes answered that he 
demanded positive answers, simply in good 
faith, and reminded the Alabama Senator that 
he should not indulge in insinuatious, unless 
be had good grounds for making them. Then 
Mr. Morgan promptly replied that he was as 
good a guardian of his character as the Sena- 
tor from Massachusetts, and went on to re- 


affirm that an influence appeared to pervade™ 


the body, connected with a proposition that if 
the bill should pass a fair proportion of Demo- 
crats would be appointed. While he would be 
gratified to see Heracurnie on the bench, he 
would not vote for the bill on that account. 

lt appears that the failure of the Repub- 
licans to indulge in pretentious constitutional 
speeches has annoyed Mr. Morgan, for he 
presently complained that while the Demo- 
crats had been endeavoring to show that while 
they opposed the measure all their suggestions 
had been met with silent contempt. He 
therefore came to the conclusion that the Re- 
publicans had determined to put the bill 
through to secure the 18 Judges, At last there 
was a lull in the debate, and a vote was taken 
on the motion of Mr. Jones, of Florida, to 
strike out the second section of the bill. 
The motion was lost—yeas, 22; nays, 
29. Mr. Garland, who was paired 
with Mr. Edmunds, said he would 
have voted no. The two amendments offered 
by Mr. George were rejected by a viva voce 
vote, and then the same Senator offered a bill 
regulating jurisdiction, which he proposed as 
an additional section. This amendment was 
also rejected. Just as the Senate had settled 
itself down to vote upon the bill, Mr. Morgan 
rose again, and in spite of some objections se- 
cured leave to ave printed parts of 
the reports of several members of the 
American Bar Association which he con- 
curred in. Mr. Davis at first resisted, 
saying ina vexed way: ‘Oh, everybody has 
read what they have written.” ‘I’m afraid 
not,’? answered Mr. Morgan. ‘‘ But I have,”’ 
retorted Mr. Davis. ‘* The Senator from Illi- 
nois is not everybody,’’ maliciously responded 
Mr. Morgan. It was nearly 5:30 when Mr. 
Voorhees wanted to adjourn. Mr. Morgan 
got in a motion to recommit without instruc- 
tions, in order that the Judiciary Committee 
wight have tbe benefits of the suggestions 
of the eminent lawyers he had quoted. The 
motion was rejected. Mr. Davis then stated 
distinctly that, while the bill did not abridge 
or enlarge the jurisdiction of the Circuit 
Courts, and as the Judiciary Committee did 
not wish to have it so understood, he 
wished to have the bill amended so as 
to provide distinctly that the Circuit Courts 
should have all the jurisdiction which they 
now have, This amendment was adopted, and 
as it was plain that the Democrats would de- 
sert the Chamber rather than permit a vote to 
be taken it was decided to adjourn, after Mr. 
Davis had secured a unanimous agreement 
that a final vote should be taken at 4 o’clock 
to-morrow. 

An attempt was made by Mr, Morgan to- 
day to have the Japanese Indemnity Fund bill 
taken up for consideration. On one or two 
other occasions Mr. Ingalls has opposed the 
proposition with the plea that the time set 
apart for the consideration of bills under the 
Anthony rule was too valuable to be con- 
sumed in the discussion of other measures. To 
disregard the Anthony rule would be to open 
Pandora’s box and invite chaos and diffusive 
discussion. Myr. ge ee thought that the in- 
demnity furd bil}, which has been 10 times 
reported pense. and which he had been 
instructed by the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs to pass, was at least: as important as 
the private bills for constituents. ‘the Kansas 
Senator was reminded that he could fight the 
bill fairly and squarely in the Senate; but that 
he ought, at least, to permit its merits to be 
discussed. Mr. Dawes favored taking it up, 
but not under the Anthony rule. It was a re- 

roach to the United States to hold on any 
onger to the money which they have con- 
fessed they ought not to retain. Mr. Morgan 
gave notice that he would call the bill up when 
the pending measure was dis of.

THE GENEVA AWARD BILL, 
A VOTE UPON IT TO BE TAKEN IN THE 
HOUSE TO-DAY. 


Wasuineton, May 11.—The House is in 
an industrious mood, The special orders 
which must be disposed of before the remain- 
ing appropriation bills can be taken up have 


consumed very little time thus far. The bill 
for the elevation of the Agricultural Bureau 


was quickly passed, and on the same day 
with its passage the District Appropriation 
bill was considered and passed and 
the Geneva Award bill taken up. There 
will be a vote upon the last named bill to-mor- 


row morning, and it is expected that the de- 


bate upon the Crapo bill for the extension of 
national bank charters will then begin. To- 
morrow is private bill day, and the advocates 
of some of the many bills on the private cal- 
endar may ask that the day shall be preserved 
for the business which is assigned to it by the 
rules, but it is believed that they will not suc- 
ceed, 

The entire time in the House to-day was de- 
voted to debate upon the Geneva Award biil, 
and several long speeches were made. The 
arguments had been heard in the House so 
many times that they failed to excite much 
interest. The course of debate indicates that 
the bill reported by the majority of the cem- 
mnittee will be passed to-morrow. ‘his bill, 
whose provisions were stated yesterday, re- 
vives the Court of Commissioners of Alabama 
claims, and directs that the money shall be 
paid to those who suffered from the excul- 
pated cruisers, being given to those first men- 
tioned. The minority, consisting of Messrs. J. 
Hammond, .Knott, Willits, Culberson, and 
Manning, reported a bill sending ‘‘all persons 
and corporations claiming any portions of the 
money” to the Court of Claims, and 
authorizing them te sue there as other 
claimants are aliowed to do. Of 
the whole amount awarded by the ar- 
bitrators—$15,506,000—the sum of $9,316,120 
was distributed by the commission. There 
remained of the fund on March 3, 1877, the 
sum of $9,563,800 which has drawn no interest 
since that date. The action of the House in the 
past indicates that the insurance companies 
cannot expect any legislation in their behalf. 
The majority of the committee sum up their 
views as follows: **Either the proposed reference 
to acourt would pay money to the insurance 
companies or it would not. If it would not, 
then thatis precisely the view Congress has 
always taken, and there is no need of a refer- 
ence. If it would, then a gross injustice would 
be perpetrated, and Congress ought not to think 
of it for an instant.”’ Itis further said that 
Congress is the only court competent to deal 
with the question, because the case has no resem- 
blance to the ordinary suits between man and 
man, ‘he majority, therefore, prefer to send 
the case to a commission, with instructions 
that the claims of the sufferers from excul- 
pated cruisers and of the war premium men 
only shall be heard. The claims of those who 
suffered from the exculpated cruisers amount 
to about $1,200,000, without interest. Mr. 
Hammond, of the committee, will makeashort 
speech to-morrow morning in support of the 
minority’s substitute, and then a vote will be 
taken.

THE TARIFF COMMISSION,

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GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS CES TRAL-—TROY AND 
GREENFIELD OWNERSGIP. 

Boston, May 11.—A special meeting of the 

stock and bond holders of the Massachusetts Cen- 


tral Railroad Company was held in this city to-day. 
The attendance was very large. Jn the absence of. 
the President, the Hon. George S. Boutweil, Gen. 
Luke Lyman, of Northampton, called the meeting 
to order, and Gen. Silas Seymour, of New-York, 
was chosen Chairman. Henry D. Hyde stated the 
reason for which the meeting was called, and 
briefly reviewed the history of the corporation 
and of its financial] difficulties, which has already 
been published. He moved that a committee 
of seven be appointed to investigate the 
affairs of the corporation, prepare a definite and 
detailed statement of the same, and report at a 


future meeting, with such recommendations as it 


should deem advisable. The motion was unani- 


mously'carried. Mr.‘Hyde stated that about $1,000,- 
000 were now needed to complete the line, and 
that several propositions to furnish this amount 
upon fair terms had been received. The nominat- 
ing committee reported the following named for 
the committee: Wilham Endicott, Jr., Lyman C, 
Hollingsworth, John A. Burnham, Luke Lyman, 
Elisha T. Converse, H. D. Hyde, and Moses W. 
Richardson, all large stock and bond _hold- 
ers. The report was unanimously accepted, and 
the committee was given authority to fill all 
vacancies that might occurin its membership. A 
motion was then made that the meeting adjourn 
subject to the call of the committee. This was 
objected to, and an amendment that the meeting 
adjourn until noon on June 1, and thatin the mean- 
time the committee put its report in print and 
have the same circulated at least two days before 
that time, was offered, accepted, and carried. 

In the House this forenoon the resolution relat- 
ing to the re-lease to the Commonwealth by the 
Troy and Greenfield Railway of the property 
knowen asthe Troy and Greenfield Railway and 
Hoosac Tunnel was rejected by a nearly unani- 
mous vote, 


New-OrRLEANS, May i1.—The South-western 
Railroad Improvement Company had a meeting 
last night and elected Gen. Adolph Meyer Presi- 
dent and Gen. Cyrus Bussey Secretary. The sum 
of $205,000 was subscribed and the President au- 
thorized to close contracts with the Mississippi 
Valley Railroad Company to build and equip the 
road from New-Orleans to Baton Rouge, 90 miles, 
on tke east side of the Mississippi River. The 
stock is held by Adolph Meyer, Victor Meyer, T. 
Lairey, Cyrus Bussey, Julius Weiss, Henry Beer, A. 
J. Gomila, and 8. L. James, of New-Orleans, and 
Morris Ranger, of New-York. The work will be be- 
gun at an early day and pushed to completion as 
rapidly as possibile. A contract has also been closed 
with the New-Jersey Construction Company, of 
Newark, for the building of 50 miles of the north- 
ern end of the road, from the point in Arkansas, 
where it connects with the Little Rock, Mississippi 
River and Texas Railroad, and southward in Louisi- 
ana. The Mississippi Valley Railroad is projected 
to run from the above named point in Arkansas 
southward, in as straight a line as may be and near 
the river, to Vidalia, opposite Natchez; thence 
across the river to Natchez and southward aloue 
the east bank, by way of Woodville, Miss., to Baton 

Rouge, and thence to New-Orieans. 


CuicaGo, May 11.—A meeting of representa- 
tives of the railway lines west of the western ter- 
minus of the trunk lines, together with members 
of the joint Executive Committee, was held 
here to-day, with John Newell, President of 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Roads, as Chairman, and Smith, of 
the Bee Line, as Secretary.

GOV. M’ENERY’S PLEA TO THE LEGISLATURE 

FOR A STATE DEBT SETTLEMENT. 

NEw-ORLEANS, May 11.—Upon a petition of 

bankers, business men, and citizens of the State 
asking tora settlement of the State debt on an 
equitable basis, the Governor sent to the State 
Senate to<lay a Message recommending the action 
prayed for, in which he says: 


Since the adoption of the debt ordinance, the 
finances of the State have been unsettled. 
Doubt, distrust, and litigation have brought 
the credit of the State to such a grade 
that every good citizen is anxious for a restora- 
tion of her credit and honor. The settle- 
ment in the d-dt ordinance is arbitrary. 
The creditors had no hearing and made 
no proposition. This to my knowledge is the first 
attempt at a fair and equitable settlement. The 
proposition is reasonable and just. I referred it 
to the State Treasurer and Auditor of Public 
Accounts for information. I herewith trans- 
mit their report and recommendations, and 
invite attention to their statements. No 
further arguments are. necessary. The 
difference in the proposed settlement and that 
fixed by the debt ordinance would be $30,308 per 
annum interest against the State—an  in- 
significant amount when measured by the 
great advantage to accrue to the State 
on a final settlement of the vexed ques- 
tion. It has been estimated by competent 
men that the loss to this State in prosperity 
by the unfortunate debt imbroglio has been more 
than the entire debt of the State. If this proposition 
is received favorably there will be alarge amount of 
capital seeking investment here: immigration, 
which has been practically excluded, will come, as 
capital and emigration flow inthe same channel. 
On two occasions I have been consulted by capital- 
ists on the security of investment with planters 
at 7 per cent. While satisfied with our lien 
laws on crops, and with mortgages on 
real estate as_ securities, the seem re- 
luctant to venture their capital because of 
our financial difficulties. Individual credit is not 
unreasonably associated with the public 
by those who seek for the safety of 
their investment. Another advantage will 
be in bringing into the general fund the exsess of 
accumulated interest over the amount required to 
pay the 2per cent. I respectfully recommend the 
settlement proposed, and then an amendment to 
the Constitution carrying it out, to be submitted to 
the people.

He exchanged stock 
for all kinds of property, and numbered 
among the investors many relatives, some of whom 
be induced to mortgage their farms, &c. The 
stockholders in his companies have, with the exce 
tion of those of one company,received no dividends 
and though the stockholdors are not prepared to 
state that they have been swindled, they think it 
very improbable that they will ever realize upon 
their investments.

Wasnrneton, May 11.—The information 


furnished by the Navy Department in response 
to Mr. Hewitt’s comprehensive resolution of 
inquiry comes to Congress in installments, and 
the history of each vessel is so distributed 
among the several bureaus of the department 
that it is by no means easy to connect 
the pieces so as to present the entire 
cost in any one case. But the figures 
are suggestive wherever they appear, and es- 


pecially those figures which exhibit the cost of 
repairs. Some of these figures have already 


been presented in THE Times, Another in- 
stallment of the report increases their signifi- 


cance. The Tennessee, Kearsarge, Vandalia, 
Enterprise, Alliance, and Yantic, known 
as the North Atlantic squadron, sailed 
from Hampton Roads yesterday. It is 
not probable that any one who saw the 
Tennessee leaving the harbor was reminded of 


the fact that the repairs made upon her since 
1865 have cost $1,446,348. Yet this is the sum 
expended upon her in repairs by two bureaus. 
About $386,000 was expended by the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair in the years 


1872-8-4-5, and $289,000 im 1874-5 by the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering. The Bureau of 


Equipment has also expended on her since 
1865 the sum of $476,221, one-third of which 
was expended in 1874-5. It would cost now 
$246,000 to fit her for battle with an enemy of 
the same class. In one of the statements 
furnished it is said that the total cost 
ot the vessel up to Oct. 1, 1831, has, been 
$1,640,235, without machinery; but this must 
refer to the work of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair. Thecost of the machinery 
and the repairs on it has been nearly $1,400,000. 
The repairs made upon the Sasa by the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair? have cost 
$660,320; those made by the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering have cost $232,449. The cost of 
repairs under the first head averaged $125,000 
per year for the four years 1872-3-4-5, and a 
large part of the expense under the second 
head was incurred in 1873-4, The Bureau of 
Equipment spent $186.000 on the vessel. 
hese are two examples taken from the 
many cases reported by the department. A 
statement is furnished relating to the time and 
cost required to fit each one of a: list of 63 
steam vessels to engage in a battle with an 
enemy of the same class. Of these 22 
need no attention from the Bureaus of Con- 
struction and Repair, Steam Engineering, 
and Equipment, but all require guns. The 
guns which are needed would cost $11,523,541, 
and they cannot be manufactured in less than 
from five to seven years. The remainder of 
the vessels in the list require attention from 
every bureau, and the total cost of fitting up 
the entire list, including guns, would be $22,- 
514,000. There is an _ additional list of 
45 vessels, some of which are _ tugs, 
the others being large vessels, which 
are either not worth repairing or worth- 
less for naval purposes. The iron-clads now 
in private yards are the Amphitrite, Puritan, 
Terror, and Monadnock. The reports from 
the department show that it would cost $5,554,- 
700 to fit them up for use. In a recent 
report the Naval Committee of the 
House declares that the Miantonomah 
is ‘new and in perfect condition and ready for 
sea,” except that, having neither turrets nor 
guns, she has ne excuse for going tosea. ‘The 
department shows that it would cost $648,700 
to fit this vessel for active service. The Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair has expended 
since 1865 in repairs alone, more than $13,- 
250,000 on only 22 vessels, The two Bureaus 
of Construction and Repair and Steam Engi- 
neering have expended in the same time more 
than $3,500,000 in repairs upon only three ves 
sels—the Pensacola, Brooklyn, and Hartford.

TROUBLE IN THE SCOVILLE FAMILY. 
Cuicaco, May 11.—Mr. and Mrs. Scoville 
had a meeting to-day at the Brunswick Hotel 
and, aftersome private talk, Mrs, Scoville gave up 
her room and they went to lunch together. Mrs. 
Scoville, when seen after her talk with her hus- 
band, said that she had dreaded it very 
much on account of the temper showed by 
him. He had been writing her very threaten- 
ing and abusive letters, using such epithets as she 
did not care to quote. Amosg other things, she 
says he wrote her that if she did not stop lectur- 
ing and working in behalf of her brother, 
he *‘ would make it so hot for the three Guiteaus 
that the two who were not hanged would wish 
they were.” She had realized $200 from her 
New-York lecture, and was to have appeared 
in Boston and elsewhere but for Mr. 8 le’s in- 
terference. Her husband wanted to get possession 
of their daughter Bertha, in order to get the 
mother also. In their talk, she told Mr. 
Scoville that his attempts at coercion must 
cease; that she proposed to rent a home for 
herself and lecture to save her brother. She 
said: “If he does not cease his interference, 
I will give certain facts to the newspapers, 
and John Guiteau will tell what he knows 
about Mr. Scoville. For the sake of my chil- 
dren I withhold the worst for the present.” She 
declared that Mr. Scoville was more reasonable 
than she had exvected, and hoped that there would 
be no more trouble. Mr. Scoville was not seen.

of California, conveyed to the Western Land 
and Live Stock Company by deed now on file in 
the Beston office of said company the Island of 
Guadaloupe, together with ail structures and per- 
sonal estate thereon. The full abstract of the 
title to the island accompanies the deed, aud shows 
a perfect title fromthe original grantees, by and 
through several conveyances, to the Guadaloupe 
Island Company, and the matter will be speedily 
presented to the proper Mexican authority.”

GAY PARISIAN THEMES 


SUBURBAN FAIRS AND A NEW 
PLAY AT THE NATIONS. 
FEATURES OF AN ANCIENT INSTITUTION 
THAT IS FAST DYING OUT—AN OUTLINE 
OF THE NEW PIECE AND THE RECEP- 

TION THE GALLERY GAYE IT. 

Panis, April 24.—The last week was con- 
secrated in the suburps to the worship of 
gingerbread, as its predecessor had been to 
tne adoration of pork. With Easter, the Foire 
aux Jambons went out, and the Foire aux 
Pains d’Epices came in and proletarian Paris 
rushed, to amuse itself, to the Barritre du 
Tréne. I beg pardon, to the Place de la Na- 
tion. The munieipality has changed its time- 
honored title since the abolition of thrones in 
France. Don’t be alarmed, I shall not inflict 
apon vou any long description of these two in- 
stitutions, where the merchandise offered for 
sale ought to be labeled ‘‘Touch not! Taste 
not ! Handle not !’’ as in the one case, you are 
pretty sure of an acute attack of cholera mor- 
bus, and in the other, of the fate of Herod 
the Tetrarch. I shall be very briefin sketching 
the physiognomy of the two fairs, irrespective 
of their merchandise, and only speak of them at 
all, because so very few foreigners ever have 
seen these two last two vestiges of antiquity, 
which, in the course of a few years, will have 
isentirely disappeared as the ancient court of 
miracles. Time was when both were patron- 
zed by the aristocracy as well as by the great 
anwashed; when noble ladies and titled gen- 
tlemen, court beauties, and royal favorites 
won the grand monarque himself, and the Re- 
gent and Louis le Bien Aimé did not disdain 
to grace them with their presence, as well as 
the common herd of tradesmen and house- 
wifes in search of provisions at firstcost. But 
all that was changed when, by the ‘‘ immertal 


principles of 1789,” every Frenchman was pro- 
claimed to be as good as his neighbor, and 
since the revolution hams and gingerbread 
have lost their eharms for the so-callod direct- 
ing classes, which eschew a neighborhood 
where they may receive outrage and are sure 
ef receiving insult. A foreigner, though, can go 
there in tolerable safety in the day-time, pro- 
vided he wears asoft hat, a dirty shirt, and 
an old coat; otherwise he would be remarked 
and made to suffer for his eccentricity, and 
he will not regret his visit if he have any cu- 
riosity about knowing how those whom M, 
Gambetta called ‘‘ the new social strata’’ en- 
jov themselves. 
song rows of shanties, filled with dreadful 
adibles suggestive of indigestion, dyspepsia, 
and trichinosis radiate in all directions from 
the centre of a vast square decked with flags 
and streamers, resonant with barrel-organs, 
drums, trumpets, brass bands, and the roars of 
wild beasts; crowds of peasants, servants out 
of piace or on a holiday, petty green grocers, 
pastry cooks, who supply their shops from this 
emporium, Alphenses, in jong blouses, list 
shoes, and three-decker caps, accompanied by 
their girls, push and scrouge through the can- 
vas streets, sometimes making purchases, more 
often, enguveulant the rare, bourgeois who 
have strayed there, no one, no! not even 
themselves, can tell why, and who look so 
sorry for having ventured into pandemonium ; 
tents containing bearded women, learned dogs, 
living skeletons, athletes, acrobats, somnam- 
builists, and lion tamers are centres of attrac- 
tion to the many, and the minority, for whom 
10 cents are not an unkeard-of outlay, 
throng to the theatres. Who could refuse 
to pay 20c. to listen to the  revela- 
tions of that extra lucid medium, 
Mlle. Coralie, particularly recommended to 
the kind notice of her feilow-citizens by the 
circumstance that she is the mother of eight 
children, ‘“' all living,” or to those of her rival, 
Mile. Lucie, ‘‘a pupil of Donato, who does 
cards and the whites of eggs.” I confess in- 
genuously my ignorance as to what is meant 
by “ doing the whites of eggs,’’ but her numer- 
ous customers express entire satisfaction. 
Then there is M. Corvi’s circus, and next door 
a blind person with a “specialty for calcula- 
tions in the head,’”’ who solves the most diffi- 
cult problems for 2 cents, but, although I in- 
vested 2 cents in his establishment, this singular 
mathematician would not vouchsafe me any 
explanation of the drama in which he lost 
his poor eyes. Favorably also can I speak 
of Mile. Elise, “‘only 15, and already weigh- 
ing 300 pounds,” and of M. Augustus, who 
sells a specific against neuralgia and the 
itomachache for the modest sum of 25c., and 
>of the Musée Gravin wax-works, and of the 
erpent charmer, one of whose pets has been 
jaught to roll and unroll its coils to the tune 
of a polka. The professional wrestlers, too, 
nave an arena, but it is not well patronized; 
jhe taste for wrestling and boxing has gene, 
and the present generation of fast men does 
not care to risk its dainty person in encounters 
which were the joy of Lord Seymour and his 
associates, when Milord Arsonville made 
ihe manly art of self-defense the fashion 
among Parisian viveurs. Arpin, surnamed 
the Terror of Nismes, and the Buil of 
Nantes, and the terrible Savoyard, and the 
Hercules of the Ardonnes, have disappeared 
from the world’s stage, and I don’t think that 
Collin, the “last of the athletes, saddened by 
his triumphs and asking to be consoled,” can 
have covered his expenses, although his sign 
loes ammounce him as the ‘‘ Exterminator 
of Versaiilles.’? Decidedly, the theatrical exhi- 
pitions enjoy the greatest vogue, and deserv- 
sdly. In *Niniche,” at the Grand ThéAtre de 
Paris, there is an actor, in the part of Count 
Comiski, who, 10 years ago, at the Variétés, 
was the substitute, and a very creditable one, 
too, of Dupuis, when that favorite was sick or 
lazy. Atthe Théitre Populaire the manager 
has shown how to play spectacular pieces, 
without either scenery or accessories; he 
has produced the ‘ Pilules du Diable’”’ with- 
out any adventitious aids, and by making the 
action more violent makes up for the want of 
properties. There is neither blue fire nor 
gvotheosis at the ThéAtre Populaire, but emo- 
tion is obtained at the denoument by the stab- 
bing of hapless Séringuinos by Albert 
and the instant engulfment of the murder- 
er through a trap in the floor, with 
the agonizel cry of “Damned! I 
Iam damned!” The most important Thespian 
temple of the Fair is, however, the Ambigu 
Parisien—no ‘connection with M. Chabrillat’s 
shop, where ‘‘La Vie de Bohéme” is in full 
swing, Mlle. Massin being cast for Musette. 
‘‘La Mort de Marie Stuart’ is the great at- 
traction at the Ambigu Parisien, where, with 
a noble contempt for history and tra- 
dition, the Queen of Seotland is made 
to die of poison, administered to her 
by one Jack Stanley, whose father she 
had ruthlessly sent to the ‘‘guillotine,’’ 
The scene passes in the Highlands of Scotland, 
naturally, and for that reason all the person- 
ages are dressed as Tyrolean peasants. The 
‘““Death of Marie Stuart” is a chef d’ceuvre of 
imagination to which I regret my inability to 
do full justice. 5 
But [have said enough about the forensic 
exhibition, and so will take up the other ex- 
hibition at the ThéAtre des Nations, where M. 
Ballande brought out ‘‘ Les Foulards Rouges,” 
on Saturday last, a thilling drama in five aets, 
of which [ have not already written, because I 
did not see it before Wednesday. My great 
objection to tne ‘* Red Foulards’’ is that it does 
not finish until about 1:50 in the morning, 
which puts the audience in a bad humor 
and gives cause for interruptions and epi- 
sodes in the body of the house not alto- 
gether to the liking of those who do not ap- 
preciate all the beauties of popular manifesta- 
tions. I;have described before orange peel 
aud potato peel manifestations, and have told 
how M. Francisque Sarccy threatened, if they 
were not stopped, to keep severely away from 
their theatre. M. Sarcey’s threat has had its 
effect, and in the missile line the ‘‘gods” are 
quite inoffensive, although their last invention 
for annoying the lower tiers is pretty nearly 
as bad. Interruption is now the order of the 
night; the public awaits every interrogative 
hrase in the dialogue, and replies in chorus: 
‘Dost thou wish te see again thy child?’ asks 
the actor, And the audience answers, 
* Oui !—a plaintive prolonged “‘ oui’’ like the 
sound of a little flute. ‘* Dost_thou wish to see 
her lifeless corpse ?”’ continues Claque-Dents, the 
jJeading ruffian. ‘‘Non/ Non!” eomes in 
energetic protest from Olympus, No drama, 
however clever it might be, could stand inter- 
ruptions like these; no emotion is possible. In 
the fourth act the traitor offers a glass of 
water to the heroine. The authors had care- 
fully avoided all mention of poison, but, as the 
traitor offers the glass of water, there can be 
no doubt that it is poisoned, wherefore, from 
all parts of the house come words of waruing: 
‘Look out! Don’t trust him; taste it first.” 
The poor actress is embarrassed; she hesitates 
for a moment, but, as her part wills it that 
she should drink, she does drink, and immedi- 
ately is told that she “is not sharp.” 
“f was afraid that you would do 
ft.’"’ while a voice from the erchestra never 
fails to shout, “Spit it out at once,” which 
advice is hailed with peals of laughter. A very 


great deal of this annoyance is due, I think, to 
the;tediousilength of the entr’-actes, which some- 
times last as long as 35 minutes and exasper- 
ate the spectators, who, being forbidden to 
break things as they used todo 
on those who occupy seats below theirs, take 
their revenge by rang | the play itself into 
ridieule. And yet in this drama of M. Jules 
Dornay there is one situation which is quite 
movel and remarkably pathetic, and would 
have been rapturously eet if it had been 
nted at an earlier hour than 1 A. M., and 
ad not been brought on by sueh fa dreadfully 
complicated series of events, to narrate which 
satisfactorily I confess some doubts of my 
ability. I wili try to do so, nevertheless, 

The Count de Sparre, an archi-millionaire, 
has just broken with his mistress, Pauline Mar- 
tin, who fancies that if she had a child and 
could persuade him that he is its father, he 
might be persuaded to marry her. How to get 
the child is Pauline’s first object, very natu- 
rally, and, to help her out of the difficulty, she 
applies to a lawyer, by whom she is provided 
with one belonging to a washerwoman, Ger- 
vaise Lamare, who had had an intrigue with a 
young nobleman, whose name we learn only 
in the fifth act, and had also deceived her be- 
trothed, an excellent and loving-hearted young 
man, the brother of the aforesaid Pauline, and 
a poner Sige sheen avenger of Mademoiselle La- 
mare’s shame. The child is stolen; Pauline 
writes to the Count that she is a mother, 
and the Count is enchanted; but, although 
he accepts the paternity and __ takes 
charge of the infant, which is immediately 
and mysteriously conveyed away by the law- 
yer, he declines to marry its reputed mother. 
‘*T have not long tolive,” he says; ‘‘ [ will not 
sully my name by uniting it to your infamy, 
1% { have provided for my daughter, to whom 

shall leave my nine millions, which she will 
receive at her majority. My notary has full 
instructions. Never shall you see that child; 
never shall you enjoy her fortune.” Just then 
Gervaise comes in howling for her lost off- 
spring; the Count sees the comedy of which he 
has been made the victim, and remarks that 
he will revoke his will, upon which a friend of 
Pauline informs the brother of Pauline that 
the Count de Sparre has ruined the laundress, 
and the brother of Pauline shoots him, Before 
he dies, however, the Count destroys the note 
which Pauline needs to discover her daughter 
who inherits the money, being re tered 
at the Mayor’s office as Mademoiselle de Sparre, 
and by this registration she becomes the 
legitimate owner of the Sparre property. 
How to obtain possession of this child, of 
whom Pauline is legally the mother, becomes 
the object of Miss Martin’s life during the 20 
years which are supposed to elapse between 
the first and second acts. When the curtain 
next rises we find Gervaise, who had likewise 
been in search of the girl, sunk to the lowest 
depths of degradation ; to drown her sorrow she 
has taken to drink, and to get her living she 
has embraced the profession of a rag-picker., 
Pauline has been equally unsuccessful, but her 
behavior having been more correct, she is com- 
paratively inafiluent circumstances, and, there- 
fore, can treat with the chiffonniére, who has 
in keeping a bundle of old papers, stolen from 
a notary’s office, which had been contemptu- 
ously thrown out of the window by the thief, 
disappointed at finding the pocket-book did 
not contain bank-notes. ‘‘ Mother Marcon,”’ 
Gervaise’s present appellation, does not recog- 
nize Pauline, no more than Pauline recognizes 
Gervaise, and is guite willing to rummage in 
her filthy rubbish to oblige her elegant visitor, 
to whom she hands, one after the other, old 
letters, bits of newspaper, industrial and com- 
mercial circulars, which are thrown aside. 
‘** What I want is a paper with a name and ad- 
dress written on it,’’ she says. ‘‘ I think I have 
it at last,” exclaims ‘‘ Motker Marcon,” ‘ but 
what de I see ? Maxime de Sparre—Gervaise— 
Pauline !” and then, turning suddenly—*‘ You 
are Pauline Martin!’ ‘And you,” replies 
the other, ‘‘you are Gervaise Lamare!’’ This 
situation, you will admit, is strong and orig- 
inal; the author has managed to make it 
still more mixed. ‘*Mother Marcon’’ had 
adopted a deserted orphan, who, as you know 
the laws of melodrama, i need scarcely tell 
you, turns out to be the “lost daughter of her 
youth,”? Violette, as this interesting young 

erson is named, comes in just in time to 
toon the two women from attacking each 
other—about which eventuality betting up 
stairs is spirited. The case is submitted to her; 
Pauline swears that she is her mother. ‘‘ No 
she ain’t,’’ protests Gervaise, and Violette, 
listening to the ‘voice of the blood,” dis- 
claims all connection with the ‘‘lady,’’? and 
throws her arms around the neck of the 
drunken chiffonniére, which, we know, isexact- 
ly what every girl would doin the same cireum- 
stances, if she has a proper respect for ‘* nat- 
ural affection.’? Pauline, upon this, calls upon 
Justice to pretect her rights, and makes a 
grievous mistake in so doing, as Justice takes 
the bandage from off her eves, and, seeing clear 
for oncé, surprises the secret of the fraud. 
What becomes of the nine millions? do they 
revert to the State? do they fall tocellaterals ¢ 
are questions which the author forgets to an- 
swer. Still, their ultimatsa fate is unimpor- 
tant. Pauline is punished for felony, and that 
is sufficient for the public. But what, you 
will ask, have the ‘* Red Foulards”’ to do with 
the story? Not a simgle red cravat has ap- 
peared so farin this recital. Very true, yet 
they are important features of the drama, as 
the society of thieves of cut-throats, bearing 
the designation of ‘‘Foulards Rouges,’ are 
hired instruments of the guilty Pauline, and 
doa variety of terrible deeds at her instiga- 
tion, the least wicked among them being the 
persecution of an idiotic provincial, a species 
of Jocrisse, who is introduced to lend an ele- 
ment of jollity to the sombre horrors of the 
drama.

THE RECORD OF ACCIDENTS. 

Metamora, Ind., May 11.—The mail train 
on the White Water Valley Railway was thrown 
from the track near this place yesterday by the 
turning of a rail, which was caused by a broken 
tie.

STOPPING DEATH-BED INSURANCE. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., May 11.—The Dauphin 
County Court to-day dissolved 58 mutual assess- 
ment insurance companies, which were lately pro- 
ceeded against by the Attorney-General at the in- 
stance of the Insurance Commissioner of the State. 
The number which the Insurance Commissioner 
alleges has been found doing business in violation 
of their chartered privileges {1s 213, and against all 
these proceedings have been instituted, with a 
view to their dissolution.

Some charge their misfortunes on 
other companies, which are claimed to have done 
a disreputable business. About 20 companies 
have filed answers contesting the right of the Com- 
monwealth to dissolve them on the allegations 
made against them. 

ACCUSHD OF CRIMINAL LIBEL, 

PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—L. Lunn Smith, 
publisher of the Agents’ Herald, was arrested this 
afternoon upon charges of libel preferred against 
him by Lewis A. Kendall and William Haynes, of 
Boston. Their allegations were that Smith pub- 
lished Kendall’s name ina list of frauds, accusing 
him of conducting 15 gt pb toe A schemes, and 
Haynes, as publisher of the American Miscellany, 
advertising to give worthiess Florida lands as 
premiums to patrons. Kendall, during his exam- 
ination, said that his name had been stricken from 
the Post Office list, but that the names of his 
schemes continued thereon, and confessed that he 
kad been convicted of fraud and paid a fine in Bos- 
ton. Haynes saia he had been arrested but ac- 
quitted. Smith was held in $2,000 bailon two 
charges brought by Kendall, and $1,000 on the 
complaint of Haynes. 
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PENNSYLVANIA PROHIBITIONISTS. 

HuntTINGpON, Penn,, May 11.—The second 
annual convention of the State Constitutional 
Amendment Associstion adjourned last night. The 
formula of a constitutional amendment was agreed 
upon, which shall forbid the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors within this Commonwealth, 
except for medicinal, mechanical, and scientific 
purposes. Aetion was also taken looking to a thor- 
ough organization throughout the State in behalf 
of this movement. An able address was delivered 
by the Hon. Daniel Agnew, ex-Chicf-Justice of the 
State Supreme Court, who reviewed the entire 
license system and prorgounced it an absolute fail- 
ure in every respect.

LIQUEFACTION OF AMMONIA. 


a 
A NEW METHOD FOR THE PRODUCTION OF 
ARTIFICIAL FREEZING AGENTS. 


Among scientists and others interested in the 
manufacture of ice or the production of cold by 
artificial means a problem has been how to utilize 
ammonia as a producer of cold without the neces- 
sity of employing the excessive pressures which 
have heretofore been necessary, and which were 
the chief objections to its use. In the production 
of artificial cold ether and sulphurous acid have 
been with ammonia the principal agents employed. 
The principal objection to ether has been that it Is 


highly combustible and saponifies when brought in 
contact with the lubricating grease used in the gas 
pump. While sulphurous acid has the ad- 
vantage on an _ energetic production of 
cold, the pressures required are too high, 
and by contact with water, it forms sulphuric acid. 
which corroaes the valves and other portions o 

the machinery employed. The chief objection to 
ammonia, the most vigorous cold producer, has 
been the excessive pressures resultant from its 
use, 125 pounds tothe square inch at rest, and 
from 225 to 300 at work. The so-called binary 
absorption system, the deyice of Lessie Du Motay, 
the inventor of the water-gas system, and August 
J. Rossi, obviated some of the difficulties encoun- 
tered in the manufacture of ice. This plan consisted 
in the use of two volatile liquids and substituting 
the chemical affinity of absorption for the mechan- 
ical efforts of compression generally used in re- 
turning agastoa liquid state. In this method 
sulphurous acid was absorbed in ether, forming a 
binary liquid. This by the action of a gas-pump 
was vaporized, producing cold, and on ‘passing 
into a condenser the ether became condensed and 
absorbed the sulphurous acid, thus reforming the 
binary liquid ready for revaporization. The chief 
advantage of the use of this binary liquid, which 
was called ethylo-sulphurous-dioxide, was that 
cold was energetically produced at alow pressure 
of not more than 15 to 25 pounds. This system has 
been successfally used in this country, Cuba, Mex- 
ico, Hayti, China, and Japan. 

After the deatn of Mr. Du Motay Mr. Leonard F. 
Beckwith became interested with Mr. Rossi ina 
further study of the binary system. and these in- 
vestigations have resulted in the diseovery of a 
method of liquefying ammonia through its absorp- 
tion in gaseous form in glyeerine and the conse- 
quent production of cold at a low pressure. ‘This 
method of producing cold utilizes the best known 
agent and overcomes the chief obstacle to its 
use, the necessity of high pressures. The non-vol- 
atile liquid glycerine was found to absorb about 600 
times its own volume of ammonia, producing 


‘a binary liquid containing a volatile agent ab- 
; sorbed in a non-volatile one. 


After being placed 
in the refrigerating machine a vacuum is mechani- 
cally created, the ammonia separates from the 
glycerine, and *n intense cold is produced. The 
ammonia is t!.en reabsorbed in a condenser by the 
glycerine and then passes again inte the refriger- 
ator tank ready to be again used. This method of 
producing cold is constantly being carried on while 
the maehine is in operation, and the waste is com- 
paratively nothing—in fact, a very trifling matter. 
Practical tests of this new system of producing 
cold artificially were recently had before Prof. 
Charles A. Seeiey, an expert in such matters, and 
other gentlemen. The results showed that in 15 
minutes after the machine was put in operation the 
temperature of the refrigerator was lowered from 
68° Farenheit to 18°, ana ice was formed in 20 min- 
utes from the time the machine was put in opera- 
tion. The vacuum under which the ammonia was 
volatilized in the refrigerator where the binary 
liquid was placed was 25 inches, and the pressure 
under which the ammonia was reabsorbed in the 
condenser into the fresh glycerine was an average 
of 25 pounds, never exceeding 50 pounds. There is, 
it will be seen, aremarkable difference between 
this and previous methods employed when ammo- 
nia has been used, and when the pressure has ay- 
eraged 125 pounds at rest, and from 225 to 300 
pounds when at work. The mechanical compres- 
sion heretofore required in the use of am- 
monia is done away with, and the much 
easier method of chemical affinity substitut- 
ed. The new plan, if wholly successful, 
will do away with the necessity of the use of 
heavy machinery that has been an absolute neces- 
sity when ammonia was used as the cold-pro- 
ducing agent. Another advantage claimed for the 
use of this new binary liquid is that the machinery 
used, like all low pressure machinery, is easy to 
manage. Under the old conditions, when am- 
monia was used, the services of an educated, care- 
ful and skillful engineer were an absolute neees- 
sity, or a destruction of the machines would fol- 
low. Under the low pressure system now made 
possible an ordinary engineer would be able to 


‘manage the maehine, and the danger of an ex- 


—— and destruction of the machinery are 
essened to a very great degree. Leaks in the 
pipes or at valves are made much less liable, and 
the expense of production is materially lessened. 
During the work of elaborating and perfecting 
their plan the inventors have been materially as- 
sisted by Mr. Etrepne Gillet, who has been inter- 
ested in the perfection of the invention from its 
inception,

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE LEGISLATIVE, EXECUTIVE 
AND JUDICIAL BILL. 
SPECIFIC APPROPRIATIONS FOR ALL EM- 
PLOYES IN THE DEPARTMENTS—AN IN- 
CREASE IN THE NUMBER OF CLERKS 

PROVIDED FOR. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, after four days’ consid- 
eration of the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Appropriation bill, completed that measure to-day 
and authorized Mr. Cannon to report it. The bill, 
which was drafted by Mr. Cannon, differs from 
previous legislative bills in making specific appro- 
priations for all employes in the executive depart- 
ments, instead of leaving them as heretofore to be 
paid out of gross appropriations. The principal 
features of the bill are as follows: It increases the 
clerical force engaged in the preparation of pen- 
sion cases to such an extent as to enable the Com- 


missioner to examine and adjust all pending 
claims within three years. It directs the Secretary 
of War to transfer all the records in the office of 
the Surgeon-General of the Ase from which the 
evidence is furnished for the settlement of claims 
for invalid pensions, and also the clerks employed 
upon such reeords, to the office of the Adjutant- 
General of the Army, if, in his judgment, the work 
of furnishing such evidence will be facilitated or 
the number of clerks employed upon such work 
can be materially reduced in number by such trans- 
fer. It authorizes the Adjutant-General to use a 
part of the State Department building for offices, 
and thus effects a saving of the $15,000 per annum 
now paid for the rental of offices in other and less 
secure buildings. Finally, it strictly prohibits the 
employment in executive departments of any other 
clerks than those for which it specifically provides, 
and thus renders impossible many of the abuses 
and irregularities which characterized tne old sys- 
tem of clerical appointment. 

A comparison of the bill with the estimates upon 
which it is based, and with the expenses for the 
same departments in the current year, shows the 
following results: Estimates for 1888, $21,175,903 65; 
amount appropriated by the bill, $19,691,047 90; de- 
crease, $1,484,855 75. Amount appropriated for the 
current year, $17,040,679 49; amount appropriated 
by the present bili, $19,691,047 90; increase, 
$2,650,368 41. If from this last named amount, 
however, be deducted expenditures heretofore in- 
cluded in and covered by the Sundry Civil and 
other appropriation bills, the net increase made by 
the present bill will be reduced to $2,218,852 41. The 
principal items which go to make up the inerease 
on the amount appropriated by the bill, as com- 
pared with the amount appropriated for the cur- 
rent year, are as follows: For 1,210 additional 
clerks and other employea to expedite pension 
work in the offices of the Adjutant-General, Sur- 
geon-General, Second Controller, Second Auditor, 
Third Auditor, and in the Pension Office, $1,518,- 
450; for contingent and other expenses incident to 
this increase of force, $224,000; for the increase 
in the membership ‘of the House of Repre- 
sentatives under the new apportionment, $53,344; 
for 51 additional clerks in the Sixth Auditor’s of- 
fice, $64,000; for 48 additional clerks in the General 
Land Office, $72,540; for 87 additional clerks in the 
Patent Office, $67,930; for 41 additional elerksin the 
Post Office Department, $39,070; for 10 additional 
clerks in the Department of Justice, $9,150; 
for salaries and expenses of Collectors 
and Deputy Collectors of Internal Revenue, 
$200,000. By reason of deficiency appropria- 
tions the present cost of the service in the Land 
Office and Patent Office is nearly the same as that 
contemplated by this bill. The nominal increase 
made by the bill in the number of employes in the 
executive departments at Washington, and in the 
bureaus and offices subordinate thereto, {is 2,207. 
This number includes 1,210 clerks for pension work 
and 840 clerks already employed in the depart- 
ments, but paid out of miscellaneous appropria- 
tions. The actual increase in the department cleri- 
cal force, therefore, exclusive of pension clerks, is 
157. No increase jis made by the bill in salaries and 
no Offices are created above the grade of fourth 
class clerkships. 
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THE BREWERS’ CONVENTION. 
POLITICS NOT TO INTERFERE WITH BUSINESS 
INTERESTS, 

W ASHINGTON, May 11.—The convention of the 
United States Brewers’ Association met at 10 o’clock 
this morning. A series of resolutions offered by 
Mr. Frederick Lauer, of Reading, was submitted to 
the convention and adopted. They set forth that 
prohibitory laws result in driving men from the 
use of lighter to that of heavier drinks; that 
the consumption of beverages containing the 
smallest percentage of spirit and the 
largest amount of nutritive matter should 
be fostered. The Government is_ therefore 
called upon to encourage the production of the 
lighter drinks by releasing their manufacturers 
from illiberal restrictions, and imposing no more 
excise on the raw materialor product than te 
wants of the people maydemand. The resolutions 
then urge all brewers to connect themselves with 
the association, so that by united action the inter- 
ests of the craft may be advanced and that correct 
informati@n on the nature and effect of malt 
liquors be disseminated. ‘The resolutions conclad- 
ed by saying that while the association is averse to 
mingling politics with business, its members pledge 
themselves to overlook party affiliations and act to- 
getnerin defeating the candidates of any party 
that panders to fanaticism by supporting prohib- 
itory laws. 

The Committee on Restrictive Legislation, to 
which had been submitted the various petitions 
for assistance in resisting the encroachments of the 
enemies of the mait liquor interest, through its 
Chairman, Mr. H. H. Rueter, of Boston, presented 
its report. The report advises the appropriation 
of the following sums for the purposes set forth: 
$2,000, subject to the draft of Mr. Thomas D. Haw- 
ley, of Detroit, to be used in opposing the passage 
of certain legisiation now pending in the State 
Legislature of Michigan inimical to the brewing in- 
terests; $3,000, subject to the draft of Mr. Peter 
Lieber, of Indianapolis, as Trustee, te be used in 
the defense of the brewers of Indiana against op- 
pressive legislation; $5,000, to be paid in trust to 
Mr. Christian Magnus, of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to 
aid the brewers of Iowa in their struggle against 
hostile legislative enactments; $500, to be paid in 
trust to Mr. John Walruff, of Lawrence, Kan., the 
same to be expended in the interest of the trade in 
that State. The report, which concludes by mak- 
ipg an urgent appeal for work in increasing the 
strength of the association, was adopted. 

On the representations of the Philadelphia 
brewers a committee of five was appointed to con- 
sider the subject of the packing of malt, anda 
recess was taken to permit the committee to delib- 
erate. On the reassembling of the convention a 
resolution was offered and adopted providing 
for the appointment of a committee of two 
to represent the United States Brewers’ 
Association at the ‘State convention of 
the brewers of Illinois, which will convene 
at Chicago in June. The committee of five on the 
subject of malt-packing, hop-saching, and the ques- 
tion of tare, reported that after carefully consider- 
ing the representations made by Mr. Conrad, of 
Philadelphia, it is the conelusion of the committee 
that a tare of 8 pounds shall be deducted for sack- 
ingoneach and every bale of hops weighing 225 
pounds or less. In case the tare on any bale 
exceeds 8 pounds it shall be the duty of 
each brewer to deduct the excess in addition. 
The committee deems it necessary that three- 
fourths of allthe brewers in the United States 
should give their consent to and bind themselves 
to carry out these suggestions. The Secretary of 
the association is instructed to print and forward 
to each brewer in the United States a copy of all 
resolutions passed by this convention in relation 
to this matter. When the consent of three-fourths 
of all the brewers has been obtained, the Board of 
Trustees shall name the time when the resolutions 
shall go into effect, and sball inform all brewers of 
the fact. lt is also provided that, in cases where 
hops weigh over 225 pounds to the bale, the actual 
weight of the sacking and extraneous matter 
shall be deducted. After these resolutions 
go into effect each and every party to the 
agreement bind themselves to purchase no hops 
except under tho conditions above stated. Mr. 
Clausen, of New-York, sunportad the report of the 
committee. After reviewing the proceedings of 
the convention and congratulating the delegates 
upon tke spirit of harmony which had prevailed, 
he urged upon them the vital importance of for- 
getting party affiliations when the support of any 
party would prove detrimental to their interests as 
business men and good citizens. The report of the 
committee was thén adopted without dissent. 

The nominations for officers for the ensuing year 
being the next business in order, the following 
gentlemen were elected: President—H. B. Schar- 
mann, Brooklyn: Vice-President—Henrv Clausen, 
Jr., New-York; Treasurer—William A. Miles, New- 
York; Secretary—Richard Katzenmayer, New- 
York. A Board of Trustees consisting of 10 mem- 
vers and a Vigilance Committee of 20 members to 
hold office for one year were also elected. After Mr. 
Scharmann had expressed his appreciation of the 
honor conferred upon him, and after the passage 
of votes of thanks to the officers and to the mem- 
bers of the press, the convention adjourned to 
meet in Detroit on the third Wednesday in May,

THE OLD POST OFFICE SITE.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


Much has been written and said about the 
old Post Office, the lessee, and Chamber of Com- 
merce, all of which statements have misled the 
public as well as members of the latter association. 
The facts in relation thereto, and which are vouched 
for, being matters of record, are these: 

When the Government was looking about fora 
location for a Post Office, in 1860, being importuned 
by parties who have interests in other parts of the 
City to locate in their vicinity, they offered $200,000 
for the property, then leased, on Nassau-street, all 
it was worth, but less than the price demanded by 
$50,000. Had that offer not been accepted the “ of- 
fice” would have been located elsewhere. But 
certain banks and a few individuals owni ng prop 
erty in the vicinity, and fearing the removal to 
some other locality, of which there was great dan- 
ger, proposed to the church owning the “ Post Of- 
fiee site’ to pay the $50,000 extra and urging 
them to accept the Government offer at 
once, which they did. The transaction was 
closed, money paid, and the deed, without any in- 
cumbrance of any nature, even a moral obligation 


to any person or association, was given for $200,- 
000 and recorded. Ifthe church sold for $250,000, 
why was not the deed made for that amount? As 
for the “office” being retained on Nassau-street, the 
matter was not spoken of; it was taken for granted 
by all concerned; there was not a moral obligation 
even to stay there one day. This Government 
does not purchase property with any such incum- 
brances, any more than it requires help to pay a 
few thousand dollars toward a purchase. As re- 
gards the ,000 transaction, some parties, friends 
of the banks and their associates, gave a bond for 
the amount to the church, of which, after a law- 
suit, $85,000 was paid and the bond was can- 
celed. Of the subscriptions to furnish the 
50,000, it seems by the proceedings be- 
ore the “Special Committee of the Assembly 
on Bribery and Corruption” that $5,560 went to 
one party who testified before them; that made 
$40,500 of the $50,000 said to have been collected. 
So much for the claim of $50,000 that the Chamber 
have pressed, in consideration they helped the 
Government pay for the ‘* Old Post Office,” and for 
years they and they only have urged Congress to 
pass a “ bill” either to give them the property at 
$250,000 or to seilit at auction—in either ease to 
give them $50,000 out of the proceeds—but to-day, 
with credit to the foresight of Congress, the Govern- 
ment have this plot of ground, the only piece they 
possess in this City, unoccupied by them, estimated 
ata value of $1,000,000. Now, then, we come to 
the wants of the Government in this City. They 
can afford to occupy the finest. locations for their 
quarters as well as every other city of the United 
States. This City is entitled to have the 
Government erect edifices in the best locations, 
ornamental as well as useful. Within 25 years 
New-York City has hadthe new Post Office and 
Barge Office. They lease from other parties the 
Naval office, Appraiser’s stores, Indian Bureau, 
Army quarters, Pension and Internal Revenue of- 
fices, and Navy quarters. They pay ahout $140,000 
rent and make all repairs. On the Appraiser’s 
stores alone they havespent within eight years 
nearly $500,000, when they should have owned the 
property. It is urged to sell the ‘* Old Post Office” 
site and buy elsewhere. Yes, any one who had 
property to sell elsewhere would be the first to ad- 
vocate it, and it is well known that if Government 
sells anything, itis at half priee, and if they pur- 
chase, no price is too high. Mr. Beach introduced 
a bill toimprove the site, but for fear it will con- 
flict with the interests of other cities or some of 
her citizens, it lies dead in committee.

STEAMER LIBELED BY LABORERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—Thirty-three steve- 
adores, who were employed to remove the cargo of 
the British steam-ship Mark Lane, have brought an 
action of libelin the United States District Court 
against the ownefs of that vessel. She had a pro- 
tracted voyage, leaving the port of Dundee, Scot- 
land, on March 17, and arriving here on May 2. Her 
cargo consisted of potatoes. which were ruined 
during the long journey, and two days after her 
arrival in port the Board of Health enomnes the 
reeking mass a nuisance, prejudicial to public 
health, and ordered its immediate removal. The 
steam-ship was taken 65 miles down the river, and 
the 88 workmen, who were under charge of a boss 
stevedore named Stein, began to remove the con- 
tents of the hold. They worked day and 
night, and claim in their netition tc the court 
that they were to receive payment at the rate of 

50 per day of 12 heurs each, amounting in all to 
922 25, which Stein refused to pay. It is alieged 
that the steam-ship is about to saii for the West 
Indies, and if the petition is granted she will be de- 
tained until security is entered or the case has been 
heard in the United States District Court. This is 
the first instance in this jurisdiction of a libel being 
brought by laborers, as it bas bitherto been the 
practice here for laborers employed in discharging 
cargo to look to the poss stevedere for their wages, 
and he to the Captain or consignees,

A WORTHY LABOR OF LOVE. 
OPENING AND DEDICATION OF THE NEW 
CHRISTIAN HOME FOR INTEMPERRATE MEK. 

The formal opening and dedication of the 
new buiiding of the New-York Christian Home for 
Intemperate Men, at Madison-avenne and Eighty- 
sixth-street, took place last evening. In the after- 
noon the many rooms in the Home were throws 


open for public inspection, and several hundr 
friends of the institution visited them. The pn 
cises last evening were held in the chapel, and were 
attended by many more ladies and gentiemen than 
the large room would hold. The overflow packed 
the wide hallway adjoining. After the congregation 
had sung a Bee wy: written for the occasion by 
Albert H. Wood, the Rey. Dr. William M. Taylor 
read the Soripture lesson and made the dedicatory 
prayer. Vice-President J. Noble Stearns presided, 
m the absence of President William E. Dodge, 
Chairman Caleb B. Knevals, of the Building Com« 
mittee, stated that the total cost of the new Home 
was $93,800, including $80,000 for the two anda 
half lots on which the building stands. The money 
had all been subseribed, he said, and most of it 
had been paid in. The furniture cost $9,500, 
and for this sum the institution was 
in debt. He hoped. however, to see this wiped out 
before the exercises were over. Resident Manager 
Charies A. Bunting gave a general statement of the 
work of the Home, and then short ‘‘ words of testi- 
mony” were given by a number of members of the 
congregation who had been saved from d en- 
ness by a residence in the Home. Addresses Were 
delivered by the Rev. Dr. Wilbur F. Watkins, the 
Rev. John R. Paxton, and the Rey. Dr. William M. 
Taylor, and then the Rev. Dr. A. D. Vail pro« 
nounced the benediction. Until May 1 the 
Christian Home for Intemperate Men was at 
No. 48 East Seventy-elghth-street. There were 
aceommodations for only 25 inmates, and apgll- 
eants were constantly turned away for lack of 
room. The new Home has a frontage on Madison- 
avenue of 100 feet, and a depth of 38 feet on Sixty- 
eighth-street. A portion of the building is 52 feet 
deep. The structure is built of Philadelphia pressed 
brick, and is four stories above the high basement. 
In the cellar are a large drying-room, store-room, 
work shop, barber’s shop, coal-bins, and engine- 
room. The basement contains a reading-room, 
sitting-room, bath-room, two dining-rooms, a laun- 
dry, kitchen, and store-room. On the first floor are 
the office, a reception-room, a library and reading. 
room, a waiting-room, a dining-room, a sitting. 
room, and a chapel 24 feet 6inches by feet. At 
the northern end is the private entrance to the 
manager’s apartments, which are in the second 
story. On this floor are nine large rooms besides 
the manager’s apartments, a study, a bath-room, 
and closets. Seventeen large a, a 
bath-room, store-rooms, and elosets fill up the third 
floor, while on the fourth are 10 separate rooms 
and two large dormitories with adjuncts. The 
building is heated throughout by steam and is pro- 
vided with an elevator. It will accommodate 
about 75 inmates. *

SUPPOSED CAPTURE OF JOHN ANDERSON,

THE ARGUMENTS FOR THE 
ERNMENT BEGUN. 
SIESSRS. CORKHILL AND DAVIDGE ASSAIL THE 
POSITION TAKEN BY MR. REED-—-THE 
JURISDICTION CLAIMED TO BE COM- 
PLETE —- MRS. DUNMIRE’S TESTIMONY 
AND WHY IT WAS COMPETENT. 
WASHINGTON, May 11.—At the opening of 
the court this morning, Mr. Reed, counsel for 
Guiteau, presented as an additional authority 
the statement of Lord Mansfield in the King 
against John Wilkes (Burroughs 2,562) on the point 
that it is the duty of the Judges, where a tech- 


nicality exists, and which is well established by 
law, to sustain it, although it is a technicality. 

The Chief-Justice—Lord Mansfield came to the 
conclusion that the mob should not try the case. 

Mr, Reed—Yes, and he decided to quash the writ 
onthe ground of a technical omission. 

District Attorney Corkhill then proceeded to 


deliver his argument against the motion as follows:

In the history of the criminal jurisprndence of this 
or any other country, there is now to be submitted 


to you for your judicial consideration as the court 
of lJast resort the question whether the defendant, 
Chbariles Guiteau, was accorded all the 
rights guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution < laws of the United States. 
It is not disputed that on the 2d of Juiy, 1581, the 
prisoner shot James A. Garfield with a pistolin a 
railroad depot in this city as he was about leaving 
onatourof pleasure and rest, inflicting a mortal 
wound. As the sufferer lay in the White House 
surrounded hy the pomp and ceremony of power 
and station his fevered brain longed for the sooth- 
ing murmurs of the waves of the ocean; he begged 
to be borne to its shores, where he could feel its 
breezes upon his heated brow. Yielding to his ap- 
peals, and in the fond hope of saving his life, he 
was taken to Elberon, in the State of New-Jersey, 
where he could see the ocean, hear its music, and 
teal its invigorating air. But it was of no avail; 
his weary eyes were looking beyond the ocean, the 
bullet was doing its fatal work. He died, and his 
lifeless body was brought back to the spot where 
he had been fatally shot. But this effort to save 
his life, and if possible by human means to prevent 
the effects of this crime, is now mede the impor- 
tantand leading feature inthe argument against 
the punishment of tke criminal. Upon the subject 
of the jurisdiction of the court I submitted to 
the Judge at the trial below a brief as 
full and complete as I could make it. 


Tt contains a review of all the questions 
presented by the counsel for the prisoner 
here, with a full quotation of the authorities, and it 
seems to me conclusive upon the subject. You 
willalso find the able, complete, and exhaustive 
opinion of Mr. Justice Cox, sustaining his views 
that the ccurt has full and complete jurisdiction to 
try and punish the criminal. Itis an opinion that 


needs no commendation from me, but its law and 
its logic have met the approval of the ablest jurists 
of the present day. Mr. Wharton, who has been 
quoted as authority for a different view of the sub- 
ject, in a very able and comprehensive article 

“The only question of doubt in the Guiteau 
case is that of jurisdiction. So taras concerns the 
reason of the question, apart from authority, Judge 
€ox’s ruling cannot be assaiied,’’ although in oppo- 
sition to the views indorsed in the last edition of 
his book on criminal law. 

Mr, Corkhill then proceeded to discuss the ex- 
ceptions in detail. He gave an epitome of the non- 
expert testimony introduced by the defense, on 
the trial, in support of the claim of insanity; also, 
an epitome of the non-expert testimony in rebut- 
tal. He claimed that the evidence in rebuttal was 
not only competent, but relevant 

The Chief-Justice inquired whether, if the de- 
fense had not put in issue the general character of 
an accused person, the prosecution could attack 
his general character for integrity as part of an 
affirmation of the case. 

Mr. Corkhill—No; but where a man pleads in- 
sanity he puts his whole life in the scale to be ex- 
amined.

Mr. Corkhil!—The Judge ruled that confidential 
communications between her and her husband 
should not be violated. Public policy requires un- 
reserved confidence between husband and wife, 
but it does not prevent the wife testifying to facts 
within her observation and open at the same time 
to the observation of others. 

In conclusion Mr. Corkhill said: ‘*In the com- 
piete record filed every word uttered by court, 
counsel, witness, or prisoner is before this court 
for examination, andI am certain,in the records 
of no criminal trial in this or any other country, 
ean be found such leniency to the prisoner on the 
part of the court, and yet scrupulous care as to his 
every right, so careful an analysis of the law, and 
so thorough and complete a legal discrimination as 
to the testimony.”’ 

Mr. Walter R. Davidge followed on the part of 
the Government. The objection to the jurisdic- 
tion involved two very patent fallacies, first, that 
the plain and obvious language of the statutes of 
the United States was to be controlled and over- 
ridden by the common law, and second, that there 
was any doctrine to be found in the common law 
by which the crime of murder committed in one 
county or jurisdiction ceased to be murder if the 
vietim died in another county or jurisdiction. He 
asserted that there was no such doctrine known to 
the common law. Not only in the discussions here, 
but in the discussions to which this fearful crime 
had given rise throughout the country, there had 
been, by some strange accident, a persistent 
ignoring of the great fact that the crime 
was commitied against the sovereignty of the 
United States of America. He was not aware 
that any writer had treated the subject of jurisdic- 
tion from that point of view, and it was impossible 
for him to appear to-day before their Honors with- 
out that degree of embarrassment which naturally 
belonged to an advocate who felt that, to some ex- 
tent at least. he was asserting views that were for 
the first time presented to the court or to the pub- 
lic. He quoted the clause fromthe article of the 
Constitution which gives authority to Congress to 
exercise exclusive legislation over such district as 
would become the seat of government, and said 
that, in pursuance of that grant of authority, 
one of the first acts of Congress was to 
pass what was known as the ‘Crimes act.” 
The Constitution of tne United States provides 
that an accused person is entitled to a trial in the 
State or district where the crime was committed. 
If murder cannot be committed unless the victim 
dies within the judicial district where the mortal 
blow is struck, then the absurdity of that is simply 
consecrated by the organic law of the land, and it 
is absolutely impossible for Congress to apply a 
remedy. Do you believe that the men who nassed 
this early law, English lawyers, intimately ac- 
quainted with the legislation of the mother coun- 
try, intended to perpetrate such a hugo farce? 
I admit that if that first Congress used 
technical terms peculiar to the common law 
that law would have to be resorted to for a defini- 
tion. But Iam utterly at a loss to understand how 
the territorial condition of the mother country, or 
the machinery by which the crime of murder is 
punished there, or the consequences of the crime, 
or its relation to the Government, or anything else 
but the meaning of the word “‘murder’’ could be 
jmported into alaw wvassed by the Congress of the 
United States. The Congress of the United States 
having no common law, its work is to be judged 
according to its piain, obvious, natural significance, 
and not acegrding to the rules of common law. 
There is no writer of authority that has bound up 
the death of the victim in the place where the blow 
was struck as part and pareel of theerime. I will 
undertake to show that, and then I will point out 
just what wasthe origin of the apparent contra- 
diction in these books.

THE EAST NEWARK FIRE 

aR See 

OF SUSPICION ON WHICH TWO EX- 
FIREMEN WERE ARRESTED. 

George Murphy and Michael Carroll, who 
were arrested in East Newark on Wednesday night, 
on suspicion of having started the flames thata 
week ago destroyed the town hall and the fire- 


house, are ex-firemen of the East Newark Fire De 
partment. The evidence on which the arrests 
have been made has not yet been made public, nor 
will it be before the examination of the accused, 
which will take place on Tuesday next; but the ar- 
rests are in the line of a suspicion that became gen- 
eral among the townpeople just after the fire 
broke out. The town authorities had weeded out 
of the department some of the firemen who were 
regarded as the least trustworthy and active; and 
the men thus displaced are said to have fostered 
a bitter animosity against those retained. The 
flames were started in several parts of the fire-house, 
it is thought, simultaneously, one of the points se- 
lected being the doorway, through which the 
fire machines must be taken out, if taken out at 
all. The flames made it impossible for the firemen 
to get out the engine or the hose-carriages, and 
they were obliged to stand by in idleness while the 
fire they were expected to quench, destroyed over 
$20,000 of public property. The fact that the flames 
should have been started where they first broke out 
directed public suspicion against the embittered ex- 
members, and the act of incendiarism was charged 
against some of them. The purpose was, it was 
assumed, to bring the active members of the de- 
partment into public contempt ana ridicule. Jus- 
tice Sullivan, before whom Murphy and Carroll 
were taken, fixed the bail at $3,000. They were not 
able to furnish it and are lodged in jail.

THE LEBANON SPRINGS ROAD IN 
THH LAW’S HANDS. 

THE ASSEMBLY JUDICIARY COMMITTEE’S IN- 
VESTIGATION—TESTIMONY OF MEN CON- 
TERNED IN THIS CASE, 

ALBANY, May 11.—The Assembly Judiciary 
Committee, iivestigating the official acts of Judge 
Westbrook and ex-Attorney-Genera! Ward, contin- 
ued the examination of Justice Hugh W. McClel- 
land this morning. The witness explained the cause 
of the legal proceedings in regard to the Lebanon 
Springs Railroad. He said the Receiver could not 


| have operated the road without the money Gerived 


from the sale of certificates. The suits in which 
Mr. Park was a party were still pending. The Re- 
ceiver appointed to hold pendente lite, The original 
claim of Mr. Tilden was for payments made on the 


road; the amount involved was about $150, 
000. Mr. 'Taylor’s claim was for payment 
for lands; it was a suit for ejectments. 
The decision of the Referee was an award 
for the lands. Mr. Carpenter’s claim was for 
money expended. Asa railroad man and lawyer 


he thought it was prudent to borrow $300,000 for 


stocking the road, notwithstanding that there was 
adebt of $5,000,000 outstanding. In all legal pro- 
ceedings notice was given to F. L. Westbrook as 
counsel representing those opposed to the manage- 
ment of the railroad. Vhe claim of Henry A. Til- 
aden before the Referee was, he thought, pressed 
by himself; there was no record of the proceed- 
ings, to his knowledge; the claim was for land 
damages; the lands did not belong to Tilden, but 


the claim was for money expended by him in ob- 
taining lands for the railroad. 
Mr. Henry A. Tilden was next called. He testt- 
fied that he was interested in the Lebanon Springs 
toad; he and his family had $165,000 in bonds of 
the road; his friends had about $1,065,000 in bonds. 
At the commencement of Sackett’s suit they had 
that amount, which was ua majority of the bonds. 
He advised the suit, Mr. Park assumed to speak 
about certain bonds, and stated what was untrue, 
He favored the appointmont of Van Valkenburgh as 
Receiver; he had done exceedingly well in the man- 
agement of the road; the road was ina frightful con- 
dition when Van Valkenburgh undertook its man- 
agement; itisnow in good condition. Mr. Tilden 
and Samuel J. ‘Tilaen did not get any of the money 
raised by the thirteen-million-five-hundred-thov- 
sand-dolleur mortgage, as was sworn to by 
Mr. Park; the statement that both had got 


$2,000 out of the mortgage proceeds for land 
claims wasan untruth. He had a large claim, 


amounting to $750,000, for lands procured for right 
of way. He had due him, when the Receiver was 
appointed, $22,500, which was afterward allowed 
by the Receiver; the claim was not bogus. 

When cross-examined by Mr. Perry, Mr. Tilden 
said he appeared before Judge Sprague as his own 
counsel; he was of the opinion that no counsel 
was necessary. He denied the statement that $25,- 
000 was paid to himself and Samuel J. Tilden for 
land damages, He had nothing to do with the 
commencement of the suits by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. He had been asked by somebody who were 
the surviving Directors of the road, and he named 
the only two, Mr. Carpenter and Augustus Schell. 
It was almost impossible to secure a quorum of 
Directors at meetings in New-York; those from 
the country had to be brought down to the City. 
The office of the Harlem Extension Company, at 
Twenty-sixth-street and Fourth-avenue, New-York, 
Was the place where meetings of the Directors took 
place, The last meeting took place in 1870, In 
that year a consolidation of the -Lebanon Springs 
and Harlem Extension Koad took place. He never 
thereafter disconnected the two roads and pre- 
sented bis claims to the consolidated company. 

Justice McCleliand again took the stand and ex- 
plained certain points in his evidence. 

Judge Robert E. Andrews, of Iludson, next took 
the stand. liis evidence related chiefiy to the 
legal proceedings in connection with the applica- 
tion for a Receiver for the Lebanon Springs Road, 
and he went over the ground covered by previous 
witnesses. He had acted as counsel for the Re- 
ceiver, and as such he had aconference with Judge 
Denton, of Vermont, im Albany, for the purpose of 
considering what measures should be taken to pre- 
vent Park and Duncan from making a foreclosure 
upon the road, which resulted in obtaining an in 
junction from Judge Westbrook restraining them, 
and the litigation was still pending. He had re- 
ceived $1,000 as counsel fees for such services, 
which he considered a very low sum. 

Mr. Edward Newcomb, of Albany, testified also 
coucerning the legal proceedings connected with 
the rallroad andthe appointment of a Receiver. 
He was sent for by Edward Crane, of New-York, 
who desired him to oppose the application fora 
Receiver, at Kingston, and after conference with 
Mr. Ostrander, counsel! for Russell C. Root, he se- 
cured a postponement. When the case came up 
again, the affidavits of Hull, Lincoln, Park, and 
Duncan were submitted, and Judge Westbrook 
referred the matter to Theodore D. Gates, as Ref- 
eree, to take the testimony of the persons above 
named. The Judge intimated that he thought it 
was acase for the appointment of a Receiver in 
order to protect the interests of the bondholders. 
Mr. Ostrander, who was associated with 
Mr. Newcomb in the case, said that he 
aid not think that elther Lincoln, Hull, 
Park, or Duncan would consent to an examination 
as to the mauner of the purchase of the Lebanon 
Springs Road. Mr, Newcomb went to see Mr. 
Park, and found him in bed, and told him that 
things had taken such a shape that he could only 
succeed in defeating the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver by he (Park) going on the stand and testify- 
ing that there was no understanding existing as to 
the purchase of the road by Hull and Lincoln. Park 
said he had numerous legal complications on hand 
at the present time, and would not testify for his 
entire interest in the road. Subsequently he said 
that he understood that Henry A. Tilden was a can- 
didate for Receiver, and he wanted him beaten, 
and would not object to the appointment of John 
W. Van Valkenburgh, as he would look after his in- 
terest in the road. Afterward Messrs. McCleliand 
and Andrews met himself and they agreed to accept 
Van Valkenburgh as Receiver, and he was ap- 
pointed by Judge Westbrook. Mr. Newcomb said 
that Frederick L. Westbrook appeared in court the 
dey application was made for the issue of Recely- 
er’s certificates and stated that he did not oppose 
the motion; that he had given notice to his clients 
that they could get some other lawyer on account 
of their failure to pay him for his services; that he 
had forwarded the papersinthe caseto them by 
mail and express, and they had been given notice 
of the proceedings which had been begun. The 
application to issue the certificates was then 
granted by the court. 

The committee then adjourned the examination 
of Mr. Newcomb until to-morrow at 11 A. M., at 
the St. James Hotel, New- York.

THE AMERICAN CONGREGATIONAL UNION. 

The American Congregational Union yester- 
day afternoon held its annua! meeting in Room No. 
240f the Cooper Institute, the Rey. Dr. Edwin B. 
Webb, of Boston, presiding. A committee was 
selected to nominate officers and Trustees for the 
ensuing year. They reportedin favor of the re- 
election of the present President and Vice-Presi- 
dents, but a minority report was made con- 
cerning the Trustees. The society acted favor- 
ably upon the report for officers, but the 
election of Trustees involved a long dispute. In 
making his minority report, Mr. Hazeltine stated 
that for more than two years past the late Secre- 
tary of the board, the Rey. Dr. William B. Brown, 
bad found it impossible to work in harmony with 
others in the board’s employ. Meetings of the 
board had been made peculiarly unpleasant by his 
repeated and irritating complaints against clerks, 
and finally against the Treasurer, whom. he ac- 
cused of neglect of duty. These eharges were 
several times investicated and found groundless, 
But notwithstanding these results. Dr. Brown con- 
tinued to circulate these detrimental charges. A 
full and final investigation of the matter was then 
held by the board and the allegations were not 
sustained. ‘The board were then convinced that a 
change in the office of Secretary was absolutely 
necessary, and the Rev. Dr. L. H. Cobb was chosen 
in place of Dr. Brown. The majority report 
for Trustees carefully excluded those who had 
taken this action, and it was confessed that this 
had been intended. The minority offered the 
names of the old board for re-election. Along and 
heated debate followed, butin the end the ma- 
sever report was adopted, and the Rev. William 
layes Ward, D. D., Lowell Mason, the Rev. Samuel 
H. Virgin, John Wiley, George Wilson, the Rev. 8. 
B. Holliday, John F. Jube, R. H. Swanzey, Henry 
L. Clapp, Charles H. Johnson, W. A. Boynton, 
Gardner S. Chapin, William J. Hunt, Gen. Henry 
Heath, the Rev. James G. Roberts, D. D., the Rey. 
Amory H. Bradford, the Rev. E. A, Lawrence, Jr., 
the Rev. Samuel Scoville, R. P.. Hubbard, G. W. W. 
Dore, and the Rev, J. A. Ely were chosen Trustees.

TRADING A#H#TER HOURS. 
GRAIN TRADE OF THE PROD- 
UCE EXCHANGE. 


ACTION OF THE 


The meeting of the grain trade at the Prod- 


uce xchange yesterday was a large one, and 


without any division of sentiment upon the sub- 
ject which the meeting had been called to con- 
sider—trading outside of regular hours. Mr. Henry 
T. Kneeland presided, and Mr. Franklin Quimby 
was Secretary. Vice-President Herrick made an 
address seiting forth tersely the reasons for ob- 


jection to the existing condition of things and ex- 
plaining the various fruitless efforts hithérto made 
to provide a remedy. He cailed attention to the 
fact that the violation of arule of the trade was 
sufficient to constitute a case of misconduct pun- 
ishable by the Boara of Managers of the Exchange. 
The Manvgers have hesitated to recognize laws 
prohibiting, under penalty, the trading after 4 
o'clock P. M. in contracts for future delivery of 
grain, having been advised by counsel that such 
powers did not lie with them. Ata recent meet- 
ing of the board, however. it was pointed out by 
Mr. Herrick that the willful violation of any rule 
must necessarily be constrned as misconduct. 
Other members of the board coincided with this 
view, and so Mr. Herrick saw the way clear to an 
accomplishment of the object for which all his 
colleagues in the grain trade were desirous. Con- 
sequently he offered resolutions yesterday setting 
forth these facts, and directing the Grain Commit- 
tee to prefer charges of misconduct against any 
person guilty of trading after the regular hour. 
The resolutions were adopted without a dissenting 
voice, and Mr. Herrick was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded. 

When the gong sounded at 4o'’clock yesterday 
afternoon all trading stopped instantly. For the 
first time in months the streets adjacent to the Ex- 
change were clear during the remainder of the af- 
ternoon. There was noeffort at curbstone deal- 
ings in any way. ‘The by-lawsof the Exchange 
provide for the punishment of misconduct by sus- 
pension or expulsion, Members of the Grain Trade 
insist that they will vigorously prosecute any man 
charged. It is not doubted that the Board of Man- 
agers will execute the law to its full extent.

AN IMMIGRANT'’S SINGULAR STORY. 
Among the immigrants who arrived at this 
port from London last Monday on the steam-ship 
Egyptian Monarch were Michael Nieuwland, a 
native of Holland, and his wife and daughter. 
Michael says that he bought of Prins & Schwanen- 
burg, of Amsterdam, a passage certificate for him- 


self and family from Amsterdam to Chicago. He 
paid for this 218.75 gilders, of which 
81.25 gilders were for fare by railway 
from this City to Chicago. Yhey were 
to have come by the steam-ship Castor, but that 
vessel was found to be overcrowded, and Michael 
and his family with some 20 others were left be- 
hind. They were sent to London and transferred 
to the Egyptian Monarch, which brought them to 
this port. Three days before the arrival of that 
vesel the poe took up Michael’s passage cer- 
tificate, and although the latter asked for its return 
several times he was unable to obtainit. He has 
now nothing to show that he has paid 81.25 gilders 
tor his railway fare to Chicago.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, cloudy weather, 
with rain, winds mostly easterly, stationary or 
higher temperature. 








There has evidently been a great deal of 
dry rot both in the Navy and the Navy 
Department of the United States. An ex- 
penditure for repairs on one vessel since 
1865 of nearly a million and a half of dollars 
is probably without precedent in the naval 
administration of any other country, and the 
fact that $675,000 of this amount was called 
for between 1872 and 1875 is suggestive of 
an amplitude of repair equivalent to a com- 
plete transformation. The same ship has 
cost for equipment since 1865 the handsome 
sum of $476,221, one-third of which was ex- 
pended in 1874 and 1875, and yet it would 
require another $246,000 to fit her for 
battle with an enemy of the same class, As 
the ship in question—the Zennessee—is sim- 
ply an unarmored screw steamer, belong- 
ing to a class which naval powers do 
not reckon as fighting ships at all, 
the latter expenditure can readily be dis- 
pensed with. A similar remark applies 
to the estimated cost—$22,514,000—of 
making our 68 ‘‘effective’’ steam vessels 
ready to engage vessels of their own class. 
Our present Navy is rather worse than none, 
for it involves the most wasteful expendi- 
tures without any compensating advantages. 
The people will probably be disposed to 
agree with Mr. Hewitt that the establish- 
ment of less reckless methods of naval man- 
agement ought to precede the granting of 


pny appropriations for rebuilding the navy. 
—_——————— 


The regular Democrats in the State Sen- 
ate have found out a way of preventing the 
passage of a'Railroad Commission bill which 
shall give the appointment of the Commis- 
sioners to Gov. CORNELL, With or without 
restriction upon his choice. To pass sucha 
bill it is necessary that twenty Senators be 
present and voting, and all the Democrats 
have to do is to refrain from voting 
and the bill cannot pass. They en- 
tered upon this course yesterday, and 
propose to keep it up until the bill is 
modified so as either to postpone the ap- 
pointment of Commissioners until a new 
Governor has been chosen or provide for 
their election by the people. After the po- 
titical contest that has been made over this 
question of selecting Commussioners, the 
postponement of the appointments must be 
regarded as a reasonable compromise, and 
if the Republicans refuse to consent to it 
and the bill is thereby defeated they will 
have to take the responsibility. Considering 
all the complications of the coming canvass, 
they can hardly afford to give their oppo- 
pents this weapon with which to fight them. 


SRLS REN NN SP TT 


While there is a certain degree of loose- 
ness in the use of the word ‘‘citizen’’ in 
some parts of the Constitution of the State 
of New-York, the qualification of sex for 
the purpose of voting for officers elected by 
the people is sufficiently well defined. The 
Attorney-General reminds the woman suf- 
fragists that it has become a commonplace 
of our jurisprudence ‘‘that suffrage is 
not a natural, inherent right, but is 
governed by the law-making power and 
regulated by questions of availability and 
expediency.”” Further, that as the organic 
law of the State has limited the exercise of 
the suffrage to male citizens, not otherwise 
disqualified, who have attained the age of 
21 years, any enlargement of the class en- 
titled to vote must he preceded by a change 
in the Constitution, in which it is already 
defined. If it be pretended that the word 
** male” inyolyes no express prohibition 


of woman suffrage, then the term ‘‘citizen’’ 
cannot be held to exclude aliens, nor the 
limit of 21 years to.debar minors from vot- 
ing. The argument is unanswerable, and 
it is to be hoped that the woman suffragists 
will take the hint and devote their attention 
to securing the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment and its submission to the people. 
A mass vote on such a question would un- 
doubtedly dispose of it for this generation 
at least. 


The present Assembly has a_ positive 
mania for investigation, which, in spite of 
several childish manifestations, has been, on 
the whole, productive of very good results. 
A new investigation was proposed yesterday 
by Mr. McCLe.uanp, of ‘the Ninth District 
of this City, which, though apparently 
dealing with matters already antiquated, is 
of sufficient interest and importance to com- 
mand public approval. It is proposed to 
inquire into the record of the civil and crim- 
inal suits against the members of the 
Tweed Ring, to ascertain what settlements 
and compromises have been made in civil 
actions and what exemptions from prosecu- 
tion have been accorded in criminal pro- 
ceedings. Curiously enough, the history of 
these prosecutions is both complicated and 
obscure, and we know of no lawyer or jour- 
nalist in New-York who, with the materials 
accessible, would undertake to compile an 
intelligible narrative of either division of 
them. Though it may not be worth while 
to appoint a Legislative committee for the 
purpose of filling a hiatus in contemporary 
local history, it is most decidedly worth while 
to discover what are the legal obstacles still 
existing in this State to the effective prose- 
cution of plunderers of the public Treasury. 
No better evidence of these can be found 
than in the history of the Ring suits, for no- 
body at all familiar with the subject will 
pretend that the punishment meted out to 
the Ring thieves was at all adequate to their 
deserts. The suggestion of new preventive 
legislation in Mr. McCLELLAND’s resolution 
is undoubtedly a timely one, though the 
assumptions of the preamble are a little too 
sweeping. The inquiry called for is an in- 
dispensable preliminary to the enactment of 
any laws for the better protection of the 
public purse. 





The so-called general law for the relief of 
street railroads, which is avowedly in the 
interest of the Forty-second-street railroad 
scheme, if not also of the St. Nicholas-ave- 
nue, Chambers-street, Broadway, and other 
projects of equally dubious antecedents, 
passed to a third reading, after being some- 
what amended, in the Assembly yesterday 
The bill differs only in form from that of 
last session, which was pushed with so 
much pertinacity and defeated only after a 
very stubborn contest. The authorship of 
last year’s bill was traced to a lawyer in 
Utica, the bill of this year has for its puta- 
tive parent Mr. C. 8. Baker, of Rochester. 
The interest felt by the rural legislator 
in affording facilities for the construction of 
street railroads in this City may fairly be set 
down to motives which are not purely dis- 
interested. When City members who are 
chiefly remarkable for their familiarity with 
members of the lobby are found earnestly 
seconding rural efforts to put railroad corpo- 
rations in possession of New- York thorough- 
fares, it is safe to make the general 
inference that the joint product of such 
action will turn out to be a piece of flagrant 
jobbery. Unfortunately, the job in question 
has all the appearance of being of Tammany- 
Republican origin, and possesses all the ele- 
ments of ultimate success, which may be 
predicated from the nature of its backing. 


‘PATERNAL GOVERNMENT. 


A large surplus has proved a powerful fer- 
tilizer for a crop of schemes springing from 
the theory that the Government of the 
United States is authorized and fitted to do 
almost everything that any considerable 
number of citizens may wish it todo. This 
theory was very strong during and after the 
war. The Government was compelled, in 
the struggle for existence, to do many things 
for which there was no specific authority in 
the Constitution. After the struggle closed 
in victory the powers thus assumed seemed 
a fair precedent for many others, which 
were not only without definite warrant, but 
were wholly contrary to the purpose for 
which the Government was founded. In 
its moment of sore need, Congress 
had made its notes a legal tender, had 
given them the legal force of money. After 
the war a belief sprang up that it was the 
function of Congress to furnish all the 
money that any one wanted. ‘‘ A currency 
sufficient for the wants of trade’’ meant as 
many irredeemable notes as would keep 
prices from falling. Congress had not the 
faintest shadow of a right to grant any- 
thing of the kind. It had no right what- 
ever todo anything with the notes but to 
either raise taxes and pay them or to ex- 
change them$for bonds. But it usurped the 
right; it was nearly a half a generation af- 
ter the war closed that the notes were made 
redeemable in gold. Even then they were 
not paid. They were only exchanged to be 
immediately reissued, that is to say, one 
creditor was paid on the express condition 
that an equal amount should be instantly 
borrowed of some one else. This vicious 
and absolutely baseless idea of the functions 
of the Government has been the prolific 
parent of many others only less untenable. 


During the tremendous struggle of the 
people of the country to recover the losses 
inflicted by the war and multiplied by the 
irredeemable paper currency healthier ideas 
prevailed. The Resumption act was passed 
with a provision for the gradual retirement 
of the legal-tender notes. The expenditures 
of the Government were cut down. The 
interest-bearing bonds were refunded ata 
lower rate. The various departments of the 
Government showed considerable modesty 
in their demands, and Congress, busying 
itself with real legislation, refrained from 
offering to the country vast and undefined 
blessings which there was no money to pay 
for. Subsidies were abandoned; the great 
railway beneficiaries of the Treasury were 
called to account; the public lands were re- 
served. But when this struggle for re- 
covery, the natural complement of that for 
national existence, had also closed, as the 
former had, in victory, the old errors re- 
vived. The Redemption act, passed in our 
hour of severe trial, was emasculated and 
made an instrument. not for the restoration 


of a sound currency, but for the perpetuation 
of an unsound one. The theory of the duty 
of the Government to provide ‘‘cheap 
money”’ was carried out by the law compel- 
Ing the annual coinage of a large amount of 
depreciated silver. The Arrears of Pensions 
act was passed, giving several hundred mil- 
lions as a gratuity toa class which had not 
even demanded it. Subsidy projects reap- 
peared in force. A scheme was set on foot, 
under the pretext of improving the naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi, which was to extend 
to the reclaiming of millions of acres of land 
for the benefit of private owners, Every 
effort to reform the excessive taxes on im- 
ports, imposed to meet the Government ne- 
cessities in war, was resisted on the ground 
that manufactures should be encouraged. 
The money of the tax-payers was squandered 
by the million in ‘‘ improving’’ obscure har- 
bors, deepening the channels of mountain 
creeks, and building costly offices for the 
Government in every town. The star route 
thieves, under cover of the theory of the de- 
velopment of the country, burrowed deep 
in the revenues of the Post Office, while the 
country was taxed to make up the deficien- 
cies caused by their stealing. 


The present Congress, though its action 
has not been on so magnificent a scale, 
shows no signs of abandoning the theory ot 
its predecessors. Instead of proceeding, as 
it should have done, to the reduction of the 
tariff, acknowledged to be excessive, bur- 
densome, and unjustifiable, it has suspended 
the exercise of its own prerogatives and 
called for the services of a commission to 
show it how not to reduce the tariff. It has 
obstinately refused to lessen the drain of 
nearly half a million dollars daily imposed 
by our exorbitant tax exactions. It has re- 
fused to correct the errors of the Resump- 
tion act pointed out by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and, so far, to touch the vicious 
silver law. And now the House has just 
passed a law to erect the Agricultural Bu- 
reau into a department and to enlarge its 
functions, not one of which corresponds to 
any grant of power or any definition of duty 
by the Constitution. The various bureaus 
are instructed simply to make such inquiries 
and ‘‘ reports’’ as will, in their opinion, 
most advance the profits of agriculture. They 
are to take charge of none of the property 
of the Government; they are not intrusted, 
as is the War Department or the Navy De- 
partment, with any duty essential to the gen- 
eral welfare and unattainable by private en- 
terprise; they are not to collect, but to dis- 
burse, the public revenue; they have noth- 
ing to do with the administration of justice. 
They are simply authorized to promote pri- 
vate interests. To be sure, these interests 
are very large and important, but they are, 
nevertheless, essentially private and individ- 
ual and not common to all the people. And 
there is scarcely any doubt that the bill will 
pass the Senate. The true function of the 
Federal Government is to provide for the 
common defense and see justice done be- 
tween its citizens under the national laws, 
and in the discharge of this function it is its 
duty to burden the people as lightiy as pos- 
sible. Instead of which principle we are 
gradually tending to the opposite one —that 
the true function of the Government is to 
foster individual or class interests at the 
general expense. And though the present 
evils of this error are great, those that must 
follow will be incalculably greater, 

TRUSTS BETRAYED. 

The theory of the majority of the House 
Committee of the Judiciary in their bill for 
the distribution of the remainder of the Ge- 
neva award is that the United States Govern- 
ment is not a trustee of those who suffered 
damage by Anglo-rebel cruisers, but a sov- 
ereign power whose national honor has 
been injured to the extent of many millions 
of dollars. One of the supporters of this 
novel proposition, Mr. Humpurey, of Wis- 
consin, has said that it is a mere act of grace 
that any claimant receives a penny of the 
money awarded to the Government of the 
United States by the Geneva tribunal. This 
is ingenious, to say the least, if it is 
not strictly honest. To reduce the prop- 
osition to its simplest terms, the 
Government should say to the claim- 
ants, ‘‘ Now that we have got the money, we 
shall do what we please with it.’’ So far as 
Messrs: ReeD and HuMPHREY are to be 
accepted as the mouthpieces of Congress, 
there is nothing to prevent that body from 
dedicating the whole amount of the Geneva 
award to the purposes of paying off the na- 
tional debt, improving rivers and harbors, 
or building canals in West Virginia. The 
basis of the claim of the United States 
against Great Britain was a bill for damages 
filed by certain citizens of the Republic who 
had suffered loss of property by the depre- 
dations of rebel cruisers built and fitted out 
in Great Britain. A few sophists, notably 
Mr. SumMNz=R, contended that the greater 
part of the claim to be urged in behalf of 
our Government was for damages incurred 
in the prosecution of the war, in consequence 
of its prolongation beyond a reasonable time 
by the operations of the rebel cruisers. 


As everybody admits, what were known 
as the indirect claims (which included the 
fanciful demand set up by Mr. Summer) 
were ruled out by the Geneva tribunal. The 
money awarded and paid was awarded and 
paid for ‘‘actual losses sustained by indi- 
vidualsand underwriters on vessels and prop- 
erty destroyed.’’ There is the record of the 
tribunal from which there can be no escape. 
And yet by some refinement of logic it is 
now pretended that the Government, having 
obtained the award by representing that the 
property of its citizens has been destroyed, 
may now use the money awarded as best 
may harmonize with its sovereign will. The 
claims of a wounded national honor having 
been ruled out of the court that made 
the award, the Judiciary Committee 
brings them back again and declares 
that these are the real foundation of our 
original claim, and that it is an act of grace 
that any others shall, now or hereafter, be 
paid. Should this theory prevail, Govern- 
ments with whom we may in future have 
occasion to debate questions arising from 
damages sustained by our citizens will be 
wary in dealing with 2 power so utterly in- 
different to the principles of common hon- 
esty. It is a well-settled principle, so far as 
the Geneva congress settled anything, that 
a nation cannot collect damages for alleged 
injuries done to its honor. Nevertheless, it 
is boldly proclaimed in the Congress of the 
United States that we did actually receive 
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from Great Britain a certain sum of money, 
under the Geneva award, in ‘reparation for 
our damaged national honor. 


The French spoliation claims, in which 
many of Mr. Rzxp’s constituents are inter- 
ested, must be forever barred, if the non- 
trustee theory is to prevail. In the case of 
this class of claimants, the very same prin- 
ciples involved in the suit of those who suf- 
fered by Anglo-rebel cruisers are to be ob- 
served. During the sway of the French 
Directory, in 1798-9, French cruisers, acting 
under orders in Council, seized American 
merchant ships and, in some instances, con- 
fiscated them as prizes. Subsequently, when 
NAPOLEON had taken the supreme power, 
the demands of the Americans who had been 
despoiled by this action of the French Gov- 
ernment (having been reduced to legal form) 
were presented and allowed by France. In 
the meantime, however, the Government of 
the United States had failed to fulfill certain 
treaty obligations by which we were bound 
to protect and defend the interestsof France 
on the continent of North America. On the 
partof France it was agreed that the claims of 
the American citizens were just and should 
be paid. On the part of the United States 
it was agreed that we had failed to keep the 
obligations of the treaty, and that we were 
indebted to France for the amount of 
pecuniary damage sustained by reason of 
that failure. Nothing whatever was said on 
either side about the damage done to our 
national honor by the depredations of the 
French cruisers or by our failure to protect 
French interests in this hemisphere. But 
the United States agreed to release the 
French Government from ail payment of 
damages due under the spoliations of her 
cruisers on condition that France would 
withdraw the claim for damages accrued by 
our failure to discharge the duty assumed 
when our Government concluded the treaty. 
To be sure, no money changed hands, as in 
the case of the Geneva award and in the 
Japanese indemnity. But a substantial al- 
lowance was actually received from France 
in the release of the United States from its 
binding obligations. 

On the theory that our Government was 
wounded in its national honor by the depre- 
dations on American commerce by French 
cruisers, and that it subsequently received 
release from its treaty obligations as a sov- 
ereign power, the claimants under the 
French spoliations have no case. To be sure, 
the Government of the United States used 
their claims as a lever to extort from France 
certain concessions, but, to employ the ar- 
gument of Representative Humparey, it 
would be merely an act of grace if the Gov- 
ernment should pay one penny of the losses 
sustained by the claimants. According to 
the theory of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, the French spoliation claimants have con- 
tributed by their spoliation to a fund 
which has been used to offset a counter- 
claim brought forward by the French 
Government against our Government. One 
cannot resist the conclusion that it would 
have been better for the claimant if he had 
had no Government to interfere betwixt him 
and the French Government, for then he 
might have presented his bill and have re- 
ceived his money. As it is, the Govern- 
ment, nominally acting as trustee, has sent 
in his statement, and has settled the account, 
giving a receipt in full of all demands. 
Meantime, the private claimant, no richer 
than before this mummery was gone 
through with, may console himself that he 
has paid handsomely for the salve applied 
to ‘‘ the national honor.’’ This is precisely 
where all private claimants whose claims 
are collected by the national Government 
must eventually land. 

CATHOLICS AND PUBLIC INSTITU: 
TIONS. 

A bill has passed the State Senate, and is 
pending in the Assembly, the nominal ob- 
ject of which is to secure ‘‘ freedom of wor- 
ship’ to the ‘‘inmates of institutions for 
the care of the poor.’’ It provides that the 
managers of every house of refuge or 
society for the reformation of juvenile de- 
linquents and every institution for the 
support of the poor receiving public 
aid shall permit the inmates thereof to 
be visited by clergymen of the denomination 
to which they or their parents belong, ‘‘ and 
the services of such denomination to be had 
according to its rules and discipline,’’ and 
‘‘afford all proper facilities for such visits 
and services.’’ The real object of this 
measure is to compel the managers of insti- 
tutions for the care and correction of juve- 
nile delinquents, and especially those of the 
House of Refuge on Randall’s Island, to 
permit Catholic priests to establish their 
form of worship and denominational teach- 
ing in those institutions. 


It will be readily admitted that Roman 
Catholics should be allowed every privilege 
and opportunity in public institutions that 
is accorded to any religious sect. Such is 
very generally the case now in this State, 
and it is certainly so in the House of Refuge. 
That institution was originally founded by 
private philanthropy, aided by public benefi- 
cence. The building was erected at the ex- 
pense of the City, and the inmates are sup- 
ported mainly by the State, and 
the object of the institution is to 
correct and prepare for usefulness in 
life a class of youthful delinquents, who 


‘presumably have had no religious training 


that could give them denominational prefer- 
ences and no parental care that exhibited a 
regard for their spiritual well-being. Asa 
rule they are ignorant and have vicious 
tendencies which need correction. They 
are trained in habits of industry; they are 
taught the rudiments of education, and they 
are imbued, so far as possible, with sound 
moral principles. Their religious instruc- 
tion is simple and unsectarian; they are 
freely visited and counseled by any clergy- 
man for whose views they may have a pref- 
erence, and they are sent forth without de- 
nominational bias, and can then adopt any 
form of religious faith that may suit them. 

This institution has done a vast amount of 
good in the three-quarters of a century of its 
existence, and its management has given lit- 
tle occasion for criticism. Every religicus 
denomination is at liberty to exert its influ- 
ence for good among the inmates at all 
proper times and in all proper ways 
without interfering with the discipline 
of the institution, but no denomina- 
tion is permitted to establish its peculiar 
form or method of worship or make this a 
field for apecial nroselvting, If one were 


permitted to do so all would be, but the Ro- 
man Catholics alone desire it. They cannot 
claim the right on account of the religious 
faith of the inmates, for in most cases they 
have none and their parents have shown no 
solicitude for their spiritual or moral train- 
ing. If, however, any of them desire the 
ministrations of a Catholic priest the op- 
portunity is not denied them. But this bill 
is a concession to the consistent and per- 
sistent claiin of the Catholic Church to look 
after the spiritual well-being of everybody 
and so bring all wanderers into the fold. 
What is wanted is an opportunity to set 
up the Catholic worship and propagandism 
in public institutions, not for the sake of the 
devout faith of their criminal inmates, but 
for the sake of spreading the influence and 
saving grace of the Church. This is desired 
not only in public penal and charitable institu- 
tions, but in publicschoolsas well. Thereisno 
doubt of the sincerity of the priesthood in 
their belief that duty requires them to ex- 
ert themselves in this way for the conver- 
sion of those in error to the true faith as 
held by them. Their sincerity is the source 
of their zeal and persistency, but it is an 
American theory that public funds and 
public institutions are not to be used 
by” any or by all religious denomi- 
nations for the purpose of spreading 
their doctrines. This they are entitled 
to do in their own way and at their own ex- 
pense, but what belongs to the public and is 
supported by the public must be kept free 
from sectarian control and contention. To 
afford opportunities and facilities for denom- 
inational worship and instruction in public 
institutions would certainly interfere with 
their discipline and legitimate usefulness. 
Protestants do not ask it and Catholics are 
not entitled to it. While they get liberal 
aid from the public for the support of their 
own exclusive institutions, the demand that 
they should be permitted to make exclusive- 
ly public institutions a field for proselyting is 
natural, perhaps, but it is asking too much. 


IN THE INTEREST OF DELICACY. 


It is a pleasant thing to find that our legis- 
lators are desirous to preserve the delicacy 
and contribute to the comfort of female 
prisoners. The Senate has just passed a 
bill which provides every station-house in 
this City with two matrons. The _ busi- 
ness of these matrons will be to look 
after the female prisoners, and it is to be 
hoped that they will be able to make the 
station-house really attractive to members of 
their own sex. 

The necessity for providing the station- 
houses with matrons is obvious to every per- 
son of any delicacy. At present, when a 
drunken woman has been arrested after a 
fight which has inflicted injuries upon her 
nerves almost as severe as those inflicted by 
her upon the hair and noses of the police- 
men, she is brought before a rude masculine 
Sergeant and led to a cell by four or five 
vigorous men in uniform. This is 
naturally shocking to her, and makes 
the Police station hateful in her eyes. 
She feels that her self-respect is low- 
ered by the questions of the Sergeant 
and her womanly delicacy outraged by 
the touch of the policemen’s hanus upon her 
wrists. Were she to be received by a smil- 
ing matron of her own sex who—after being 
knocked down and danced upon—would 
call her ‘‘dear,’’ and invite her to walk 
into a sweet little cell and rest herself, the 
female prisoner would feel comparatively 
comfortable, and her self-respect would be un- 
impaired. Of course, no female prisoner will 
ever refuse to go toa cell when requested so to 
do by amatron. We will, therefore, never 
have to face the problem, How can one 
matron drag a prisoner down stairs whom 
four policemen have with difficulty been 
able to drag to the station-house ? 





The bill providing matrons for station- 
houses is only the first of a series of meas- 
ures which ought to be adopted for the pres- 
ervation of the delicacy of female prisoners. 
It isan outrage that women should be tried 
by male Judges and male juries and in the 
presence of male lawyers. Nothing can be 
more indelicate than to place a woman jn a 
room half full of men and to permit a man 
to ask her questions, always more or less 
impertinent, which she must answer in a 
tone loud enough to be heard by mean, pry- 
ing jurymen. We can imagine what Miss 
BLaANcHE Dove.iass must suffer in being 
compelled to listen in the presence of men 
to much of the testimony which has been 
given in the Cramer case, but we can hardly 
imagine the extent to which her womanly 
delicacy will suffer when she comes to be 
examined and cross-examined by men and 
in the presence of men. 

In the interests of feminine delicacy, 
women should never be examined as wit- 
nesses or tried as defendants except in the 
sole presence of women. We must have 
female Judges, female juries, and female 
lawyers for the benefit of female witnesses 
and female prisoners, and it would be well 
if it were forbidden, under heavy penalties, 
for even a female lawyer to ask any woman 
an impertinent question. In no other way 
can we preserve the delicacy of the unfortu- 
nate women who, from time to time, are 
compelled to appearin court, and surely 
they are as much entitled to the sympathy 
and care of our legislators as are the female 
prisoners in our station-houses. 


If it is necessary to provide matrons to 


receive women at the station-houses it is } 


equally necessary to provide female police- 
men to arrest women. At present innocent 
and worthy drunken women are daily in- 
sulted by policemen who, even without a 
formal introduction, do not hesitate to 
speak to them on the street and to lay violent 
hands upon them. How can a woman pre- 
serve her self-respect when she is seized by 
two or three strange policemen, tied in a 
cart, and driven to a station-house? Let us 
put an end to this outrageous state of things 
by committing the business of arresting 
women exclusively to female policemen, 
armed with silk umbrellas instead of clubs, 
and authorized to substitute politely worded 
notes of invitation to attend suppers at the 
station-houses for the present rude and dis- 
graceful system of making arrests. 

It is doubtful if a true regard for female 
delicacy would permit any woman to be 
hanged, but nothing can be more certain than 
that it is to the last degree indelicate to per- 
mit a man to harg a member of the gentler 
sex. Shali the rude hands of a hangman 
take the liberty of placing a noose around 
the blushing neck of a modest murdereas. 


and shall her last moments .be made uncom- 
fortable by the impertinent remarks of a 
clergyman? She has the night by virtue of 
her sacred womanhood to be supplied with 
a hangwoman, who can without impro- 
priety tie her ankles and decorate her neck 
with the noose, and to be ministered to by 
a clergywoman who can whisper words of 
consolation in her ear without giving occa- 
sion for scandal. 

‘A little delicacy is a dangerous thing,” 
as Pope remarks. If our legislators confine 
themselves to supplying station-houses with 
matrons and take no further measures 
to preserve the delicacy of women, they 
will merely make themselves ridiculous. 
Nothing can be more sacred than the 
womanly delicacy of a drunken, howling, 
fighting fury, and it is absurd to protect her 
delicacy inside of a _ station-house while 
policemen, Judges, and juries are permitted 
to shock it elsewhere.

M. Emile Thomas, a millionaire Frenchman 
who recently died, made several interesting be- 
quests. For the establishment of lay schools in 
Paris he gave 200,000f., and for award by the Acad 
emy to the mothers of the largest families, the 
poorest to be preferred, annual sums of 6,000f., 
4,000f., and 3,000f. 


Several of Balzac’s manuscripts were sold a 
fortnight ago in Parisin the Hétel Drouot. With 
few exceptions, the dealers got them. The follow- 
ing were among the prices realized: The ‘‘ Contes 
Drolatiques,” 1,440f.; ** Pierrette,” 420f.; “ Histoire 
des Treize,” 650f.; ‘“‘Eugénie Grandet,” 2,000f.; 
“ Béatrix,” 820f.; “‘Le Médecin de Campagne,” 
1,620f., and “‘ Illusions Perdues,”’ 2,050f. 


The house in which John Milton wrote the 
greater part of “Paradise Lost’—No. 19 York- 
street, Westminster—has been almost wholly taken 
down, the only remains of it now visible from the 
street being the front door and its adjacent parts, 
which serve as material fora hoarding. The sug- 
gestion is made that something should be done to 
mark exactly the site of this house, and to pre- 
serve in the South Kensington Museum its door.

Seeing this, he continued its use, and in 
the Summer went to England, where he has since 
remained in excellent health. He has no doubt 
that the carbolic vapor inhaled destroyed the 
bacilli. 


A niece of Pope Leo, the Countess Anna 
Pecci, was married in Rome a fortnight ago by her 
uncle, the Cardinal, to the Marchese Carlo Canali 
of Rieti in his private chapel at the Palazzo Bar- 
berini. The Pope’s Maggiordomo and Maestro di 
Camera were present as the special representatives 
of his Holiness, who sent as his presents a magnifi- 
cent picture in mosaic and a precious religuary of 
one of the newly canonized saints. From the Car- 
dinal the bride received a splendid necklace. After 
the ceremony she went to St. Peter’s with her hus- 
band to venerate the tomb of the Apostle, and 
thence to the Vatican, where the two were re- 
ceived in private audience by the Pope. The bride 
is described asa tal), graceful brunette of slight 
figure. She wore white satin, with a long lace veil 
descending to her feet, and had orange blossoms in 
her hair and on her corsage. 


The grave of Darwin in Westminster Abbey 
is in the north aisle at the north-east corner of the 
nave. thia point being at the left of the visitor 


when he enters the abbey through the front door 
way beneath the towers built by Sir Christepher 
Wreu. The digging for the grave went down sevel 
feet into the dry sand that is found to a greaf 
depth beneath the edifice. Darwin, therefore, lies 
just north of, and side by side with, Sir John Her 
schell and some 10 or 12 feet from Sir Isaac Newton. 
A newspaper correspondent, a few days before the 
funeral, suggested that in the Established churches 
should be substituted on that day for the mor 
usual ** Te Deum” the “ Benedicite,” some of. its 
noble verses being well adapted te the occasion, 
especially these ending with “ Bless ye, the Lord; 
praise Him and magnify Him for ever.” ‘These ara 
the verses in which “ All ye works of the Lord,” 
the “Green things upon the earth,” the “ Fowlg 
of the air,” and the ‘* Beasts and cattle” are bidden 
to bless, praise, and magnify the Lord for ever. 


The Dumfries statue of Robert Burns wag 
successfully unveiled three weeks ago by Lord 
Rosebery, the occasion having been made nation- 
alin its character. Before the ceremony a large 
procession paraded the streets of the town, all the 
trades and societies of that part of Scotland being 
represented, and at the head of which went dairy- 
men and plowmen, the former driving their carta 
and being accompanied by their maids. The status 
stands infront of Greyfriars Church, and is of Si- 
cilian marble. It rests on a pedestal of gray 
stone five feet high. The poet is represented ag 
sitting easily on an old tree root, holding in hig 
left hand aciuster of daisies. His face is turned 
toward the right shoulder and the eyes gaze inte 
the distance. Near by lie a collie dog, a broad 
bonnet half covering a well-thumbed song-bdook, 
and a rustic flageolet. The costume fis taken 
from the Nasmyth portrait, which has been fol- 
lowed for the features of, the face. 


Shelley’s house at Sant’ Erenzo, on the Bay 
of Spezia, is threatened with change and perhaps 
with destruction. Externally Casa Magni is very 
much what it was when Shelley lived there 60 years 
ago, but the interior has undergone some altera- 
tions. The unpaved terrace, or ground floor, which 
used to serve as a place to store boat gear in now 
forms an entrance hall, a small dining-roem, and a 
kitchen. The danger which threatens the house 
is a projected road, for making which the neces- 
Sary money has all been raised. Some delay has 
occurred, however, owing to the Government hav- 
ing in mind another work in that neighborhood 
with which a road would interfere. If this work 
is carried out the Shelley house may be saved, 
otherwise its future is beset with danger. In 
Shelley’s time the house was so near the wates 
that the sea would sometimes burst in the door on 
the ground floor, pour through the hall and rush 
out into the garden behind. 
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AN OCEAN STORM AT LONG BRANCH.

A GREAT SIGHT FOR THE EARLY VISITORS— 
WIND-BOUND INSIDE OF SANDY HOOK. 
Lone BRrancH, May 11.—Long Branch hag 
been visited to-day by a heavy storm which, 
although it does not compare with some of the 
fierce Winter gales and has done little or no dam: 
age as yet, has afforded the few early comers fot 
the season the unusual sight of a grand ocean 
storm. The waves have been extremely high and 
have presented a grand and beautiful appearance, 
The storm commenced early this morning. At ¢ 


A. M. the wind was east, blowing fresh, accom- 
panied with rain. The latter lasted until 
about 7:30 o’cloek this morning, when it 
eeased. The wind increased gradually until noon, 
when it blew a gale from the east, changing oesa- 
sionally, but of short duration, to east-north-east. 
The surf, although heavy in the morning, increased 
with the tide, until at 2 o’clock it had reached its 
highest and was breaking furiously over the beaeh, 
throwing the spray over the bluff. For a while the 
heavy seas dashed over the extreme outer end of 
the Iron Pier, and caused some anxiety as to its 
safety from some of those who were not accus- 
tomed to such sights. But this was only at the ex- 
treme height of the tide, and caused no damage. 
The waves, although decreasing with the tide, pre- 
sented a magnificent sight until the darkness of 
night hid them from view. 

Only a few vessels have passed here bound 
either way to-day. Occasionally a sail was seen 
but so distant that the observer could hardly tell 
what it was with the naked eye. All gave the 
coast as wide a berth as possible. At Sandy Hook, 
the wind, blowing a gale almost all day, 
reached at times the velocity of 40 miles an hour, 
Very few vessels passed out. Four or five steam 
ers have gone out, but of the sailing 
vessels all that were outside that could, 
came back last night or early this morning and 
anchored in the Horseshoe, A bark and a schoon- 
er running in, bound to New-York. struck on 
Flinn’s Knoll and stuck fast, remaining so for twa 
hours. Several tugs went tothemand rendered 
assistance, but not until the unusually high tide was 
at its highest could they move them, but then they 
succeeded in getting them off and both were towed 
teward New-York. The Horseshoe is full of vessels, 
large andsmall. Twenty smallsteamers engaged in 
the menhaden fisheries and from 30 to 50 sail vessels 
of the mackerel fleet are now at anchor near tha 
Southern Railroad doek. Sailing vessels ara 
anchored further out. At a distance of two o1 
three miles off, opposite Port Monmouth, are sev- 
eral ocean steamers anchored, which, unless the 
wind falls, will hardly go out to-night. The wind 
now, at 9 P. M., is blowing heavily from the north- 
east, and evidently increasing in strength. A 
heavy tide is expected at 3 A. M. should the wind 
continue. The velocity of the wind now is 3 
miles an hour. 
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CARELESS CONSTITUTION-MAKING, 
From the Baltimore Sun, May 1. 

In accordance with the Constitutional ra. 
quirement Gov. Hamilton has issued his proclama- 
tion declaring the adoption of the amendment ta 
the State Constitution proposed at the session of 


the General Assembly in 1880, andfratified by popu- 
lar vote at the election of 1881. The amendment 
takes the place of section 5, Article IV., of the 
Constitution, and is designed to correcta curious 
blunder in the Constitution of 1867 in reference 
to the election of Judges. According to the 
original constitutional provision, all the Judges 
elected in 1867 would have been required ta 
be re-elected in October, 1882, at the “ general elec- 
tion for members of the General Assembly,” but ag 
there is no such general election in 1882, one of twa 
things must have happened—either the Governer, 
upon the expiration of the terms of the severa 
Judges in 1882, would have been entitled toappoint 
their successors, to hold until the general eleetion 
of 1883, or the present Judges would have been 
entitled to hold over until their successors wera 
elected and had qualified. To clear up this ques- 
tion of construction and to prevent the possibility 
of awkward complications, the amendment was 
proposed by the Legislature and ratified by the 
people at the election of 1881. 
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POPE LEO ILL. 
Rome Dispatch to the London Standard, 

For some days it has been known ia clerical cirs 
cles that the Pope was indisposed, but the illness 
was considered unimportant. Since yesterday, 
however, he has become so much worse as toa 
cause disquietude. Those around him say there is 


nothing immediately alarming, but his prolonged 
confinement to the Vutican is evidently telling 
disastrously on his health and causing 
great prostration. Always accustomed ta 
much movement, and eating with a good 
appetite, he now cannot eat. and continually com- 
plains of weariness. His digestion is altogethes 
disordered. Although accustomed to very early 
hours, he is now unable to rise before 9 or 10 
o’clock. A great number of important audiences 
have been deferred sine die. Ais medical advisers 
u an immediate change of air to some high lo- 
cality. The Pope asked his physician: “Is that in- 
dispensable, doctor?’ On receiving an affirmative 
reply, he said: “ We will see if our duties permit 
it.” To-morrow a meeting of leading Cardinals 
will discuss how best to persuade the Pope to con- 
sent to leave the Vatican, but itis feared that age 
wili absolutely refuse. 
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THIRTEEN YEARS WITHOUT SLEEP, 
From the Utica Herald, May 11.

His neighbors say 
that they have been at his house at all hours of the 
day and night, and have invariably found him 
alert and wide awake. He is a member of the 
Presbyterian Church of the place, and his word is 
trusted by all who know him. He is in good heaith, 
and weighs over 200 pounds. He is over 70, and 
does not work, except on small jobs about bis 
house. He says he takes “no comfort at all” in 
life, but he has given up taking all medicine, ang 
waits “for the coming of the Lord.”

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THE TRIAL AT NEW-HAVEN 


THE DAY BEFORE JENNIE ORA- 
MER’S BODY WAS FOUND. 
WITNESSES TESTIFYING TO SEEING JAMES 


MALLEY AND MISS CRAMER TOGETHER 


ON FRIDAY, AUG. 5—80ME INSINUATIONS 
ABOUT HUSH-MONEY. 


NEw-HAVEN, May 11.—The lawyers defend- 
{ng the Malleys and Blanche Dougiass have en- 
deavored, by a rigorous and protraeted cross-ex- 
amination of witnesses, to weaken the testimony 
going to prove that James Malley aud Jennie 
E. Cramer were in company on the Friday before 
the Saturday morning, Aug. 6, when Jennie’s body 
was found at West Haven Beach. By way of 
diversion from consideration of the evidence, in 
the afternoon they brought up the Detective 
Persch matter. It should be understood that in 
the early part of the investigations connected with 
the death of Jennie Cramer young Mr. Persch 
made himself quite conspicuous by talking with 
the authorities and others, his real object appear- 
Ing to be to get himself employed as a detective. 
He isa slender young man, of dark complexion, 
quite talkative, and a good specimen of a sort of 
iraveling salesmen, he belonging, it is understood, 
to that profession. 


For two hours this forenoon the witness, John 
A. Lovejoy. who testified yesterday to seeing 
James Malley and Jennie together on Friday 
before Jennie’s death, was. subjected to a severe 
cross-examination. This witness reiterated that 
be saw James and Jennie Cramer on New- 
Haven. Green between 12 and 1 o'clock 
Friday. He fixed the time by the stmking 
of the City Hall bell, and by seeing the rush 
of people for their noon meal into Maine’s din- 
ing-rooms in Church-street: also by the noon 
blowing of factory whistles. The witness could 
not recollect what he had for dinner that day at 
Maine's, but recollected going in the afternoon to 
‘he house of his employer, C. W. Blakeslee. He 
rave an account of his coming and going on the 
jay in question. He was asked if he had been 
looking over a printed or written account of Mis 
former testimony, and said he looked it over the 
day after testifying, but not since. In answerte a 
series of questions as to whom the. wit- 
ness had _ talked since giving his _ testi- 
mony at the West Haven hearing, he 
said that he had talked with a Mr. Lomax, and 
slso toa stranger at West Haven, the same man 
ae had seen in this court-room. |The man referred 
to is a Getective for the State. e said that be- 
fore testifying at West Haven he talked about the 
case to his emplover at Westfield, Mass., a week 
from the Thursday following, Friday, Aug. 5. The 
witness was allowed to explain an apparent dis- 
crepancy in his former testimony in which he had 
taid that on Saturday, Aug, 6, he went to Long 
Island to settle his accounts, afterward correcting 
oimself by saying that he had been mistaken about 
making that journey. He said that he had made 
the mistake through a misunderstanding of the 
juestions asked him. He had supposed the ques- 
ion about his ** going back”’ had referred to going 
pack into Mr. Blakesiee’s service, and not to his 
roing back to Long Island. The witness, being 
pressed by the defense on the point, mentioned 
the names of persons he had met in New-Haven 
Aug. 5, among them 8, W. Hull, a groceryman, a 
German named Menden, and Clarence Blakeslee. 
He first told about seeing Jennie and James Friday, 
Aug. 5, to Mr. Blakeslee and to Henry Bail. 
It may as well be explained in this part of the re- 

ort that Ball is, or has been, a special constable. 

hen the newspapers were publishing from day to 
day the various stories gleaned by reporters in con- 
nection with the case, Ball was employed in the 
Malley interest in looking up people and doing de- 
tective work. He had a disagreement with EF. Mal- 
ley, it was said, with regard to payment for his ex- 
penses in addition to his wages, and ceased to be 
employed on that side of the case. 

Lovejoy was asked the following: During a)l 
this excitement about Jennie Cramer you let two 
or three weeks go by without mentioning the fact 
that you saw these parties on the Green and at 
the store? A.—To the best of my knowledge, I did. 

Here followed a wrangle between Mr. Jones, of 
counsel for the defense, and the State’s Attorney, 
Mr. Jones contending that whenever, by cross-ex- 
amination, a witness got into any embarrassment 
or inconsistency the State’s Attorney, by asking a 
leading question on the redirect, got an answer 
to relieve the witness of all apparent intention to 
deceive. Mr. Doolittle asked the witness if he had 
a consultation with Henry Ball, and if he had not 
understood at the time that Ball was employed by 
the defense. The witness said he had so under- 
stood. The court ruled out question and answer. 
{The counsel for the defense claim that after Bail 
ceased working for tke Malleys he turned the wit- 
ness over, in revenge, to Mr. Wood, a detective for 
the State. | . 

George Audley. son of a livery stable keeper, and 
himself a hack-driver, testified that he went to 
school with James Malley and had known him 
eight or ten years. On Aug. 5, Friday, about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, while sitting in a wagon 
in front of the livery stable office, in Trumbull- 
street, near Whitney-avenue, he saw James coming 
down ‘Trumbull-street, from Whitney-avenue, 
guing toward Orange-street. He was eight feet 
distant from witness and passed along on the side- 
walk, going past the wagon, which, as James passed, 
was setin motion. As the wagon started, the wit- 
ness looked back and saw James about 12 feet 
away. He was withalady. She wore four rings 
—twooneach hand. She continued with James 
as far as the witness’s vision extended. She was 
about 20 years old in appearance. The witness 
beard next day of the death of Jennie Cramer. 

The witness on cross-examination said: ‘The 
frst I knew of the death ij read it in a newspaper. 
A new dwelling-house, built by Dr. Sage, now 
stands on the site of the livery stable office. I had 
seen James two weeks before Friday, Aug. 5, in 
Chapel-street, and a week after seeing him Aug. 5 
I recalled in mind thatI had seen him in July.” 
The witness was asked several questions to prove 
the quality of his memory, his replies rather lead- 
ing to the idea that he is not very bright in the 
matter of recollecting past events. He could not 
tell whether James had carried a cane or whether 
the lady had a parasol, and did not know whether 
the lady wore mitts or gloves. 

Q.—How did you come to notice so particularly 
the rings on the lady’s fingers? A.—She had her 
bands up so, [pantomime in illustration.] She was 
doing something with them. 

The witness further testified that two of the 
lady’s finger rings had stones in them. 

Q.—Do you recollect before the publication of 
your story in the papers a conversation in which 
the scheme about getting hush-money was talked 
about? (Objected to but admitted.) A.—I think 
my story about seeing James Malley was published 
before anything was said about hush-money. The 
conversation was in Hatstatt's store, at the junc- 
tion of Trumbull-street and Whitney-avenue. 
Those present were Mr. Persch, Mr. Hatstatt and 
his son, and Mr. Loomis. [think Mr. Twining and 
Mr. Bailey were also there. Mr. T'wining testified 
at West Haven. 

Q.—Was it suggested that Mr. Malley and his 
lawyers should be seen about keeping the names 
back of the witnesses in order toget money? A.— 
No, Sir. Mr. Persch did the talking. The conver- 
gation was a week or two after Aug. 5. I hada 
talk with Coroner Bollman about the same time. 

Q.—Did you not know that Mr. Persch was act- 
Ing in concert with Coroner Bollman? A.—I knew 
he said he was. 

Q.—Did Mr. Persch propose to get rere 
A.—He did for himself, but said nothing about the 
rest of the party. 

The witness said he had testified at West Haven 
that Persch had said he was going to see Mr. Mal- 
ley, for there was no money onthe other side. A 
remark from Mr. Jones as to the propriety of cau- 
tioning the witness at recess not to talk with any- 
body aroused the ire of the State’s Attorney, who 
wished it understood that the State was not coach- 
Ing its witmesses. The further examination of 
Audley disclosed the circumstance that the wit- 
ness, Persch, Loomis, and Hatstatt. led into it by 
Persch, had discussed the subject of who were to 
be witnesses, Mr. Persch doing most of the talking. 

Q.—Did you testify in West Haven that you were 
sold that no money could be got out of the case? 
4.—I told that at one time Mr. Persch said he 
didn’t believe any money could be got out of it. 

The witness said he did not know much about 
this Persch, except that he hung around Hatstatt’s. 

Q.—Did you hear that Persch got into difficulty in 
Boston? A.—Yes, I heard he stole an overcoat. 
| The witness, after much questioning, stated that 
Persch had said he was going ‘to see the Malleys; 
that he had seen C. R. Whedon (an attorney on oc- 
casions for E.Malley) and Whedon had told him that 
there was no money to be got out of the State; 
that Persch said he went to Malley’s store and Mr. 
Walter Malley told him to go to his house at 12 
o'clock; that Persch afterward said he (Persch) 
went to Savin Rock to look up evidence. 

. Q.—Were the words ** hush-money” used? A.— 
No, Sir. 

9.—Had Persch saia anything at one of your 
talks with him that he was going to get money im- 
properly? A.—I paid little attention to it. 

_Q.—Had he said anything about buying your tes- 
timony? A.—He said he was going to see Malley 
to see about ny ore our testimony. 

Q.—Then you knew he was going to get money 
from the Malleys to buy you eff? A.—He didn’t 
bay me. 

Q.—Did he not say it was to get money to buy 
the crowd? A.—Yes, Sir; I thought it was his 
purpose, 

The witness testified: ‘*There is another one of 
the crowd who testified. I’ve heard he has left the 
State, [Twining.”’} 

Taylor R. Bull, a horse car conductor, testified to 
seeing Jameés Malley driving very fast in Whalley- 
avenue Friday, Aug. 5, about 5:21 in the afternoon. 
He was ina buggy, going west—a black side-bar 
buggy with red wheels; the top was down. He 
itopped at his father’s house, in Whalley-avenue, 
between Winthrop-avenue and Martin-street. A 

oung lady came out of the house and went up to 
he buggy, and James turned around and 
drove toward the centre of the city slowly. 
The car at the time was within 200 or 300 feet of 
the house. James did not get out of the buggy. 
The witness heard of the death of Jennie Cramer 
the next day, Saturday, the 6th. The witness ad- 
nitted. on cross-examination. that he had said, 
when @rged to the admission by a grocer of the 
aame of Lessey, who sold groceries to the Malleys, 
‘weed (for the sake of stopping argument) he might 

ave been mistaken as to the day he saw James 

riding, but he really had no doubt as to the date. 
The horse that James was driving was brown. 
he barness bad a breast collar. James worea 
ight-colcred overcoat. 

Q.—Did you not tell Miss Lizzie Malley, before 
the Grand. Jury, that it was Tbursday you saw 
James, and gave a reason for so saying? 

Mr. Bush objected that what was said before 
the Grand Jury could not be used in evidence. The 
court sustained the objection. The witness said he 
had never said that it was on Thursday to any ome. 

Charles B. Barrett, another horse car driver. tea- 


tified to seeing James Maliey driving up Whalley- 
avenue, on the 5th of August, in a top side-bar 
buggy. His testimony was in full corroboration of 
that of the preceding witness. The witness sald he 
recollected sayiug before the Coroner's jury that 
he could not tell positively whether it was on Thurs- 
day or Friday. He thought the young lady was 
James's sister. 

Charles R. Whedon, a summons for whom had 
been issued only about an hour before, now took 
the stand. He testified that Mr. Persch came to 
his office last August. He was stopped at this 
potas by an objection from Mr. Jones, Mr. Doo- 
ittle saying that the only object of the State was 
to show that Edward Malley had put up a job to 
entrap the witness Rawlings, of the restaurant, but 
did not sacceed. The court allowed the witness to 

roceed, but noted an exception. The witness said 

e had been an attorney for E. Malley in former 
years—certainly not within two years. He had not 
aided in preparing for the defense, and had had 
nothing to do with this case In any manner. 
Judge Granger asked Mr. Dooiittle if this testi- 
mony was of sufficient importance to be retained. 
Mr. Doolittle said he could not tell yet; he wanted 
to find out more about this Persch and the hush- 
money business. ’ : 

Alvin P. Sanford, an intelligent witness, testified 
that he lived at No. 25 High-street, and was book- 
keeper at Hubbard's newspaper advertising 
agency. On Friday, Aug. 5, between 6:36 and 7 
o'clock, he saw James Maijley nearly opposite the 
front of the side entrance of E. Matley’s store, the 
Temple-street side, standing close toa horse and 
buggy; James was patting the horse’s head. The 
witness bowed to James. and he returned the bow. 
The team wasat the side entrance to Redcliffe’s 
restaurant.: The cross-examination by Mr. Jones 
developed nothing to shake the strength of the 
testimony. Mr. Jones read from a newspaper 
report of the West Haven hearing that the witness 
had there said that James was holding the horse 
by the bridle. The witness said he was positive 
he had not so testified. The buggy was of piano 
shape and the horse was brown. James wore a 
light-colored suit. The fact was remembered ow- 
ing to the circumstance of Jennie Cramer’s death. 


HONORING JUDGH BLATCHFORD. 


Mes w AS a te 
A NOTABLE GATHERING IN THE 
THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 

A reception was given by the Bar Association 
last evening to Justice Samuel Blatchford, of the 


United States Supreme Court, its purpose being to 
give expression to the esteem in which he {s held 
by the lawyers of this City and their gratification 
at his promotion to the bench of the high- 
est Federal court. The affair was inform- 


al, there being little speech-making and 
no ceremonies to prevent it from being purely so- 


cial and unconstrained. Judge Blatchford, who ap- 


peared to bein perfect health, was escorted into 
the parlors of the association by Messrs. Franeis 
N. Bangs, the President, and William M. Evarts, 
ex-President, and there left to receive the con- 
gratulations of bis friends. Subsequently the en- 
tire party went to the handsome meeting hall 
and partook of a collation, After an hour or more 
spent in discussing this and in noisy conversation, 
ex-Secretary of State Evarts proposed the health 
of Judge Blatchford with a few remarks filled 
with kindness and wit. In response, Judge Blatch- 
ford said that he was always glad to meet New- 
Yorkers, and especiaily members of the New-York 
Bar. He was a New-Yorker by birth, was edu- 
cated here, at Columbia College, and had prac- 
ticed Jaw here for 13 years. Although he had 
practiced elsewhere for nine years, the good feel- 
ing whieh existed among lawyers here had acted 
as a magnet to draw him back. His duties would 
hereafter take him away from this City the greater 
part of the year, vet he would return to New-York 
whenever he could, and would always consider 
himself a true New-Yorker. 

Mr. Francis N. Bangs then proposed a toast to 
the United States Supreme Court, and called upon 
Chief-Justice Waite to respond. The Chief-Justice 
said that he could only say that he and his associates 
upon the Supreme Court bench were profoundly 
grateful to the Bar of this City for the admira- 
ble contribution it had made to their num- 
ber. Judge Brady was called upon to speak 
for the Supreme Court of this State, the centre of 
the judiciary system of the country, but he had 
left the hall, President Bangs then made a witty 
speech in introducing Judge Arnoux, of the 
Superior Court, as a Judge whose title to a seat 
upon the Bench had been proved _ incon- 
testably by the _ highest of all authori- 
ties — the disagreement of a jury. His 
own part in the trial that ended in this disagree- 
ment, Mr. Bangs said, had merely been a success- 
ful effort to prove the age of everybody eon- 
cerned excepting ex-Judge Speir. Judge Ar- 
noux replied briefly and humorously that 
as Mr. Bang’ss case had been proved weak 
he had unwarrantly assumed him (Judge 
Arnoux) to be the opposing counsel, and used his 
privilege to abuse him for his success. Circuit 
Judge Wallace made a brief speech, which he ended 
by declaring that the New-York lawyers who prac- 
tice in the Federal courts are the peers of 
those who practice in any court where 
the common law prevails. The remainder 
of the evening was spent in  desultory 
speech-making. Among the gentlemen present 
were Chief-Justice Waite. of the United States Su- 
preme Court; Justices Matthews and Harlan, of 
the same body: Chief-Justice Andrews and Judges 
Earl and Rapallo, of the Court of Appeals of this 
State; Judge Wallace, of the United States Cir-

THE HON. SYLVANDER JOHNSON. 
The Hon. Sylvander Johnson, a prominent 
eitizen and business man of North Adams, Mass., 
died yesterday morningin the Glenham Hotel, of 
this City, at the age of 67 years. Mr. John- 
son was ‘born in Stafford, Conn.,in 1815. At 
a very early age he began to work in the cot- 
ton and woolen mills of his native town, and 
soon acquired a practical knowledge of the manu- 


facture of cloths, which led him to the factories of 
North Adams, where he had since lived. Here he 
obtained an interest in a manufactaring concern, 
and, being a man of ability, he soon acquireda 
prominenee not only in business, but in Republican 
political circles. During the war he was Selectman 
of the town of North Adams, and had charge of the 
recruiting of regiments in that section. The first 
company which went from that place was named 
the “Johnson Grays,” in his honor. Mr. Johnson 
served several terms in the Legislature of his 
State, and was a member of the Governor’s Coun- 
cil for two years. For 40 years he was a leading 
manufacturer of North Adams. In 1871 his mills 
were burned, and he then established the Johnson 
Manufacturing Company, of which he was Presi- 
dent and one of the three stockholders at the time 
of his death, He was also a large stockholder and 
a Director of the Troy and Boston Railroad. For 
several months Mr. Johnson had been an invalid, 
and he arrived in this City from Florida, where he 
had spent the Winter, only a few days ago. His 
death was caused by an affection of the bladder, 
He leaves a widow and four children—a son and 
three daughters. His remains were taken last 
evening to North Adams, where business will he 
suspended until after the funeral, which will take 
place to-morrow.

RUINED BY ITS PRESIDENT | 
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R. PORTER LEE’S CRIMINAL HASTE 
10 GET RICH. 

EXAMINER YOUNG’S REPORT OF THE CONDI- 

TION OF THE FIRST NATIONAL BANK OF 


BUFFALO—THE PRESIDENT IN THE 
HANDS OF UNSCRUPULOUS MEN—SQUAN- 
DERING THE MONEY OF THE BANK. 
BuFFALO, N. Y., May 11.—The Ezapress to- 
morrow will print the full official report of 
Bank Examiner Young to the Controller 
of the Currency, giving the condition of the 
First National Bank of this city at the 
time of its collapse, April 14 last. It 
contains many new revelations and implicates per- 


sons whose connection with the bank was not be- 
fore publicly known. The showing it makes for R. 


Porter Lee, President of the bank, is as bad as pos- 
sible. After giving the tabulated statement of 


resources and liabilities similar to that given to the 
press some time ago, Examiner Young adds: 
“The losses on paper with two or more individual 
or firm names amounted to $499,065 69. The loans on 
paper with the name of one person or firm 


amounted to $426,025; loans on real estate security, 
$2,000; all other loans, $150,508. On the indorsed 
paper, the doubtful and worthless paper aggre- 
gates $176,471 13. Included in this category 
are all notes and bills indorsed by R. P. Lee for 
his partners in speculation in grain, mining stocks, 
and real estate, and all other paper bearing Lee’s 
indorsement not otherwise secured. For reasons 
stated below, the single name paper _ consists 
mostly of time notes of Herman J. Hall & Co., 
indorsed by Herman J. Hall, a grain-dealer and 
speculator in mining shares. ‘This man_ is 
without resources and the louns to him 
are believed to be lost. Of the $402,000 
under this head, $17,500 (two pieces) are past due 
and are included under that head. This leaves a 
balance of losses under this head of $884,500, The 
past due paper consists of 118 pieces, many of them 
small business notes which are bad debts. 
The total loss from this sourse will be $30,910. 
There are 67 overdrafts, amounting to $35,869. Of 
those $24,645 were Herman J. Hall’s.”’ The fol- 
lowing are the loans exceeding the limit pre- 
scribed by section 5,200 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, viz.: ‘To F. Royce, $12,000; 
W. B. Sirrett, $17,641; |: Ae FP Hall, 
$410,000; ©, E. Walbridge, $16,387; C. H. 
Arthur, $36,81070: Zebulon Ferris, $40,184 71; 
©. C. Sears, $55,000: Akron Cement Company, 
$15,000; H. Walbridge, $19,790; W. S. Bull & Co., 
$35,000: W. H. Johnson, $84,000. 

Of the reserve agents, Examiner Young says: 
“Tne amount due from the First National Bank of 
Albany is about $10,000 short of the amount shown 
to be due from that bank by the books here. In reply 
to my telegraphic inquiry, Cashier Van Allen 
replies that the amount shown to be due from 
his bank by his books at the close of 
the 18th of April was $7,495 19. The 
books bere show the balance due to the Fourth 
National Bank of New-York to be $351,945 85, and 
the Assistant Cashier telegraphs. in answer to my 
inquiry, that the amount due to that bank 
(overdraft) as shown by their books at the 
close of business on the 13th of April was $79,217 23. 
Of course, the difference, $272,728 62, is represented 
by the drafts of this bank on the Fourth National, 
and either protested or not yet presented. The 
overdraft of the Fourth National is secured by the 
deposit as collaterals of 60 pieces ($102,150) of dis- 
counts of this bank, and stocks having a market 
value of $17,403. Mr. Lee says that these stocks be- 
long to parties here for whom they were purchased, 
and are only held there for safe keeping.” 

Concerning liabilities and stock, Examiner Young 
says: “The President of this association, 
Ralph Porter Lee, has been connected with 
it in various capacities since 1868. In 
May, 1875. he was elected Assistant Cashier. In 
June, is78, he was made Cashier, and in 
October, 1881, he was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent and intrusted with the manage- 
ment, the Jate President, Charles T. Coit, 
becoming disabled by disease of the heart, 
of which he died in December. By some 
means not yet apparent. but probably 
through loans made from this or other banks 
in this city, he purchased Coit’s stock and 
a controlling interest in the bank. At the 
date of the last election, Jan. 10, 1882, 
the shares stood thus: R. E Coit, son 
of the late President, 10 shares: J. H. Vaught, 
10; C, R, Coit, another son, 12; Eliza Sherwood, 
150; R. Porter Lee, 630: Ann E. M, Vaught, 
148; E. Spaulding, 10; W. K. Johnson, 
10. At the election held that day 630 
vctes were cast, Lee’s shares, and the following 
persons were elected Directors: R. P. Lee, 

y H. Johnson, T. E. Coit, John K. Vaught, 
and E. 8S. Spaulding. The _ transfer-books 
show that on the next day, Jan. 11, 50 
shares of stock passed from Elizabeth Sher- 
wood to R. Porter Lee; Jan. 18, 148 shares 
from Anna M. Vought to R. Porter Lee; 
Jan. 19, Lee transferred 10 shares to Nathan 
Rochester, and 12 shares to Margaret M. Roches- 
ter; Jan. 20, Lee transferred 10 shares to Charles D. 
Marshall; Jan. 21, Lee transferred 30 shares toS. O. 
Barnum and 50 shares to E. G. Plosser; Jan. 24, 
Lee sold J, F. Gluck 10 snares, And the stock 
stood in these names until April 1, two 
days before the failure of the bank. 
On that day the following transfers of 
stock were placed on the record as. of 
that date. April 11, viz.: KR. Porter Lee to 
Herman J. Hall, 336 shares: C. T. Coit to 
H. J. Hall, 12 shares; R. E. Coit, a Director, to 
Hall, 10 shares; Eldridge T. Spaulding, a Director, 
to Hall, 10 shares; John H. Vought, a _ Di- 
rector, 10 shares, to Hall. So _ that 
on the day of the failure of the 
bank, April 14, the shareholders were as follows: 
Eliza T. Sherwood, 10 shares; J. F. Gluck, 
a lawyer. 38 shares; William H. John- 
son, an oil-producer, 10 shares: Nathaniel 
Rochester, Treasurer of the Board of Trade of Buf- 
falo, 10 shares; Margaret M. Rochester, a widow, 12 
shares; C. D. Marshall, a lawyer, 10 shares; 
S. O. Barnum, a merehant, 30 shares; FE. 8. 
Prosser, a retired merchant, 50 shares; R. Porter 
Lee, 170 shares, and Herman J. Halli, 578 shares— 
total 1,000,” 

Included in the amount due national banks is 
$92,055 due the American National Bank, 
of Detroit. The rediscounted leans are at 
the Fourth National Bank, of New-York, and 
the item carried as deposits to apply on partial 
payments account consisted of collections 
made from time to time on past due paper, 
but not credited to bills discounted. Examiner 
Young concluded his report as follows: ‘During 
the examination of bills discounted, Mr. 
Lee assured me _ that he had collaterals 
covering all of Hall’s paper and his other 
indebtedness to this bank. At its conclusion 
I asked him to geeere these general collaterals, 
and he exhibited the following: Sixteen hundred 
shares of the capital stock of the Mountain Dew 
Mining Company, of Buffalo, par value $25, 
which he valued at $25,000, and deeds made to him- 
self of mining property as follows: Three- 
fourths of Excelsior Lode, tbree-fourths of 
Cormsel Lode, three-fourths of Mountain 
King Lode, and thres-elghths of Tunnel Lode, all 
situated in San Juan, Col., and valued by him at 
$100,000. I found a gentleman to whom Lee re- 
ferred me—G. H. Van Vilieck—who said that 
while he had some shares of the Mountain 
Dew Mining Company himself, they had no 
market value. I have not been able yet 
to verify the value of lodes. In answer 
to a question, Lee assured me that he (Lee) was 
worth $100,000 in good unincumhered prowerty in 
Buffalo, and I have reason to think this is true, For 
this reason I have allowed this deduction to stand 
—$100,000 from the estimate of losses. 

“From what is here developed, it is apparent 
that R. Porter Lee is and has en guilty of 
systematic embezzlement of the funds of this 
bank ever since he has had _ control of 
its management. Hehas been let into it by Her- 
man J. Hall and other speculators and stock 
gamblers, who appealed to his cupidity and desire 
to get rich suddenly. They got the largest share of 
the bank’s money, and only on April 10 Lge 
saw that the collapse was at hand. On 
that day he transferred to Hall 78 
shares of stock of this bank, as stated, discounted 
for Hall 11 pieces of paper, amounting to $190,000, 
without security, although Hall had already $220,000 
in loans here, and paid his own notes not yet due 
and payable, direct and indirect, for $154,875. Of 
course these illegal transactions will not help him 
to shift his responsibility, but the fact that he 
did these things shows very plainly that 
he realized his position, the impending ruin of the 
association of which he was the head, and his ac- 
eountability to the department and to the credt- 
tors of this bank, whose money he had recklessly 
squandered.

LEE’S MANY TRANSACTIONS. 

BuFFALo. May 11.—The examination of R. 
Porter Lee and H. J. Hall was continued to-day. 
The evidence of Receiver Smith showed that the 
proceeds of the 10 $20,000 ehecks, issued for the 
10 twenty-thousand-dollar notes, made by Hall, ap- 
peared to have been used as follows: $50,000 went 
to the credit of W. Sheldon Bull; $25,600 to 
the credit of R. Porter Lee, and $10,000 


to the credit of Charles C. Sears; $70,500 was used 
to pay the notes of John R. Lee, R. Porter 
Lee, and Jennie B. Lee; $16,000 to pay 
the note of F. M. Inglehart to the 
bank; $6,850 to ay ree notes of 
Harry Wallridge to the bank; $10,000 to pay 
two notes of E. M. Darling to the bank; $6,000 
to pay the note of S. M. Welch, Jr.. to the bank; 
$4,600 to pay the note of L. H. Best to the 
bank, and $11,400 to pay a cash _ item 
against R. Porter Lee. Checks were drawn 
by Bull for $36,540 84 to _ liauidate several 
different notes and ehecks held by the bank, at- 
tached to the sum of which there had been collater- 
als of different kinds, but which had not been 
aid. Five deposit tickets were then offered 
n evidence, made out in Lee’s own handwriting as 
follows: April 11, W. 8. Bull, $40,000; April 12, R. 
Porter Lee, $5,600; April 12, R. Porter Lee, $20,000; 
SP ooo C. C. Sears, $10,000; April11, W. 8. Bull, 
Mr. Crowley asked the Commissioner to hold Lee 
both for embezzlement and perjury. The latter 
crime, he held, had been committed by the defend- 
ant in swearing to a false statement of the 
condition of the bank. Mr. Bull testified that, 
in connection with Lee, in 1880, he made 
several deals in real estate on whieh 
they had made about $18,000. He further 
testified that he did not owe the bank 
$30,000, and could not — how it 
held that amount of his paper. He 
had never authorized Lee to sign the name 
of Bull Co. On April 11 Lee ealied 
on bim and asked him to give him his 
checks for $50,000, and said that he would 


sell him 200 shares of First National stock 
at $250 per share. Accordingly be gave 
Lee three checks, one for $18,631 10, one 
for $7,859 74, and one for $14,459 16° 
Witness had to his credit in the bank when he 
drew these checks only $50. The checks 
were payable to cash. W. S. Bull & Co. at that 
time wero credited with about $800. The 
witness did not receive the 200 shares of stock 
and had never seen them. No_ record 
of the transfer was made. He _ gave 
the checks on Lee’s assurance that the 
would be “al) right,’ and would never be used. 
Lee asked witness for his bank-book, and credited 
him with $50,000 thereon, and then said 
that he had urehased the stock back 
again. Lee carried off the checks with him, ana 
they were now in the hands of the Receiver. Bull 
had never received a cent of money dur- 
ing the transaction, ‘The Agsistant Cashier 
testified that on the morning of April 14 there 
was in the bank only $5,802 75. Bull testi- 
fied that motes ostensibly drawn by W. 
S. Bull & Co. and which had been dis- 
counted at the bank and placed to the creait 
of W. 8. Bull & Co., had_ been done with- 
out his knowledge, and that several _ pur- 
chases of railroad stock, among them 100 shares 
of Minneapolis, St. Paul and Omaha, in the 
name of the same firm, were made with- 
out his knowledge, ana appeared to have 
been given as security for several notes 
held by the bank against W. S. Bull & Co., 
Lee having conducted these transactions himself. 
Evidence was also given showing that 536 shares of 
the bank stock was transferred to H. J. Hall & Co. 
on April 11, and thaton that day there still re- 
mained 170 shares in the name of R. P. Lee. 

The Receiver was directed to furnish to-morrow a 
statement,since the last annual meeting of the Board 
of Directors, of all transfers of stock made. Re- 
ceiver Smith was also to-day served with 
papers in a suit instituted against him, 
as Receiver, and the Directors of _ the 
bank by B. CG. Dean, who had = $4,000 
to his credit when the bank closed. ‘The case will 
be a test one, to test the responsibility of the 
Directors in neglecting, as is claimed, to exercise 
due care in the administration of the bank’s affairs.

Kecent acquisitions to member- 
ship include telegraph operators, clerks, shoe- 
makers, brick layers, and cotton and woolen mill 
operatives.

LAW-MAKING AT ALBANY |

THE SO-CALLED GENERAL 
ROAD ACT PASSED. 


A FEW AMENDMENTS MADE AND THE GAG 
LAW ENFORCED—PROTESTS AGAINST OB- 


NOXIOUS SCHEMES UNAVAILING—74 IN 


FAVOR AND 33 AGAINST THE BILL. 

ALBANY, May 11.—The so-called General 
Street Railroad act, which contains a number of 
abominable schemes to acquire control of the 
streets and avenues of New-York City, passed 
the Assembly to-day by a vote of 74 to 33. 
Through the efforts of Messrs. Morrison and 
Robb, of New-York, it was amended in 
some important particulars, and other amend- 
ments were on their way to the Clerk’s desk 
when the gag law was introduced and the bill had 
to be placed on its final passage. The member who 
introduced this billis Mr. C.$. Baker, the author 
of the Railroad Commission bill. He has all along 
claimed that he saw nothing objectionable in it. 
This is possible, for as the gentleman lives in 
Rochester he cannot be supposed to be familiar 
with the history of New-York railroad schemes, 
nor can he readily detect the various jobs that are 


undoubtedly coneealed in it. Mr. Baker introduced 
it by request. It would prove exeeedingly interest- 
ing to know from whom he received it, and by whom 
it was prepared. The men who, year after year, 
have lobbied unsuccessfully to secure Legislative 
sanction for the construction of a Forty-second- 
street railroad, who proposed a railroad in Broad- 
way, between Fourteenth-street and the Battery, 
and who seek the control of the Boulevard and 
other magnificent up-town avenues for the laying 
of street railroad tracks, are the very ones who 
are to be benefited by the passage of this bill. 
They have been lobbying here all Winter and they 
have secured the assistance of corrupt elements in 
the House, allof which ought to be known to Mr. 
Baker by this time. If anything more were needed 
to convince honest members that corrupt means 
nave been resorted to to push this bil! through, 
the act of last Friday is sufficient. The bill was 
then “jumped” ahead of 60 other bills in the 
order of their reading, and, but for the exposure 
of the act by Gen. Sharpe, it would have been 
read and passed with hardly a comment, for the 
House, on that day, was in one of its indifferent 
moods, and cared for nothing save an early ad- 
journment. 

When the bill came up to-day Mr. Roosevelt ob- 
jected toit. Its principal object, he declared, was 
to re-enact the Forty-second-Street_ Railroad bill, 
a bill which was fought through one Legislature on 
its merits and was defeated. Such a bill ought not 
to pass, concealed as it was in this general railroad 
act. More than this, the act, by sections 7 and 9, 
gave railroads not yet built and whose charters had 
not lapsed, the privilege of laying their tracks on 
the Boulevards and various other streets in the 
upper part of the City. Mr. Morrison declared 
that there were many faults in this bill. Its imme- 
diate effect would beto bring into operation the 
Forty-second-street railroad and give controlof the 
Boulevard to a railroad company. It was adroitly 
framed throughout. The ninth section dissolved ail 
pending injunctions, revived all charters that had 
already lapsed, and allowed all companies which 
had not yet begun their roads to go on and con- 
strust them without the consent of the local 
authorities and the property-owners along the 
routes. In his estimation this particular section alone 
condemned .the bill. Messrs. Brooks, McCielland 
and Catlin all favored the bill. Mr. M. J. Costello 
criticised it vehemently as one which gave ex- 
traordinary powers to bodies of individuals. Sec- 
tion 7, he said, was a most comprehensive one, 
and he believed that the Assembly did not possess 
sufficient general knowledge of the billin its en- 
tirety to be able to vote jaseinentty uponit. Mr. 
Costello, however, voted for the bill, as will be 
seen from the appended vote. 

Two amendments were added to the bill which, 
it is believed, will deprive it in some measure of its 
injurious effects. A third, by Mr. Baker, is believed 
to be of doubtful value, Mr. Morrison's amend- 
ment, which is to section 7, provides that the con- 
sent of owners of one-half in value of 
the property along the routes of proposed 
railroads shall be obtained, and, further- 
more, that none of the _ provisions of the 
act shall affect pending litigation. This amend- 
ment, Mr. Morrison claims, will nullify any attempt 
to construct a railroad in Broadway. An amend- 
ment by Mr. Robb provides that nothing in the act 
shall be so construed as to authorize the local 
authorities of New-York City and County te 
give their consent to the building of railroads 
unless a proper compensation for the franchises 
shall be received by the City and be confirmed by 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. Mr. Baker’s 
amendment to section 10 stipulates that nothing 
therein contained shall affect the right of any exist- 
jng railroad company to complete the construction 
of its railroad within such further time as may have 
been authorized by law. Mr. Robb and Mr. Roose- 
velt bad other amendments which they desired to 
offer, when Mr. Tighe, of Kings, moved the 
previous question. This cut them off and re- 
quired a vote to be taken upon the bill as it 
had been amended up to this point. There 
were manifestations of indignation at this sum- 
mary act, but Mr. Tighe is a man who fs never 
moved by sentimental feelings, and he declined to 
allow the gag to be removed. Messrs. Robb, Roose- 
velt, and Benedict protested against it when it 
came their turn to vote. The New-York members 
who voted against the bill were Messrs. Crane, Mor- 
rison, Robb, Roosevelt, Sprague, and Van Allen. 
Those who voted for it were Messrs. Ahearn, 
Bogan, Breen, Brodsky, Cooper, J. J. Costello, M. 
J. Costello, Cullen, Gideon, Haggerty, McClelland, 
McManus, Maher, Murphy, M. Patten, and E. C, 
Sheehy. ‘Mr. Brooks voted with them, and not a 
single dissenting vote was cast by a Brooklyn 
member. The nays were as follows, [Republicans 
in roman, Democrats in ifalics]:

Mr. McClelland offered a resolution, with a long 

reamble reciting that the efforts to recover to 
New-York the moneys stolen by the Tweed King 
thieves had in many instances proved abortive, 
notably in thecase of Peter B. Sweeney. The 
resolution provided for a _ special committee 
of five to investigate and ascertain what 
suits and prosecutions, civil and criminal, 
have been instituted for the recovery of these 
moneys, the condition of the same, what property 
has been attached and what released by allowing 
the lis pendens to be canceled, what cempromises 
or settlements have been effected, by whom, and 
the terms thereof, the reasons therefor, and the 
amounts recovered in each instance, the cases in 
which a nolle prosequi has been entered, and the 
reasons therefor. The committee is to recommend 
what legislation upon these matters is necessary 
to secure the return of further moneys to the City 
Treasury. The resolution was laid on the table for 
purposes of debate. 

Mr. Crane, for the third time, made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to get the House to bring up the bill 
reducing fares on the elevated railroads of New- 
York to 5cents. By means of tactics resorted to 
by Mr. Tighe, action was delayed until the hour of 
recess, when the whole thing had to go over for 
the day. 

Attorney-General Russell submitted his opinion 
upon the question of the constitutionality of the 
bill now on the order of third reading conferring 
upon women the privilege of voting at any elec- 
tion. anv town meeting, school meeting, or other 
choice of Government functionaries. He says that 
the proposed reform eannot be aecomplished ex- 
cept by an amendment of the Constitution, ratified 
by two successive Legislatures and the people, or 
by a constitutional convention, whose work shall 
‘be sanctioned by a vote of the people. 

The Brooklyn Tax Arrearages bill has been or- 
dered to its third reading by the Assembly, with 
the understanding that it may be amended on its 
final passage. The Brooks bill preventing any re- 
currence of the back pay grab by the Clerks, after 
being amended so that the Speaker's Clerk, a most 
important officer because of the knowledge of 
parilamentary law which he is required to possess, 
should receive $1,250 for the session, was also 
ordered to a third reading, as were also the special 
committee’s bill authorizing the administering of 
an oath to voters at primary elections and punish- 
ing false swearing; the bill of Major Pinney 
authorizing the sellers of tombstones to recover 
the purchase price in cases where mourning friends 
insist on erecting these monuments to the departed 
but neglect to pay for them, and Mr. Bogan’s 
Pawnbrokers bill, which places many restrictions 
upon this thrifty class.

NO RAILROAD COMMISSION YET. 
REGULAR DEMOCRATIO SENATORS REFUSE 
TO VOTE. 

ALBANY, May 11.—The Railroad Commis- 
sion bill, as ordered to a third reading by the Sen- 
ate, came up on its final passage to-day after the 
transaction of some routine business, when Mr. 
Grady asked for a vall of the Senate, most of the 
“regular” Democrats having gone into an adjoin- 
ing room for consultation. The Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor suggested that the roll had better be called 
to see whether a quorum was present. The sug- 
gestion was accepted by Mr. Grady, and the roll- 
call showed 20 Senators present. Mr. Grady then 
moved to postpone the final passage of the bill un- 
til Tuesday next, immediately after the reading of 
the Journal. On this motion he made an angry 
speech, accusing the regular Democrats of having 
left the Senate to prevent the passage of the bill. 
Mr. Jacobs replied that the Democrats had no de- 
sire to prevent the passage of a commission bill; 
on the contrary, they were heartily in favor 
of such a_ bill, but they did object to 
the passage of any bill that would give the ap- 
pointrhent of the Commissioners to the present 
Governor. On this point they were unanimous, 
and if the three professional anti-monopoly Sena- 
tors insisted that no bill should pass that did not 
give the appointment to the present Governor, on 
them would be the responsibility. The fact that 
they now asked to delay the passage of a bill after 
having complained of delay all Winter looked very 
suspicious. The regular Democrats are ready to 
pass a commission bill now, and they are ready to

f the bill should be defeated because thev refused 
to give the appointment to the present Governor. 

A long political discussion followed in which 
Messrs. Grady, H. A. Nelson, Boyd, Covert, and 
others joined. Mr. Boyd took ground against his 
co) Mr. Grady. on his motion to postpone

until Tuesday next, and advocated immediate ac- 
tion on the bill. Finally, Mr. Grady withdrew his 
motion to postpone and moved to amend the bill 
so that it would take effect in 1883, his object being, 
as he said, to test the sentiment of the Senators. 
Mr. Jacobs said he should support the bill as thus 
amended, and ip order that there might be no 
doubt asto who are the authors of the method of 
appoiatment provided in this bill, he sent to the 
Clerk to be read a letter from the Anti-Mo- 
nopoly League approving the bill in its present 
shape and asking the anti-monopoly Senators 
(Messrs. Grady, Boyd. and Trainor) to su rta 
motion to postpone the time at which the bill shall 
take effect until after the election of a new Gov- 
ernor. The letter was read, and Mr. Grady then 
said that he should take great pleasure in voting 
against the amendment he had just proposed; he 
only offered it to see how it would taka with those 
whom he regarded as enemies of a railroad com- 
mission biil. The reason, he said, why the Anti- 
Monopoly League had written that letter was be- 
cause it got needlessly frightened by the caucus 
of the ‘regular’ Democrats, at which they bound 
themselves not to vote for any bill that gave the 
appointment of Commissioners to the present Gov- 
ernor. They were afraid of losing a commission bill. 
After some remarks by Mr. Fitzgerald a vote was 
taken on Mr. Grady’s motion to amend and it was 
lost—yeas 14, nays 15. All the Republicans and the 
Tammany Democrats, with the exception of Mr. 
Boyd, voted in the negative, and the regular Dem- 
ocrats and Mr. Boyd in the affirmative. Mr. Brown- 
ing then moved toinclude the Maritime Associa- 
tion as one of the bodies who shall select the third 
Commissioner. The motion was lost—yeas 4, nays 
28. Mr. Jacobs then moved to amend by restoring 
the first section of the Assembly bill, giving the 
election of the Commissioners to the people; lost— 
yeas 13, nays 16. The vote was then taken on the 
passage of the bill as reported from the Committee 
of the Whole, and it was lost—yeas 15, nays 2—the 
regular Democrats declining to vote. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor decided that as no quorum voted the 
bill was not defeated, and could be laid aside until 
the Senate was ready to take another vote. 

Another politieal discussion then sprang up, 
which lasted two hours. The Tammany and Anti- 
Tammany Democrats accused each other of trying 
to defeat the passage of a commission bill, and 
held each other responsible for the result. <A re- 
mark of Mr. Grady that it was an insult to Gov. 
Cornell to pretend that he was not fit to appoint 
three Railroad Commissieners brought on a 
discussion of Gov. Cornell’s official acts, 
in which Senator McCarthy took the rdle 
of Gov. Cornell’s champion and challenged 
any one to show where he had made a bad appoint- 
ment, Mr. Covert instanced the appointment of 
John F. Smyth as Superintendent of Insurance, 
an appointment which, he said, Mr. Pitts, who now 
appears as the Governor's eulogist, declared 
before the Senate was “unfit to made.” 
Resolutions of a meeting in Tammany. Hall last Oc- 
tober were also read, in which Gov. Cornell was 
classed with Jay Gould and others as a monopo- 
list. At length Mr. Grady called for another vote 
on the passage of the bill, which was taken and re- 
sulted: Yeas, 16; nays, 1, a8 follows, [Republicans 
in roman, Democrats in ita/ics;] 


Yras.—Messrs. Allen, Bowen, Boyd, Browning, Elis- 
worth, Evans, Grady, Holmes, F. Lansing, Lord, 
Lynde, MacArthur, Pitts,Russell, Thomas, 7reanor—16.

Messrs. Titus, Democrat, and Baldwin, Republi- 
can, were absent, and the regular Democrats, 
though present, refused to vote, Mr. Grady tried 
to get the Senate tocompel them to vote, but the 
Lieutenant-Governor said there was no way in 
which it could be done to his knowledge. The 
Commission bill is what is knewn as 
a “three-fifths bill,” ana requires 20 Sen- 
ators to be present and voting in order 
to secure its passage, although only 17 affirma- 
tive votes would be necessary. This was the 
reason that the regular Democrats refused to vote, 
and as they propose to pursue that policy on every 
bill that gives the appointment to the present 
Governor, no such bill can possibly pass the Senate 
even if it gets 17 affirmative votes, which it would 
have had to-day on the last vote if Mr. Baldwin had 
been present. After this vote the bill was again 
laid aside, and at 6 P. M. the Senate adjourned. 
The Republicans do not like the bill in its present 
shape, and some of them do not believe the 
method of appointing the third Commissioner 
to be eonstitutional, but they vote with 
the Tammany Senators in the_ hope that 
they will ultimately consent to amend the bill so 
as to give the appointment tothe Governor abso- 
lutely. One Republican, Senator Mr. McCarthy, 
says he will not vote for any kind of a commission 


bill, but his vote was counteracted by that of Mr. 
Browning, who has usually gone with the regu- 
lars, but who, on the last vote to-day, went with 
the Tammany Democrats in favor of the bill. Mr. 
Jacobs announced, on behalf of the regular Demo- 
crats, that they stood ready at any time to ge with 
the Tammany trio or with the Republicans in favor 
ot a bill that shall give the appointments to the 
next Governor or tothe people at the next elec- 
tion, but that in no case would they vote for a bill 
giving the appoistments to Gov. Cornell, nor would 
they permit such a bill to pass the Senate, which 
they can always do by refusing to vote. 

On motion of Mr. Daly the Assembly resolution 
recalling its joint resolution for an adjournment 
sine die on May 18 was taken from the table and 
adopted. Senator Lord then introduced a concur- 
rent resolution fora final adjournment on May 25, 
which lies over one day under the rule, The pre- 
vailing sentiment in both houses is at present in 
favor of adjournment on that date. Mr. H. A. 
Nelson stated in the discussion on the Assembly 
resolution that he had been told by the commit- 
tee now investigating the Westbrook case that it 
could take all the testimony it desired to take 
and make its report before May 25. Mr. Boyd’s 
bill requiring the library fund, amounting to 
$50,00: a year, to be expended in furnishing every 
school district of the State with an unabridged 
dictionary, or other useful work of reference, to be 
selected by the school Trustees of each district, 
was discussed in Committee of the Whole and or- 
dered to a third reading. 


VISITING BAY STATE LEGISLATORS. 

ALBANY, May 11.—The Joint Railroad Com- 
mittee of the Massachusetts Legislature, consisting 
of Frank N. ames, K. P. Brown, H. W. Cable, Ed- 
win Moore, Charles E. Stevens, S. H. Fletcher, H. 
N. Shepard, 8. R. Moseley, W. B. Brown, S. O. 
Richardson, L. Sprague, and N. W. Shores, arrived 
here early this morning, and took rooms at the Ken- 
more. The members are the guests of the Joint 
Committee on Railroads, which, after escorting them 
through the New Capitol and visiting the Fort 
Orange Ciub,the park, penitentiary,and other places 
of interest in Albany, dined and wined them at the 
Windsor, and finished the day’s entertainment at 
the theatre. They came here to witness the New-

KILL HIMSELF—WHY THE sSCOTCHMAN

The fact that it was the intention of one 
AValter Donaldson, a young Scotchman, to jump 
from the centre of the Brooklyn bridge yesterday 
‘was known only toa few sporting gentlemen and 
newspaper representatives, and therefore the East 
River piers near the bridge were not thronged at 
‘an early hour with persons curious to see a human 
being trifle with eternity at some time during the 
day.

that is, a had been informed in the strictest 
vonfidence that for a wager of $250 a daring young 
man was to imperil his life by jumping, leaping, 
or falling from the bridge. Five bar-tenders were 
breathlessly at work mixing eocktails, and the 
Bporting gentlemen spoke to each other in whis- 
pers and disposed of the liquid refreshments at a 
rapid rate. Leaning against a pyramid of cracker 
and cheese boxes was the modern Sam Patch. 
‘Like the majority of heroes, he was modest in his 
idemeanor and spoke in low tones to those 
‘who sadly made _ inquiries concerning his 
state of mind. Donaldson is a_ slim fel- 
low. of medium height, has a prepossessing 
Bppearance, and is bright and intelligent. He 
is 26 years old, and weighed 146 pounds yesterday 
morning. He wore tights under a heavy pair of 
pantaloons, and a long overcoat. He wears a light 
mustache and hair cut close. Toa Times reporter 
he said that he had the utmost confidence in his 
ability to accomplish the feat. He had once jumped 
from the Sunderland bridge in England, and had 
‘twice leaped from High bridge, in this City. The 
distance at tne latter place at high water was 120 
feet, and 125 feet at low water. The distance from 
the centre of the Brooklyn bridge, he said, was 
135 feet. When asked whether he expected 
to gain. admission to the bridge with- 
out any difficulty, he replied that that 
matter had been satisfactorily arranged. The 
‘Trustees, of course, knew nothing of his purpose, 
Dut a pass had been obtained for him so that he 
would have the privilege of crossing the bridge. 
‘He explained the position taken by him in his 
Sumps. He crouched into a sitting posture with 

is arms across his breast and his knees 
well forward. Thus drawn together he would 
pring from the bridge, and as he neared the water 

e expected to straighten out and strike-it without 
injury to himself. 

The sporting gentlemen frequently invited Don- 
‘aldson to drink beer, whisky, and champagne, but 
Ihe declined all such invitations. At length he be- 
came an object of sympathy. Sporting gentlemen 
Variously estimated the amount of wealth neces- 
sary for some one to offer them in order to per- 
Bsuade them to attempt the feat. Some wished 
“that it was all over;’’ others were satisfied that 
Donaldson would jump to his death, and afew 
‘were sufficiently savage to intimate that it was 
“ali a gag. oraguy.’? When Mr. Richard K. Fox, 
with a group of celebrities, arrived, the sporting 
gentlemen were visibly agitated. Mr, Fox and the 
eelsbrities ascended the staircase to Mr. McCoy’s 
wine varlors, and Donaldson was further consult- 
ed. The mournful countenances of the celebrities 
Was quite sufficient to stagger any hero, but Don- 
aidson made bold attempts to look cheerful. Not- 
withstanding the popping of champagne corks and 
the flow of the beverage, the gloom was thicken- 
ing, and when each man bad begun to resemble a 
desperate undertaker some one suggested in Don- 
aldson’s hearing the subject of Sam Patch’s last 
Jeap. While this cheerful matter was being dis- 
cussed with much animation some one else kindly 
diuquired whether Donaldson was a relative of the 
#eronaut of the same name who lost his life while 
on a balloon voyage. Donaldson had nothing to 
Bay of Sam Patch, but quietly remarked that while 

e had seen Donaldson, the aeronaut, he believed 
that they were not of the same kith and kin. 
About 11:40 Donaldson said he was ready to go to 
the bridge, and one of the sporting gentlemen was 
directed to go with him. The latter was instructed 
to take Donuldson’s hat, coat, and pantaloons 
when he removed them on the bridge, and fly to 
Jand as fast as his legs would carry him. Thus 
Donaldson was to be left alone on the bridge, and 
when picked up in the river, he was to be brought 
toa barge which had been specially engaged for 
the sporting geentlemen and newspaper represent- 
atives, and which was to be in the middle of the 
river. 

Donaldson nodded to Mr, Fox and the celebrities 
and started. Ten minutes later Mr. McCoy in- 
formed the sporting gentlemen and celebrities that 
the barge was awaiting them at the Beekman- 
Btreet pier, at the side of the fish market. The 
crowd formed in procession, and to the astonish- 
ment of marketmen, fish-dealers, pedestrians, and 
an army of small boys, paraded through South- 
Btreet to the Beekman-street pier. The spectators 
wore indeseripably puzzled countenances. The 
fish-deaiers dropped their erates of fish, and at 
pnee determined that a prize-fight: was about to 
take piace. The loungers on the pier were 
in an uproar of excitement. Harry Hill was 
umong the celebrities, and his face seemed familiar 
to all. The sporting gentlemen and celebrities 
climbed over a pile of stones on the end of the 

ier and bounded to the deck of a fishing sloop. 

hen they clambered up the side of one of the 
most unsightly barges ever seen in anv river. This 
barge was lashed to the tug John K. Hammitt. A 
vew strong-armed men who are known around the 
East River piers prevented boys and other objec- 
tionable characters from boarding the barge. While 
the celebrities and sporting gentlemen were gather- 
fing onthe barge the liveliest kind of scampering 
of men and boys up the rigging of the 
fleet of fishing boats was in progress, and within 
five minutes the piers were black with excited per- 
sons of all descriptions. It was a matter of consid- 
erable doubt among the sporting gentlemen on the 
barge whether the multitudes on the piers or those 
clinging to the rigging had the slightest notion of 
What was about to transpire. The lines were 
quickly cast off and the tug towed the barge into 
the middie of the river. A north-west wind was 
blowing fiercely, and it was likened unto a gale. 
The celebrities on the roof of the barge were some- 
what anxious about their own safety. 
| The veteran Joseph Eliott conferred with Harry 
Hall, and they agreed that the wind was too strong 
for the daring jumper, and that if he jumped his 
death was assured. Richard K. Fox and his lieu- 
tenant, William E. Harding, Surgeon-General 
Charlies Perry, of Hudnut’s; Brig.-Gen. James Mur- 
phy, of Wall-street; ‘Sandy’ Spencer, and the 
newspaper representatives wondered whetber they 
could be tried for murder should Donaldson be 
killed, and a group of pugilists seemed anxious to 
vary the monotony of the occasion by having a 
eneral fight. One of the latter had evidently 
en grievously wronged, and said some- 
thing about ‘punching’ somebody’s head. 
At 12:10 Donaldson and his friend, who 
was to fly with his clothing, were seen in 
one of the arches of the great stone pier on the 
Brooklyn side. Thehero hastily removed his hat, 
coat, and pantaloons and handed them to his flying 
friend. Then, in red and blue tights, he ran gayly 
along the foot-path to the centre of the bridge. 
The celebrities on the barge took out their watches. 
It was 12:15. Donaldson posed on the edge of the 
bridge and looked down at the people on the barge. 
A cheer went up from this party. The ferry-boat 
Fulton was leaving her slip on the Brooklyn side. 
““Wait until the ferry-boat passes,” shouted the 
celebrities. Then Donaldson stood on one foot and 
posed like a ballet dancer. A barge with freight 
cars was being towed under the bridge, and the 
Bporting gentiemen warned him with their power- 
fullungs to ** wait until the cars pass.’’ The gale was 
increasing, and the people on the barge mustered 
ap-enough courage to sag that they hoped Donald- 
s0n would not jump. The ferry-boat and the tow 
passed by, and still Donalason stood on the edge 
pf the bridge. He moved his arms like an eagle’s 
wings, and the crowded barge was aghast. But he 
did not jump. Six workmen on the bridge were 
seen hurrying toward him from the Brooklyn pier’s 
archway. He signaled to the crowd that he would 
not jump, and, turning, walked leisurely toward 
the workmen. Then the crowds on the New-York 
piers roared with delight, making sport of the ex- 
pursionists on the barge. This vessel was towed 
to a pier on the New-York side, and amid shouts of 
derision the excursionists went ashore and hastened 
to Mr. McCoy’s saloou. There they mutually 
agreed that Donaldson had done a wise thing in 
not jumping. They were certain that at an early 
and more pleasant day, however, he will attempt 
the feat. The flying friend with Donaldson’s 
clothes arrived at Mr. McCoy’s place half an hour 
before Donaldson put in an appearance. The lat- 
ter had borrowed a suit of clothing from a friendly 
Brooklynite. He said to Tur Times’s reporter that 
the wind was so strong that he could scarcely 
maintain a footing on the bridge, and that if be 
had jumped he would have turned over so many 
times before reaching the water that his death 
would have been almost certain, and he added 
with much earnestness. “I did not want Mr. Fox 
to lose his money.” Mr. Fox bad wagered $250 
that Donaidson would accomplish the feat in three 
a ard Donaldson has yet two trials awaiting

MR. WILDE ON DECORATIVE ART. 


_-—-—»—_— 
OUTLINE OF HIS OBSERVATIONS IN WAL- 
LACK’S THEATRE YESTERDAY. 


Mr. Oscar Wilde, having returned from a 
more or less extended tour across the continent, 
gave New-Yorkers the benefit of his observations 
on interior decoration, in Wallack’s Theatre, yes- 
terday afternoon. The stage was set with a draw- 
ing-room scene, in which the cabinet-maker, the 
upholsterer, and the paper-hanger vied with each 
other in producing remarkable effects. The pulpit 
behind which Mr. Wilde preached was a pretty 
bit of ebonized ware of tasteful pattern. The 
floor was covered with acarpet in which many 
sombre hues were tastefully blended. Three or 
four small tables were hidden beneath square 
rods of crimson covers. Doors were concealed be- 
hind crimson portiéres. A large screen, covered 
with painted lilies and other esthetic plants, 
concealed one corner of the room. The 
bric-A-brac, consisting largely of painted 
plaques, decorated  pickle-jars, and dJap- 


anese vases, was on two large shelves, over the 
tops of. the doors, about 10 feet from the floor—a 
position that, in a private house, would suggest a 
cautious host, in putting his fancy wares well out 
of the reach of his guests. Mr. Wilde was nearly 
half an hour late, and a malignant rumor rippled 
through the audience that the tailor had been late 
in sending home the velvet costume in which the 
lecturer was to appear, When at length Mr. 
Wilde did appear, a suppressed ‘‘ Oh!” was heard 
throughout the house—an exclamation that might 
have denoted either a severe shock or extreme de- 
a He was dressed in a suit of black velvet, 
with the knee-breeches that have lately become 
familiar, long black stockings, pumps witn silver 
buckles, a drab kid glove on the left hand, lace 
ruffles at the wrist,and a lace ruffle around the neck, 
expanding in front into a little cataract of lace, 
that oceupied the position usually belonging 
to a shirt-front. A black silk watch-guard 
hung gracefully from the fob, and at the 
end of it dangled a seal that had all the 
appearance of being gold. It was, altogether, a 
more striking costume than that worn by the man 
who sells patent garters in Broadway, near Fulton- 
street. It was not so gaudy as the suit worn by 
Mrs. Tom-ri-jon, but it would attract quite as much 
attention in the avenue. Mr. Wilde’s hair hung in 
graceful hanks over his neck and shoulders, and so 
concealed his ears that it was impossible to dis- 
cover whether he wore ear-rings or not, His 6 
feet or more of humanity showed unmistakable 
signs of many square meals of beef weil digested, 
and if Mr. Wilde is not fond of mcderate quantities 
of old ale, and occasionally something even more 
exhilarating, his looks belie him. He bas cultivated 
a@ habit of leaning back in a sort of Ajax-defying- 
the-lightning attitude, with bis left hand poked far 
into his left side and the elbow bent. When he 
leans back in this position, throws his hair grace- 
fully back from his massive forehead with his right 
hand, and lets loose one of his massive jokes, he is 
simply irresistible. 

In the course of an hour and a half’s lecture Mr. 
Wilde made several remarks, He allowed himself 
really to become enthusiastic on one or two occa- 
sions, and it was confidently expected that he was 
aboutto say something. At one point the audience 
almost burst into a round of applause. The great 
need of art in this country, he said, was in house- 
hold articles of good designs for ** the simpler sort 
of people,” not the millionaires. The millionaires, 
he said, coula ransack the whole of Europe for 
their curiosities, but the ‘* simpler sort of people” 
could not. It did not occur to the speaker to go a 
step further and remark that the ‘* simpler folk”’ are 
not particularly troubled about interior decora- 
tions, being principally engaged in the pursuit of 
beef and beans. He did not imagine, he continued, 
that there was so much bad work done till he 
went into the houses of the simpler people in this 
country. He was outraged by the ugly carpets and 
wall-paper, the machine-made ornaments, and the 
cast-iron stoves, covered with black-leaded roses, 
A second-hand piece of furniture, he thought, 
should be better than a new one; if it were well 
made it would improve with age. Another 
great American need is a noble. dress 
for men and women — “‘stately  draper 
and joyous color.” ‘The only well-dressec 
men I have seen in America,” he said, * have been 
the minersin the Rocky Mountains.” ‘* You should 
have in every city a school of design. Bad art is 
worse than noart. There are no beautiful vessels 
for water in America. In your art schools you 

saint moonlight scenes on the soup plates,”’ He 
ibeled Cincinnati by saying it was ** wrapped ina 
hideous pall of polluted smoke.’’ There is no use 
of art schools there, he said. The most graceful 
thing he saw in America was a silver miner in 
Leadville driving a great shaft witha hammer. He 
was struck with the entire absence of wood-carv- 
ing and the atrocious colors of the wooden houses, 
He saw Chinese laborers in San Francisco drinking 
tea out of the daintiest of china cups. while in 
costly hotels he was given his chocolate in cups an 
inch and a quarter thick. He referred to the little 
episode of 1776 as ** that criminal calendar of yours, 
which people still call history.”” At the conclusion 
of the Jecture somebody threw Mr. Wilde a bou- 
quet in which there were no sunflowers. The Hon. 
P. T. Barnum occupied a front seat, but whether 
he was present with an eye to business is not defi- 
nitely known.

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DULL TIMES AT THE STOCK EXCHANGE,

CHILI-PERUVIAN AFFAIRS

MORTON, BLISS & C0.’8 CONNEC- 
TION WITH THE DIFFICULTIES. 
TESTIMONY OF MR. GEORGE BLISS ON THE 
SUBJECT—MR. ROBERT E. RANDALL 
AGAIN EXAMINED. HIS INTERVIEWS 
WITH SECRETARY BLAINE AND OTHERS. 


The Sub-Committee of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs resumed its investigation of the 
Chili-Peruvian affairs in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
yesterday, and Mr. George Bliss, of Morton, Bliss & 
Co., appeared before it to state the connection of 
his firm with them. Mr. Kasson asked if Mr. Bliss 
knew of improper relations on the part ot any 
American Minister abroad in the plan to secure the 
intervention of the United States in the Chili- 
Peruvian difficulties, and added that Morton, 
Bliss & Co. were said to have made a contract 
looking toward mediation. Mr. Kasson wished to 
find out Mr. Morton’s connection, if any, with the 
scheme. Mr. Bliss replied that he knew of nothing 
improper in the acts of the American Ministers, 
and related the story of the contract between his 
firm (Morton, Bliss & Co.) and P., L.,and H. Gautreau 
as told by Mr. Robert E. Randall on Wednesday. 
When Mr. Randall and M. Suarez, the representa- 
tives of the Crédit Industriel, appeared to obtain 
the answer of Morton, Bliss & Co. to the proposi- 
tion to become the American agents, Mr. Bliss told 
them that he would consider the question only on 
the allowance of the full commission, which was 5 
percent. The representatives of the Freneh com- 
pany declined to grant the percentage asked, and 
Mr. Bliss remarked, “ Very well. I do not seek the 
business.” A great many interviews followed, and 
Mr. Bliss supposed that the plan to make his house 
the agents had been given up, when one day the 
two gentlemen came to his office, and M. Suarez 
said: ‘* Now, Mr. Bliss, we want you to take hold 
of the business, but our company cannot afford to 
give 5 per cent.” ‘ Well, then,” replied Mr. Bliss, 


‘we cannot take the business.’’ Mr. Randall re- 
marked to M. Suarez, “ If you desire Morton, Bliss 
& Co. to become your agents you must accept Mr. 
Bliss’s terms. You had better cable to your house 
to that effect.” It seemed that this was done, 
Mr. Bliss went on, and a favorable reply was re- 
ceived. 

(By Mr. Kasson)—Was Mr. Morton consulted in 
the matter? A.—I think that Ispoketo Mr. Mor- 
ton about it while he was on his way from Wash- 
ington to Newport, or Newport to. Washington, 
one day after settling up the business of the two 
houses. I said I did not believe the husiness would 
amount to much, and Mr. Morton simply remarked 
that it looked well enough. 

Mr. Bliss submitted the cable correspondence 
that took place in relation to his demand for the 
5 per cent. commission. The first dispatch that his 
house received was as follows:

The final reply was: 

Paris, Aug. 15, 1881.—All arranged; 5 per cent. with- 
out advances. 

Q.—Was it contemplated during the negotiations 
that the intervention of the United States in Chiil- 
Peruvian affairs was to be called for in the eomple- 
tion of the contract? A.—I never received the 
slightest intimation from any of the parties that 
they desired the intervention or expected it. We 
certainly neither expected nor intended to take 
part in any such plan. The transaction was 
purely a business one on our part-as strictly 
a business transaction as I ever entered into. 
Mr. Bliss read the annex providing that the con- 
tract should only continue for six years, unless the 
United States Government should intervene. Sept. 
1s or 19 Mr. Bliss came to New-York from his 
country place and found the contract with the 
annex attached in his office. He read the annex 
over once and was puzzled, He read it again, and 
stillathird time. He remained over in New-York 
a day to consider it. It was the first time 
he had heard of the provision, and he won- 
dered what it meant. He, however, could see 
no objection to it, and signed !t and the contract. 
Until he read the newspapers yesterday, he never 
knew why the annex was made a part of the con- 
tract. A dispatch received by Mr. Randall from 
Sir John Rose, of Morton, Bliss & Co.'s London 
house, said that the clause was proper to protect 
the Messrs. Gautreau from claims for damages for 
nonfulfillment of contract. If they consigned the 
products for a limited time and then ceased, owing 
to their inability to secure shipments, a claim for 
the whole of the articles that came from Peru 
might be made against them. Morton, Bliss & Co. 
had received no consignments under the contract. 

Q.—Has your house brought any influence to 
bear on the Government of the United States by 
reason of your contract? A,—I do not deem it pos- 
sible for the house or any member of it to exert 
an influence of the character you speak. I cer- 
tainly made no such effort, and I know of no other 
mewber of the firm who did. 

q.—Did you talk with the President or the Sec- 
retary of State onthe question of mediation? A.— 
No, Sir. 

G.—Did’M. Suarez or Mr.'Randall make reference 
to mediation? A.—Only when I expressed the be- 
lief that the negotiations between us would amount 
to nothing and that no business would be done 
under the contract. They madethe remark that 
the difficulties between Chili and Peru would soon 
be settled. 

By Mr. Dunnell—Did the prospective medi- 
ation make any difference in your arrangements ? 
A.—No. Sir. In October, 1880, a proposition was 
made to our London house to assume the agency 
in Europe. The suggestion that Mr. Randall 
should see us about taking the agency ip the United 
States was possibly prompted by the negotiations 
with our London house. 

To Mr. Wilson Mr. Bliss said he knew nothing 
of the papers missing from the State Department, 
and he had no cause to believe that Mr. Morton 
engaged in improper relations with the Peruvian 
matters or any other transactions, Mr. Blissnever 
saw Shipherd during all this time, and he did not 
believe that Mr. Morton ever saw him. Mr. Bliss 
did not think the contract was offered to his house 
because Mr. Morton was a member of it, nor the 5 
per cent. allowed because Mr. Morton was Minister 
to France. 

The committee returned to the sick-bed of Mr. 
Robert E. Randall, in the New-York Hotel, in the 
asternoen to resume his examination. Mr. Ran- 
dall was feeling somewhat better than he was the 
day before, and greeted the members of the com- 
mittee cheerfully. He said he had, since his previ- 
ous examination, cabled to Paris to obtain facts in 
relation to the Crédit Industriel. Jt was established 
in 1859, with a capital of 60,000,000f. Its surplus at 
present was 7,000,000f., and their bank controlled 
£15,000,000, or $75,000,000, in Peruvian bonds. The 
capital of the Compagnie du Pacifique, which was 
organized by the Crédit Industriel, was 30,000,000f. 
Mr. Kasson asked foran explanation of Mr. Ran- 
dall'’s dispatch of Oct. 25 tothe French company, 
which he read as follows: 

“Mediation accepted. Bank should send authority, 
official, to offer Guillaume programme.”’ 


It was a long but quite interesting story, and 
Mr. Randall began by saying that in the latter part 
of September, 1880, at the instance of M. Suarez, 
he met in Paris A. Guillaume, the Chairman of the 
comunittee representing the holders of Peruvian 
bonds in Holland, Belgium, and France and a 
nucleus in England, to talk over the matter, and 
an agreement was made Jan. 7, 1881, between Peru 
and the Crédit Industriel for the payment of the 
bonds. It was by working the deposits in Peru 
that the indebtedness of the country was to be dis- 
charged. Under the contract Peru was to receive 
£2 perton royalty for every ton of the deposits 
removed and £2 more was to be expended 
in the purehase of bonds. Eighty per cent. 
of the remainder was to go to the bondholders to 
pay the accrued interest and to buy bonds, and the 
other 20 was to go to the Crédit Industriel to pay 
the expenses incurred in oe. &c. As un- 
derstood, to carry out this plan the Crédit Indus- 
triel was to organize the Compagnie du Pacifique. 
Peru admitted that it could not pay its bonded in- 
debtedness, and it was necessary to pay the war 
indemnity to secure to itself the guano and nitrate 
territory by the products of which it hoped to free 
itself from debt. France, Belgium, Italy, and 
Great Britain offered to use their influence, but 
Peru, M. Guillaume said, wished for the interfer- 
ence of none of the European powers. Peru de- 
sired the United States to act as mediator or as 
atrustee of Tarapaca, the territory where the de- 
posits lay, so that no future administration of Peru 
could violate the provisions made. Persons in 
New-York held .600,000 in the bonds, and 
M. Guillaume said that the course proposed 
would be satisfactory to the bondholders in Eng- 
land, France, Italy, and Holland. Mr. Randallsaid 
to M. Guillaume that if he would prepare a pro- 
gramme he thought the United States would con- 
sider it favorably. The programme, as it was called, 
was submitted to Secretary Hvarts. Mr. Randall 
wished it observed that the contracts of the Crédit 
Industriel were made independent of mediation on 
the part of the United States. The agents of Peru 
first submitted their questions to the Governments 
of England, France, Belgium, and Holland, but none 
of these would consider them until the United 
States had taken action one way or the other. Then 
if the conditions were not favorable they would take 
steps for the protection of the interests of their 
own elients. England and France had been in cor- 
respondence with the United States, but Secretary 
Evarts had rejected the ovortures of both. Mr. 
Randall called upon Mr. Evarts. ‘Tne acts of Mr. 
Evarts showed a great desire for peace in South 
America. He said to Mr. Randall that no Govern- 
ment had tried harder to secure peace bet ween the 
two warring nations, and he referred to his instruc- 
tions to the American Minister to attend: the peace 
conference then in session at Arica. He regretted 
that the ability of Peru to pay its war indem- 
nity had not been brought to his notice be- 
fore. At the same time, the United States 
could have nothing to do with the _ financial 
atrangements between Chili and Peru. Mr. Evarts 


“asked Mr. Randall if he had a right to make the 


Crédit Industriel responsible for the £4,000,000 to 
£6,000,000 asked for, and the latter replied that he 

ad not. Mr. Evarts advised him to communicate 
with the French er Thereupon Mr. Ran- 
dall wrote the disge: uded to and submitted it 
to Mr. Evarts for his approval. Mr. Evarts said: 
** You know best the interests of your clients. I 
will say to you that the United States can_have 
nothing to do with any foreign corporation. I may 
tell you that I am now negotiating for mediation. 
although I should not want this to go out as official 
before my efforts succeed or fail.” By the 
word “ accepted” Mr. Randall meant that efforts 
looking to mediation were in progress—in short, 
that the United States had accepted the plan of 
mediation. In that or a subsequent interview Mr. 
Evarts said there was no objection to the United 
States accepting the protectorate of Tarapaca. It 
could not be accepted from foreign interests, but 
if the warring nations wished it itcould be. After 
the fall of Lima Mr. Randall urged Mr. Evarts in 
the cause of humanity and everything that could 
appeal to generous impulses to step forward 
again and try to effect peace. Butchery 
was going on, and Mr. Randall thought 
intervention was necessa' then if ever 
it was. Mr. Evarts replied that he could dono more 
then than he had done, but would communicate 
with the American Ministers. He blamed the agents 
of Peru in Paris for not urging the country to ac- 
- the offer of the Crédit Industriel after the 
Arica conference, To show Mr. Evarts’s position 
Mr. Randall read extracts from the letters, wherein 
he said that the United States was willing to do 
anything that was proper to bring about peace, 
and again instructing the American Ministers’ to 
see the authorities of Chili and Peru and endeavor 
to effect a settlement of the difficulties. 

Mr. Belmont turned to the letter written by Mr. 
Evarts to Mr. Christiancy and was about to ask the 
witness to read it. ‘If you have no objections,” 
he began— 

Mr. Kasson—I object. We don’t want to incum- 
ber our records with it again, as it already appears. 

Mr. Belmont—But I insist. 

Mr. Kasson—I can’t see the necessity; but if Mr. 
Randall desires to read it he may of his own accord. 

Mr. Randall referred to some parts of the letter 
and said the United States knew of no company 
except the Crédit Industriel. ‘The Crédit Industriel 
bad loaned in 1872-3 $45,000,000. It was ready to- 
day to help -Peru, and only desired to be insured 
that it would be paid what it had advanced, and 
what it would advance in addition. No compeusa- 
tion was asked except what would be obtained 
from the guano and nitrates, as pledged by the 
Congress of Peru under solemn contract March 1 
or 2% Mr. Blaine said to Mr. Randall that he haa 
aon 9 the papers submitted to him covering the 

rench company’s plan with satisfaction. Mr. 
Blaine said he considered the plan feasible and the 
United States could carry it out as far as was 
proper—that it could embody it in its policy. 

Mr. Belmont—And— 

Mr. Kasson, (testily)—Mr. Belmont, will you 
allow the gentieman to go on? Your interruptions 
break the thread of his story. 

Mr. Blaine asked Mr. Randall’s opinion asto who 

would make a good Minister to Peru, ana the lat- 
ter suggested W. EK. Chandler. Later Mr. Blaine 
asked him if Gep. Hurlbut would be satisfaetory. 
Mr. Randall said he knew that if Gen. Hurlbut 
took a position for the United States he could not 
be backed down. He had the moral and physical 
courage to compel the warring forces to accept 
xeace. Mr. Biaine said to Mr. Kandall before the 
fatter sailed for Europe, June 9, that his instrue- 
tions toGen. Hurlbat would be satisfactory to Mr. 
Randall and his plan. Mr. Randall went to Europe 
to explain the state of things to the Crédit Indus- 
triel. He was accompanied by Mr. Elmore, the 
Peruvian Minister representing the Calderon Govy- 
ernment, who also knew of Gen. Hurlbut’s instruc- 
tions. 

Mr. Kasson—I would ask if you have completed 
the statement you started to make? 

Mr. Randall—No, Sir. 

Mr. Kasson—Then won't you con— 

Mr. Belmont—I want— 

Mr. Kasson, (quite sharply)}—You are breaking 
the thread of the story. You will have every op- 
portunity to question the witness, 

Between Nov. 30 and Dec. 2 Mr. Blaine said to 
Mr. Randall that he had submitted the papers to 
the President, who had approved of the plan. As 
Gen. Hurlbut had got into trouble over the Lynch 
manifesto, it would be proper to send a special 
commission to bring about peace between Chili 
and Peru. Two or three days later Mr. Randa!! 
was told that the Commissioner was to be Mr. Tres- 
cot, and Walker Blaine was to accom- 
pany him as_ his secretary. Mr. Randall 
drew the inference that Mr. Blaine 
objected to his son's going, but consented as 
the matter had been arranged by President 
Arthur ana Mr, Trescot. The instructionsto Mr. 
Trescot could not have been stronger. They did 
not touch upon the French company’s plan, but 
that made no difference to the Crédit Industriel, as 
it was dealing with Peru. Mr. Randall said that if 
Shipherd had approached M. Suarez and himself 
they would have had nothing to do with him, as 
there was nothing substantial in his scheme. 

To Mr. Belmont Mr. Randall said Trescot was to 
urge the French concern’s plan of mediation and 
uphold the Calderon Government. Mr. Randali 
could not explain why President Grévy sent for 
Mr. Morton in the absence of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. The Calderon Government never 
recognized the claims of Cochet and Landreau, but 
it looked with favor on the plans of the Crédit 
Industriel. It would positively have nothing 
to do with the Shipherd scheme. Mr. Ran- 
dall knew of the arrangement of Anthony 
Gibbs & Co., of Liverpool, to sell 1,000,000 
tonsof guano for Chili. But 3per cent. commission 
was offered to Maitland, Phelps & Co., who were 
tirst asked to be the agents in this country. The 5 
per cent. commission that was to be paid to Mor- 
ton, Bliss & Co. wasto come out of the commission 
of the Messrs, Gautreau, so the Crédit Industriel 
would have lost nothing by the concession. 

Mr. Randall desired to say emphatically that 
neither he nor any representative of the Crédit 
Industriel ever had any business relations with 
Gen. Hurlbut. Shipherd seid Gea. Hurlbut was 
*bought.”’ Gen. Hurlbut was never paid, nor was 
any promise made to pay him anything. There 
was no correspondence with Gen. Huribut, and 
Mr. Randal! had nothing to do with any persons 
except Mr. Evarts and Mr. Blaine. 

Mr. Wilson desired to know if the policy of the 
United States was influenced by the Crédit Indus- 
triel, and Mr. Randall replied, ** Not at all.” It 
was understood in Paris in 1880 that the United 
States wanted to effect peace and secure to Peru 
her territory in its integrality. The Crédit Indus- 
triel asked no favor of Mr. Blaine or Mr. Evarts. 
It wished to have Peru's territory preserved intact, 
go that country could payits bonds. ‘The Landreau 
claim, if allowed, must have embarrassed Peru at 
every step.

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MR. RAHL’S DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 
PS ieee 

REVELATIONS MADE BY HIS WIFE’S 
FOR SEPARATE MAINTENANCE. 
Much amusement was had yesterday by 
the persons who heard the testimony in the suit 
of Julia Rahl for separate maintenance from 
Thomas Rahl, which was tried before Judge 
Larremore, in the Supreme Court, Special Term. 
The plaintiff is a very little young woman, 
but her face, if there be anything in 
physiognomy, shows that she is not easily 


frightened. Her husband is a tall, slim, mild- 
looking young man. Before they were married he, 
in a burst of confidence, told herthat he nad taken 
a solemn vow never to strike a woman however 
strong provoeation he might receive. Judging 
from his answer in this suit this frank explanation 
of his situation with respect to women has been 
the cause of much misery to him. He admits that 
he left his wite in February, 1881, but endeavors to 
justify his abandonment of her by asserting that 
she often beat him, kicked him, called him vile 
names, and once chased him with a carving-knife 
for the purpose of killing him. 

In her testimony, Mrs. Rahl denied that she had 
ever beaten or kicked her husband. She admitted 
that he gave her $23 out of his weekly salary of 
$26, but said that she had to expend $6 a month for 
whisky and cigars for him. She said the reason 
why he abandoned her was that she objected to 
him going out one night without taking her with 
him. Two young women who were friends of Mrs. 
Rahl, and to whom she poured out her sorrows 
after her husband left her, told a totally different 
story from hers. They swore that she told them 
Rahl was a good husband, that she bad struck him, 
and that “ extravagance and temper” on her part 
were the causes of the abundonment. Rahl tes- 
tied tbat it was the habit of his wife to 
lock. up his clothing or to lock the doors 
of their apartments to prevent him from 
going out at night or on holidays. 
He drew a rueful picture of himself sitting at a 
window one New Year’s Day looking at young 
men going merrily to make calls. On that oecasion 
he remarked that it was hard for him to have to 
stay at home when other men were enjoying them- 
selves, whereupon she asked if her company was 
not good enough for him and spitefully kicked 
him. At another time, when he had determined, 
upon advice, to act indifferently toward her, she 
overcame his indifference by striking him and caus- 
ing him to flee. At another time, he said, she fol- 
lowed up a blow and a kick by treating him in the 
manner in which John Morrissey treated a Savan- 
nab rowdy—that is, she butted him into submission 
with the back part of her head. These were the 
motives of his abandonment of her. He asserted 
that he had offered to provide a separate mainte- 
nance for her, but that she refused to carry out ber 
promise to sign an agreement of separation. The 
case is still on.

A LEATHER-BACK CARP IN SALT WATER. 

The exact powers fish have of adapting them- 
selves to both salt and fresh water have not yet 
been accurately determined. The trout, we know, 
which is apparently a fresh-water fish, is often 


taken at sea. As showing how fish life can adapt 
itself to several media, a fine leather-back carp of 
threo pounds was caught on the 10th in East 
Moriches Bay. ‘This isthe first German carp yet 
found in salt water in the United States. Undoubt- 
edly this fish, being novel to us, and not indige- 
nous, must have eseaped from some of the fish 
breeding ponds in Long Island. Undoubtedly the 
fact of its discovery in salt water will be of interest 
to the United States Fish Commissioner and Mr. 
Hessell. The fish was shown yesterday by Mr. E. 
G. Blackford, the .New-York State Fish Commis- 
sioner. To show how wide is the distribution of 
fish, the New-London 7éelegram of May 10 reports 
the catehing of a red snapper, (Lutjanus Biackror- 
dii,) caught somewhere off the New-England coast. 
The fish weighed 10 pounds. This is not the first 
red snapper which has been taken in this neighbor- 
hood, although the fish proper belongs to the 
marine fauna of the South.
